CLUBMEN GOT A SCARE 


B) the B'owing Out of a Piug In an Ammonia 
Tank In Their Building. 
Boston, Nov. 1.—By the blowing out of 
a plug in the ammonia tank of the new 
ice machine, and the explosion that fol- 
lowed in the Boston Athletic association’s 
clubhouse, last night, Engineer Thomp- 
son nearly lost his life, several club mem- 
bers were overcome by the escaping 
fumes, and everybody in the building was 
badly frightened. 
Thompson was at work at the end of 
the engine room farthest from the ma- 
chine, and was all alone in the room. 
Upstairs, the club members thronged 
the various rooms. Without w: arning, 
the two-inch plug, which, says one ot 
the engineers, was put on with solder in- 
stead of being screwed in, blew off, with 
& pressure of 160 pounds behind it, and a 
stream of the strongest ammonia spurted 
cut. The overpowering odor filled the 
building from basement to attic. Up- 
Stairs there was at once commotion and 
alarm. One or two members nearly suc- 
cumbed. There was a grand rush for 
the stairs. But dowustairs the fumes 
were much stronger. Tears ran from 
the club men’s eyes, and they gasped for 
breath. 
Meanwhiie, thrilling times were being 
experienced in the engine room. En- 
gineer Thompson, after having been ren- 
dered almost unconscious from the pow- 
erful fumes, with great bravery crawled 
back into the midst of the ammonia and 
succeeded in shutting it of. 
The smell hung about the building all 
night. 


Suspected of Being a Murderer. 
Beston, Nov. 1.—Roy Matthews went 
to the Charles street jail yesterday to 
try and identify a prisoner there as the 
man wanted in Shirley, Me., for the mur- 
der and robbery of a man -n a logging 
camp in 1885. The prisoner is known to 
the police as Edward fF. Blaney. Mr. 
Matthews read the story told by Mrs. 
Blaney to the police, and recalled that 
the aileged murderer worked for him a 
dozen years ago. He was shown the 
prisoner, and said he believed that he is 
the man wanted. 


Atiemoted Murder and Suicide. 
Lubec, Me., Nov. 1—William Mason, 
aged 21, an employe of the New England 
Sardine company, attempted to take the 
life cf Miss Jennie Griflin, while at work 
in the factory last night. Two shots 
were fired at her, both bullets penetrat- 
ing her shoulder. Mason then fired at 
himself, the bullet entering near the 
breastbone. There are hopes enter- 
tained that Miss Griffin's wounds will 
not prove fatal, but Mason’s wounds may 
prove fatal. The tragedy was prompted 
by jealousy. 


Waller Seitles Cla'ms. 
Brockton, Mass., Nov. 1.—Any ap- 
rehension as to the failure of the records 
made by Will C. Stinson on the Shoe 
City oval last week going before the 
N. C. A. board was put at an end yester- 
day by Frank Waller, manager for 
Stinson, setiling all claims that might 
invalidate those figures. The trouble 
arose over unsettled bills, due, it is 
claimed, to differences us to the lia- 
bility. 


Killed by . tur ated Bull. 
Chester, Vt., Nov. 1.—The body of a 
man, evidently a tramp, has been found 
at North Clarendon, and apparently 
death resulted from the goring of a 
bull. The man had evidently been killed 
by being dashed against a stone wall. 
The ground for some yards had been 
pawed over, as if the bull had been in 
a savage movud. The body was fearfully 
lacerated by the animal's horns. 


An Alleged Seas 
Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 1.—William H. 
Davis, 23 years oad, Was arrested last 
night upon the charge of bigamy. The 
city marshal has in his possession two 
marriage “rtificates, showing that Da- 
vis married Miss Minnie Cechrane of 
Haverhill, Mass., on June 24, 1899, and 
that on April 28, of the present year, he 
married his second wife, Miss Mary L. 
Wilkins of Lynn. 


Dea‘h of Editor Davis. 

Newport, R. L, Nov. 1—Lucius D. 
Davis, former editor of the Newport 
News, died last night, aged 75. He was 
ordained as a Methodist minister in his 
2ist year. He resigned from the pul- 
pit to engage in newspaper work in 1865. 
Mr. Davis was an able and successful 
writer, and was attached to the editorial 
staff of The News until a short time be- 
fore his death.

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Big Audience Thought Henry Faxon 
Was Going to Make Trouble. 


TemperanceAdvocateGreeted 
With Hoots and Jeers. 


When He Was Perm:tted to Speak the Senti- 
ment Turned In His Favor. 


+ The Amevican Press Association reports the 
Faxon episode as follows, and it will be printed 
all over New England: 

Quincy, Mass Nov. l—Henry H. 
Faxon, the widely-known advocate of 
total abstinence principles, probably 
never caine nearer being ejected froma 
public meeting by the majesty of the law 
than he did during the time a throng of 
Democrats were trying to howl him down 
at a rally here last night, adding insults 
to their jeers by referring to his tem- 
perance leanings. Mr. Faxon arrived 
rather late, and as he took a seat, the 
Speaker, Thomas J. Gargan, recognized 
him, and said: “I am glad to see Mr. 
Faxon, for I would not feel that I was 
in a Democratic gathering if he were 
not here.” 

“Thank you,” said Mr. Faxon, “I am 
always glad to be in good company.” 

It was not until Christopher T. Calla- 
han, the second speaker, concluded, that 
Mr. exon took active part. He rose 
as if te speak, but was loudly hooted. 
Meanwhile, Mr. Callahan had started to 
leave the stage, but stopped and re- 
turned, as if to reply to any question 
asked by Mr. Faxon. The audience ap- 
parently interpreted Mr. Faxon’s actions 
as a desire to interrupt the rally, and 
catcalls and cries of “put him out” 
drowned the cries of Chairman Burke 
for order. 

The disturbance was a lively one, and 
Officer Newcomb walked to where Mr. 
Faxon was gesticulating. 

A few of the audience sided with the 
officer, for there were cries of “Put him 
out,” as the officer moved towards Mr. 
Faxon. 

At this point Congressman Naphen 
called to the officer in a voice that could 
be heard above the noise, “I protest 
igainst such action, and I insist that he 


Mr. Naphen’s words had a quieting 
effect on the audience, and Mr. Faxon 
had the floor. He said: “You have 
said, Mr. Callahan, that Mr, Gargan, 
who preceded you, had said that there 
was but one issue in this campaign. 
There are two issues, How does the 
Democratic party stand on the canteen 
question? For or against the canteen?” 

There was another ripple of excitement 
in the audience, and again a few cries to 
put himout. Mr. Callahan motioned for 
order, and said: “I guarantee, Mr. 
Faxon, in the event of Mr. Bryan being 
our next president, he will have in his 
cabinet an attorney general who will en- 
force the anti-canteen law, regardless of 
the interests of the brewery and whisky 
syndicates." 

Mir. Faxon replied that he was opposed 
to the Republican party because of its 
non-inforcement of the anti-canteen 
law, and that he would not support any 
member of that party who was In sym- 
pathy with the administration's policy 
on the question.

Dr. Kelliher of Pawiucket Puts 
the Law’s Grasp by Drinking Poison.

physician, ended his life at his home here} thought to hav

indictment, charging conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Berkshire Life Insurance com- 
pany of Pittsfield, Mass., out of $3500, 
and which case was to have been heard 
on Saturday next, made the suicide 
doubly important, as the trial was ex- 
pected to bring out facts of a startling 
nature, 

Nor was this particular instance of 
supposed successful attempt to defraud 
the insurance company believed to be 
an isolated one. ‘The claim of the de- 
tectives that they would show a deep- 
rooted plot, covering a period of years, 
ahd incriminating men high in business 
and social life of conspiracy in defraud- 
ing insurance companies, which had 
caused a loss to the insurance people of 
over $100,009. 

Dr. Kelliher took hydro cyanic acid, a 
2 percent solution of which quantity 
would have been sufficient to kill 200 men. 
He died almost instantly. Dr. Kelliher 
had been considered for some little time 
mentally unbalanced. 

Yesterday moruing he went to the cel- 
lar of his home and attempted to hang 
himself. Nothing was known of this 
attempt until he told his wife that it 
was impossible for him to die by hang- 
ing, as he could not adjust the noose so 
that it would strangle him. During the 
afternoon he went to a drugstore and 
procured an ounce of hydro cyanide 
acid, purchased on prescription. This 
bottle was supplemented by an ounce 
bottle, which wgs sent to his residence 
about 9 o'clock last night by messenger, 
the doctor having stated that the other 
acid was not satisfactory. The sup- 
position is that he took the entire con- 
tents of both bottles. Immediately af- 
ter swallowing the dreadful dose, the 
man dropped dead to the floor. Dr. 
Kelliher was born in Palmer, Mass., in 
1364.

Twenty-Six—Investigation Going On. 
New York, Nov. 1—A revision made 
st night of those persons missing and 
e perished in the explo- 
sion and fire at Tarrant & Co.'s drug 
s 26 accounted for. Of this 
number four are not known at the ad- 
dresses given by the persons reporting 
them as missing. Out of the whole 
number eight are put down by the po- 
lice as employes of Tarrant & Co. 

Not a single body, up to 10 o’clock last 
night, has been found in the ruins, 
though what looked like parts of bodies, 
have been dug out. It is thought now 
that any remains found in the mass of 
debris will be unrecognizable, even 
should the workmen find them, because 
of the tremendous heat and the fusing of 
materials. 

For instance, what were supposed to 
be parts of bodies taken from the ruins 
Tuesday night turned out, on examina- 
tion at the morgue, to be blackened 
pieces of melted gum arabic. Again, yes- 
terday, another mass was found which 
the workmen first thought to be human 
flesh, but is now thought to be melted 
rubber. The searchers have found in 
the ruins of the Home Made hotel a num- 
ber of articles, but whether their own- 
ers escaped or not is involved in mys- 
tery.

How Jones Would Have Democrats 
Spend Their Time on Tuesday. 


Republicans Act on State- 
ment Made by Croker. 


Say They Will Protect Voters From Violence 
Threatened by Democrats. 


Chicago, Nov. 2.—Chairman James K. 
Jones of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, yesterday issued the following 
address: 

“To all who favor the republic and op- 
pose the empire: 

“Theelectionisalready won. Wenow 
have only to maintain our present posi- 
tion. I urge that every man interested 
in preserving the principles of govern- 
ment which have come down to us from 
the fathers shall consecrate the entire 
Gay on Tuesday next to the great cause. 
Let each go to the polls early, either 
singly or as a member of a club, vote 
promptly and then give the remainder of 
the day to whatever may be necessary 
to be done. 

“Let those who can doso place teams 
and vehicles at the disposal of the com- 
mittees to bring the old and infirm to the 
polls. See that everyone is reminded of 
the day, and urged to vote. 

“Let whose duty it is to watch 
the polling and counting do so for every 
instant of time from the beginning to 
the end—from the opening of the ballot 
box in the morning until the returns are 
signed at night—and all will be well.”

AN ADDRESS FROM REPUBLICANS 


Declaring That They Will Prevent ‘*Terrorizing 
Voters and Burglariz ng Ballot Boxes,” 

New York, Nov. 2.—The Republican na- 
tional cominittee yesterday issued a for- 
mal statement to voters, as follows: 

“Mr. Croker, the head of the Demo- 
cratic organization in New York has or- 
dered his subordinates to gather in 
force at the polls next Tuesday, and in 
case they see the result of the count 
going against them to eject the election 
officers and take possession of the ballot 
boxes by force. This astounding an- 
archistic order has been approved and 
endorsed by Senator Jones, the chairman 
of the Democratic national committee. 

“The Republican party has always 
stood squarely for a fair vote and an 
honest count. A dishonest election is 
possible only through violence, such as 
is now threatened by the Democratic 
leaders, because an equal number of in- 
spectors from both political parties is 
present at every polling place, and so 
long as these inspectors are not inter- 
fered with the voting must be conducted 
fairly. The Democratic plan officially 
declared now is to overpower the in- 
spectors, whenever their party exigen- 
cies appear to require violent interfer- 
ence. 

“Notwithstanding the announcement 
of this Democratic policy of terrorizing 
voters and burglarizing the ballot boxes, 
the Republican national committee de- 
sires to state to the public that the Re- 
publican managers, national, state and 
local, have taken measures to insure the 
protection of the rights of every voter in 
the pending election, and that the votes 
shall be properly counted and recorded 
fs cast. The committee therefore ad- 
monish all voters that they must not be 
deterred by these threats of the Demo- 
cratic leaders from exercising the right 
of suffrage on Tuesday next, for every 
citizen Is entitled by law to protection 
in this, his highest privilege, and we 
shall see to it that his vote shall also be 
protected, at all hazards.” 


**Indiana Safely ODemocratic.”’ 
Chicago, Noy. 2.—*From reports which 
have come to me and from my own ob- 
servation, I am satisfied that Indiana 
is as safely Democratic as is Missouri.” 
Thus spoke Mr. Bryan as he alighted 
from a train here yesterday afternoon. 
He had just arrived from a tour of the 
state of Indiana and from a prolonged 
trip through various states further to 
the eastward. He added that the gen- 
eral outlook was encouraging, but did 
not go into details. Mr. Bryan’s it- 
inerary yesterday covered a number of 
points between Indianopolis and this 
city, all of them being in Indiana. Mr. 
Bryan left the private car Rambler upon 
his arriva! here.

During the tour speeches have | 
been made in succession in Nebraska, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, New York, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey. 
Incidental visits were also made to the 
states of Kentucky, Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and Connecticut. One set speech 
was delivered in Louisville and another 
at New Haven. Brief talks were made 
in two or three other Connecticut towns, 
as were also in Philadelphia and Alexan- 
dria, Va. 

In point of time, New York and Ili- 
nois have received more attention from 
the national candidate than any other 
twostates. The campaign has been con- 
fined almost exclusively to the country 
east of Lincoln and north of the Mason 
and Dixon line.

M'KINLEY OR BRYAN? 


Kith Sides Express Confidence In 
Their Triumph at the Polls, 


Contest Appears to Be Very 
Close In Some States, 


In Many Others, However, the Result Is a 


Foregone Conclusion, 


Chicago, Nov. 6.—Chairman Jones of 
the Democratic national committee last | 
night said: 

“I have no doubt that the result of 
the ballot tomorrow will be the trium- 
phant election of Bryan and Stevenson. 
The Democratic party hag appealed in 
this campaign to the reason and con- 
people, while the Republi- 
cans have appealed to passion and preju- 
dice. In the great forum of public 
opinion I have no doubt the Demo- 
cratic party kas won in this, the greatest 
of its national political struggles. Four 
years ago the Democratic party was de- 
ficient in organization, whereas, now it 
is more perfectly organized and more 
efficient than it has been in any cam- 
paign. The national committee has 
been in touch with every part of the 
country, and familiar with all the de- 
tails of work. While the campaign fund 
has not been enriched by the contribu- 
tions of great trusts, it has received the 
patriotic mites of the great working 
classes in sufficient quantity to defray 
the expens¢g of the campaign, which was 
even more satisfactory than the trium- 
phant election of the national Demo- 
cratic ticket.” 

The following statement was givenout 
at the headquarters of the Republican 
national committee: 

There are few surface indications at 
this time dissimilar to those of four years 
when McKinley swept the country 
t majority probably ever 
given to a presidential candidate. The 
work of the Republicans during the 
past four weeks has been marvelously 
effective. It has become marked every- 
where by completeness in detail of ma- 
chinery, harmonious action and desired 
results. In the histury of the party n 
better organization has ever existed. 
McKinley and Roosevelt will carry every 
state which voted for McKinley and Ho- 
bart four years ago, and certainly seven 
or eight others that voted for Bryan in 
1896. The alleged hopes of Croker and 
Bryan as to carrying Indiana and New 
York are simply following out the pro- 
gram of claiming everything in sight, 
for the purpose of encouraging their fol- 
lowers in close states to make the most 
desperate efforts for success. Theclaims 
of the Republicans are based upon the 
result of actual work reported by men 
in the field, brought up through precinct, 
ward, township, city, county and state 
organizations and upon actual facts as 
shown by the closest poll ever made by 
any political organ izetion.

Statement From Bryan. 

Omaha, Nov. 6.—Mr. Bryan last night 
gave out thefollowing statement: “The 
evidence is in, the arguments have been 
made and the case is now submitted to 
the jury. If the jury will accept the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States as 
instructions of the court, there will be 
no doubt as tothe verdict. I hope that 
the people will vote early and then see 
that the vote is counted ascast. Ihave 
been informed that there is a plan to 
buy any purchasable voters with a sum 
contingent upon gains in the precinct, 
but I do not believe that the plan will 
work, because a Democrat who would 
become a Republican worker at the last 
moment would be suspected by his neigh- | 
bors, and I believe that the people AS 
so much in earnest that bribery upon any 
extended scale will be impossible.” 


Greater New York a Factor. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Both Republicans 
and Democrats agree that more than 
600,000 citizens in Greater New York 
will votetoday. Generally speaking, Re- 
publicans concede that Bryan will carry | 
Greater New York. On the other hand, 
Democrats admit that McKinley will 
carry therestofthestate. The question 
hinges on the plurality that the Demo- 
crats are conceded in the metropolis and 
the Republicans are conceded up state. 
At Republican national headquarters 
Joseph H. Manley gave out the following 
statement: “I do not share with some 
the opinion that Indiana is entirely safe 
for us. We have no doubt of Illinois. 
We shall certainly carry New York state 
by not less than 75,000 majority, and I 
look for something over 100,000 majority.” 

Richard Croker claims that Bryan will 
carry Greater New York by between 80,- 
000 and 90,000. Democrats are inclined 
to concede the state outside of Greater 
New York to McKinley by 50,000. This 
is 100,000 less than the Republicans allow 
McKinley in the same territory. 

The close of the campaign finds the 
betting that has obtained during the 
last fortnight practically unchanged. 
Only comparatively small bats are being 
made, the ruling odds ranging anywhere 
from.4 to 1 to,5 te 1, in favor of McKinley 
and against Bryan. 


The Vote of the Bay State. 
Boston, Nov. 6.—The Republicans are 


confident that President McKinley will | 


have at least 100,000 yotes more than 
Bryan in this state, while the Demo- 
erats believe that 60,000 will be nearer 
the mark, Four vears ago the Republl- 


' cent stam 


cans carried the state abe 176,000 plurafity, 
but dissensions in the Democratic ranks 
cut a wide swath in the ordinary party 
vote. This year this disaffection hasal- 
most entirely disappeared, and the 
Democrats feel quite sure of polling 
practically the full party strength. It 
is believed that Governor Crane will run 
somewhat ahead of the national! ticket. 
The Republican state candidates wil! be 
elected, with the exception, perhaps, of 
auditor. It will not be surprising if 
William D. Merrill, the Prohipitionist 
candidate for the office, is elected. <As 
for the congressmen, nine Republicans 
and one Democrat are practically sure 
of election, while i» . .v other districts 
indications also favor the Republicans. 
In the Tenth a spirited contest has been 
going on, as the district has always been 
a@close one. The present representative 
i# a Democrat, but four years ago a Re- 
publican was elected. Very little change 
is expected in the legisluture, which al- 
ways has been strongly Republican, 
Claims Without Figures. 

New Haven, Nov. 6.-Wbservers who 
are not Intensely partisan predict a safe 
McKinley margin, and 2 probable Re- 
publican victory on the state ticket. On 
the latter point, however, they do not 
express in figures their opinions. The 
two state committees have issued new 
statements, each chock full of confiednt 
claims. 


What Vermonters Expect. 

Montpelier, Vt. Nov. &—The Republi- 
cans are sure of carryiig the state, and 
the Democrats are hoy;eful of cutting 
down McKinley's 33,426 plurality of four 
yearsago. The Republican party man- 
agers are predicting at beast 27,000 ma- 

jority for the national candidates. 

E tinates F on Niw / Nampshire. 
Concord, N. H., Nov. 6.—The Demo- 
cralic managers concede about what the 
Republican leaders claim, and no one 


will deny President McKinley a 20,000 
plurality, and Jordan, the Republican 
candidate tor governor, 15,000. 


No Change Expected {n Maine. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 6.—The indications 
are that about the usual presidential 
year vote will be thrown, with a probable 
Republican majority of 28,900 in the state. 

Maryland Possib. ities. 

Baltimore, Nov. 6.—Both sides are 
claiming the state by pronounced ma- 
jorities. Chairman Vai Diver of the 
Democratic state central committee said: 
“I have no hesitancy tn claiming that we 
will carry the state by from 5000 to 10,000 
majority, and that both ci:y and counties 
will contribute to that end.””. Chairman 
Goldsborough of the Ri nublican state 
committee said that he looks for evena 
larger majority than the 11,000 which he 
previously mentioned.

Chicago, Now. §.—-Nev 1ve the plans 
of campaign managers i this state been 
more comprehensive or laid with greater 
care, and no presidential campaign since 
that of Blaine and Cleveland, in 1884, has 
Leen fought owt with greater energy in 
this state than the one which has just 
closed. A very full vote will be polled 
in the state at large. The Republicans 
are elated at the prospect of success. 
The Democratic managers declare that 
the election is certain to resuit in a 
sweeping Democratic triumph. 


Hoosier State Predictions. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 6.—Indications point 
to a full vote being polled. Chairman 
Martin of the Democratic state com- 
mittee made the following statement: 
“I see no reason for changing my pre- 
dictions as heretofore made. I be- 
lieve Indiana will go Democratic by a 
safe margin.” Chairman Hernly of the 
Republican state committee gave his 
final estimate of the probable result:

The legislature, which 
will elect two United States senators, is 
in doubt, however, both parties claiming 
it. Democratic State Chairman Sauls- 
bury claims that the state will give 
Bryan the electoral vote, and that the 
legislature will have a Democratic ma- 
jority. 


The Situation In New Jersey. 

New York, Nov. 6.—There has been no 
change in the political situation in New 
Jersey. The Republicans are confident 
of success, but the Democrats claim that 
if the members of their party who re- 
mained away from the polls four years 
ago turn out today the state will go for 
Bryan. 


The Vote of Nebraska. 

Omaha, Novy. 6.—The Republican state 
comnnuittee is still claiming the state by 
5000 plurality for McKinley, but this is 
placed against the positive assertion by 
Chairman Hall of the Democratic com- 
mittee that Mr. Bryan will receive a plu- 
rality of at least 12,000. In the congres- 
sional districts the honors will probably 
be divided. 


Returns Will Be Late. 

San Franciscv, Nov. f.—The chairman 
of the Republican and Democratic state 
committees still insist that their respec- 
tive parties will carry the state by from 
12,000 to 15,000. The result in California 
will probably not be known until Wed- 
nesday night, but sufficient returns will 
be received to indicate how the state is 
going. 


Surpr:sing Results Expected. 

St. Louis, Nov. 6.—After one of the 
most animated nights known in the his- 
tory of Missouri politi@, the Democrats 
express the utmost confidence of giving 
the national ticket a majority of from 
40,000 to 45,000. The Republicans are 
equally boastful. Many are of the opin- 
fon that McKinley will have a slight 
majority over Bryan and Stevenson. It 
is conceded by members of both parties 
that the vote will show surprising results. 


A Combination In Kentucky. 

Louisville, Nov. 6.—Both sides claim 
the state by 20,000, though disinterested 
estimates do not put the majority either 
way above 6000 or 8000. The state cen- 
tral committee of the independent Demo- 
erats, who, in the last election, cast 12,- 
in¥ votes Sov Johan Y. Brown for governor, 
has endorsed Yerkes, (Rep.) for gov- 
ernor, and Bryan. It is generally be- 
Neved that Bryan will run ahead of 
Beckham, Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, and that Yerkes will run ahead of 
McKinley, whether Democrats or Repub- 
licans carry the state. The Republicans 
hope by fusion with Grown Democrats to 
carry several congressional districts now 
represented by Democrats.

Minnesota Republicans Confident. 

St. Paul, Nov. 6.—The election of Min- 
nesota McKinley electors sezms assured, 
the Democratic committee only express- 
ing a belief in the possibility of Bryan 
carrying the state without actually 
claiming it. The Republicans place the 

McKinley plurality at from 50,000 to 75,- 
000. 


Republicans Sale In Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, Nov. 6.—The indications 
point to Republican success. Even the 
Democratic press concedes the state to 
McKinley. The Republican state ticket, 
a Republican legislature and out of 10 
congressmen, nine are practically con- 
ceded to the Republicans, 


Cla'med by Both Sides. 

Topeka, Kan., Nov. 6.—The Republi- 
cans claim 25,000 plurality for McKinley, 
the state ticket by a plurality somewhat 
less, and the election of eight congress- 
men. The fusionists concede one con- 
‘ gressman to the Republicans, but claim 
everything else, placing Bryan's plu- 
rality at 16,000,

Reno, Nev., Nov. 6.—On the surface, the 
Rinne cee are the the result will be 
very close.

Both Canaidates Sure of Winning. 

Detroit, Nov. 6.—Both parties in Mich- 
igan are confident of success. Both 
William C. Maybury, the Democratic 
eandidate for governor, and Aaron T. 
Bliss, his Republican opponent, issued a 
signed statement in which each confi- 
dently asserts he will be elected. Sena- 
tor McMillan predicts a Republican ma- 
jority of between 70,000 and 75,000. 


Republican and Fusion Ciaims. 

Sioux Falls, S. D., Nov. 6.—Both parties 
are still stoutly claiming that they will 
carry the state. Conservative Republi- 
cans estimate the majority for their 
ticket in the state at between 5000 and 
8000 Fusionists say Bryan will carry 
the state by at least 2000. 


McKinlev’s Plurality Will Be Reduced. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 6.—Very little in- 
terest is manifested relative to the vote 
of the state in the presidential contest, 
as a big Republican majority is conceded 
even by the Democratic leaders. Mc- 
Kinley’s plurality of 295,072 of four years 
ago will no doubt be considerably re- 
duced.

GOVERNMENT WILL INVESTIGATE. 


Berlin Police Department Thought to 66 
Steeped (n Corruption. 

Berlin, Nov. 6—The highly unsatis- 
factory condition of the Berlin criminal 
police, as laid bare by the sengational 
evidence in the second trial of Sternberg, 
the rich Berlin banker, accused of an 
offense against morality, and the pe- 
culiar manner in which the case itself 
was pr'pared and has been handled are 
the talk of the whole city. In view of the 
clear signs of corruption and lack of dis- 
cipline, brought out by the proceedings, 
it was resolved yesterday ata conference 
between Chancellor Von Buelow and 
Baron Von Rheinbaben, Prussian min- 
ister of the interior, to overhaul the Ber- 
lin police department. 

Immediately after the conference 
Baron Von Rieinbaben ordered a sharp 
investigation, without fear or favor. It 
is expected that a large number of the 
criminal police will be disciplined, and 
that about a score will be dismissed, 
among them the chief of the criminal po- 
lice, who has been strongly compromised 
by the.trial. 

Altogether, no fewer that 70 members 
of the criminal police are said to be im- 


plicated in the Sternberg case. The 
press, without distinction of party, 
sternly demands thorough reforms. In 


addition to the two commissioners 
against whom damaging evidence has 
been offered, it is rumored that a num- 
ber of others are involved. 

Emperor William has directed that he 
be furnished with running reports daily 
of the trial and of the part played in it 
by the police. 


Lunches Shou d Have Been Exami ned. 

Chicago, Nov. 6.—That a jail delivery 
had been planned by prisoners in the 
Cook county jail was discovered by 
Jailor Whitman yesterday. Two 38- 
calibre pistols and ammunition were 
found in one of the cells occupied by 
three men awaiting extradition to Can- 
ada, where they are charged with robbing 
a bank. The revolvers were smuggled 
into the cells concealed in lunches, one 
in a pan of baked beans, and the other In 
a package of grapes. 


Thinks a Great Deal of Herself. 

London, Nov. 6.—The South African 
hospital commission yesterday heard 
Mrs. Richard Chamberlain, sister-in-law 
of Joseph Chamberlain, and her tes- 
timony mnade the session quite exciting. 
She informed them that she considered 
herself more capable of conducting hos- 
pitals than medical officers, and told the 
president that he acted more like coun- 
sel with a brief from the army doctors 
than an inquisitor. 


Thirteen Dead and Three Dying. 

Phillippi. W. Va., Nov. 6.—Latest re- 
ports from the mine at Berrysburg 
show that 13 miners are dead and three 
are so seriously injured that they cannot 
recover. Two men were found dead in 
a part of the mine which had been 
abandoned. The door at the mouth of 
the mine was shut, and the men were 
blown 250feet from the mouth. A dozen 
theories are advanced as to the cause of 
the explosion. 

Vo!un‘ary Advanc: In Wages. 

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 6.—Without soll- 
citation, the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
company has advanced the wages of its 
shopmen in Green Ridge 10 
These hands turn out most of the car- 
pentering work of the mines, and, while 
bardly in the category of mine workers, 
the company deemed it just that they 
should share in the advance given the 
other men of the mining department. 


Refused Medical Aid. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Mrs. Augusta Hub- 
bell of Brooklyn died yesterday after an 
iliness of several weeks, although a 
Christian Scientist was in constant at- 
tendance upon her. She was the wife of 
a man of considerable means. A phy- 
sician reported Mrs. Hubbell’s death as 
“without medical attendance,” a death 
certificate was refused, and the coroner 
will investigate the case. 


Jealousy, Murder and Probable Lynching. 

Lacon, Ills., Nov. 6.—W. J. Linn went 
to the home of Jacub Schafer, called Mrs. 
Schafer to the door and shot her, killing 
herinstantly. He then fired at Schafer, 
missing him. Linn was arrested a few 
hours later and is now in jail. There is 
strong talk of lynching. The murder 
was caused by jealousy. 

Kruger Repcrted to Be Sick 

Paris, Nov. 6.—Dispatches from Port 
Said to the Marseilles papers assert that 
the Dutch cruiser Geldertland has been 
obliged to reduce speed considerabiy, in 
consequence of the illness of Mr. Kruger. 
The Geldertiand is not expected to reach 
Marseilles before Nov. 15.

Unexpected Turn In the Controversy 
Between Devery and McCullagh, 


Former Indicted For Interfer- 
ling With Elections Official. 


Roosevelt Orders Recall of the Devery Order 
and Is Promptly Obeyed. 


New York, Nov. 6.—Chief of Police 
Devery was yesterday indicted by the 
grand jury for alleged interference with 
State Superintendent of Elections John 
McCullagh in the performance of his 
duties. The indictment was returned 
shortly after noon. At a little past 2 
o'clock the information was conveyed 
to Chief Devery by State Senator Sul- 
livan, who was accompanied by Michael 
F. Lyons, an elector on the Democratic 
state ticket, whe had agreed to furnish 
bail in any amount named for Chief 
Devery. When the chief was informed 
of his indictment he went at once to the 
court of general sessions to give bail 

Events followed other in rapid succes- 
sion in the controversy which has been 
going on for the past few days regarding 
the rights of men when challenged to 
swear in their votes. 

First of all Chief of Police Devery was 
indicted by the New York grand jury on 
a charge of interfering with State Su- 
perintendent of Elections McCullagh in 
performing his duty. Later Governor 
“took a hand” in the contro- 
versy, sending a message to Mayor Van 
Wyck, notifying him that if he had not 
taken steps to secure a recall of the Dev- 
ery order of last Sunday, in which it 
is claimed the chief of police ordered 
his subordinates to disregard the state 
superintendent of elections and his sub- 
ordinates, that he would be held re- 
sponsible as the head of the city gov- 
ernment for the action of the chief of 
police provided it should result in any 
breach of the peace. 

After a conference between the mayor 
and Chief of Police Devery, the chief 
sent out a letter rescinding his former or- 
der. 

This apparently closes the controversy 
that has been going on between Mc- 
Cullagh and the police department for 
fome time, and is the direct result of 
an order issued by Chief Devery Sunday 
night, informing the uniformed pelice 
force that “tactics and methods of in- 
timidation have been perpetrated upon 
respectabie citizens by John McCullagh” 
and it is the duty of policemen to “pro- 
tect the honest right and franchise of 
every citizen.” 

Assistant District Attorney O'Reilly, 
speaking for District Attorney Gardiner, 
said that the indictment against Chief 
Devery was absurd; that it could not 
possibly hold; that inasmuch as it did 
not charge the commission of an overt 
act there could not possibly be any in- 
terference. Colonel Gardiner himself, 
discussing the indictment, said: “My 
mame to that indictment is a forgery. 
It was placed there without my knowl- 
edge, consent or authority. I was not 
In my ofilee when the evidence was pre- 
sented before the grand jury, and I un- 
derstand that the scheme was worked 
without any of my assistants being pres- 
ent.” 

The differences between Devery and 
McCullagh are due to a dispute as to the 
right of a challenge to swear in his vote 
if a state deputy wishes to arrest him. 
Devery claims that neither a state depu- 
ty nor a city policeman has the right to 
r.ake an arrest until after the vote has 
Leen cast.

Superintendent McCullagh last night 
gave out a detailed statement, in which 
he announced that he had unearthed a 
plan of the Democratic leaders to bring 
men from New Jersey to the borough of 
Manhattan for clonization purposes 
during the present election. He an- 
nounced the arrest of Peter Friend, a 
saloon keeper of Jersey City, and ex- 
plained the manner in which it is claime4 
the men were to be used on ejection day. 
«he men were to vote in blocks of 10 and 
to receive $5 to $10 each for their day’s 
work. 

Following is the communication sent 
by Governor Roosevelt to Mayor Van 
Wyck: 

“My attention has been called to the 
official order issued by Chief of Police 
Devery, In which he directs his subor- 
dinates to disregard the chief of the 
state election bureau, John McCullagh, 
and his deputies. Unless you have al- 
ready taken steps to secure the recall of 
this order, it is necessary for me to point 
out that I shall be obliged to hold you 
responsible, as the head of the city gov- 
ernment, for the action of the chief of 
police, if it should result in any breach 
of the peace and intimidation or any 
crime whatever against the election laws. 
The state and city authorities shculd 
work together. 

“I will not fail to call to summary 
account either state or city authorities 
in the event of either being guilty of in- 
timidation or connivanceat fraud or fail- 
ure to protect every legal voter in his 
rights. 

“I hereby notify you that in the event 
of any wrong-doing, following upon the 
failure immediately to recall Chief Dey- 
ery’s order, or upon any action or in- 
action on the part of Chief Devery, I must 
necessarily call you to account.”

SLENDER PURSES. | 


Practical Directions For Constract- 
ing a Laundry Bag, a Handker-| 
chief Box, a Necktie Case @nd a 
Serviceable Book Cover. 


The Christmas season brings to Do-} 
tice many daily little presents which 
may be made so reasonably that many 
people are continuing the practice of 
making most of their gifts with their 
own hands and thus showing their re- | 
gard for the recipient. There is also 
the necessity in many instances of an 
inexpensive outlay, but a dainty result 
is always desired. 

A useful and ornamental bag to hold 
soiled collars and cuffs requires one 
yard of some soft, pretty figured cloth 
(on the order of cheesecloth) about 30 
inches wide, a yard of ribbon one and 
one-half inches wide, seven-eighths of 
g vard of the same three inches wide 
and 2 wooden embroidery hoop about 
eight inches in diameter. Cut the 
cloth in a square 30 by 30 Inches and 
sew into a long bag with double seams, 
Then hem the upper opening of the 
bag over on the hoop, not too tight, so 
that the cloth will slip easily, as the 
entire fullsess is sewed over the hoop. 
Then take the narrow ribbon and sew 
on the outside of the hoop for suspen- 
sion, as indicated in Fig. 1. When this 
is done, hang the bag up and drape by 
gathering the front in large plaits, 
taking a plait in the bottom of the bag 
and fastening the whole just below the 
front of the hoop. Tack on firmly a 
bow made of the wide ribbon, and then 
the collar bag is complete.

Lands are allotted to them 
which are exempt from taxes for 20 
years. At the end of that time they 
may be rented or purchased at : mod- 
erate sum. They are almost eutirely 
free from the obligation of military 
service for ten years. Money is lent to 
emigrants who already have a certain 
amount—otherwise they are not allow- 
ed to emigrate—which need not be re- 
paid for 30 years. Agricultural imple- 
ments are given them outright. No 
wonder that some of the cream of Rus- 


sian peasantry has been induced to em- | 


igrate. Whole communities have found 


in their new home a lot which is better | 


than anything they have ever known 
in the mother country. I was con- 
stantly impressed by the air of pros- 
perity about every Siberian settlement 
—the neat houses. the well kept barn- 


yards, the abundantly yielding soil, the 
absence of squalor. Later, when we 


passed through the heart of European 
Russia, | was able to compare the ap- 
pearance of the two sections. and I 
came to the conclusion that the Rus- 
sian peasant betters himself in many 
ways by emigration to Siberia. 

Hard’y a day passed as we steamed 
up the great rivers that we did not 
meet one or more steamers, sometimes 
towing barges in addition, filled with 
emigrants. They seemed to me to be 
the sturdiest people in the world, capa- 
ble of enduring the strain and the hard- 
ships which attend the carving out of 
a living in a strange land. Among the 
third class en our own 
steamer were several peasant families 
that bad made moderate fortunes in

FEAT IN SHIP REPAIRING. 


Remarkable Alterations Made on the 
Steamer Savoia. 

A remarkable achievement in ship- 
building is recorded in a report recent- 
ly received at the state department in 
Washington from Vice Consul Nixon 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

The fine Italian passenger steamer 
Savoia at that place has been pulled 
completely to pieces, reconstructed 
from her keel up and so transformed 
that her original builders would not 
recognize her if they should meet ber 
crossing the sea. She has been cut in 
two, stripped practically from stem to 
stern, new decks have been put in, 
and 70 feet in length have been added. 
What is considered the most remarka- 
ble feature of her reconstruction is that 
her after end has been remade to in- 
close the shafting of her twin screws, 
which formerly were bracketed {o the 
stern frame. ‘This is held to be a feat 
unprecedented in ship repairing. 

A great many other alterations were 
made in the course of her transforma- 
tion. The rebuilt boat showed most 
Satisfactory speed trials and is said to 
be a vast improvement upon the for- 
mer Savoia.

| ° PEOPLING A CONTINENT. |'GERMAN PRAISE OF AMERICA 


| United States Said to Be Economic- 
ally a Most Dangerous Enemy. 


The German central bureau for the 


of southern Siberia, and the rich, ara-! preparation of commercial treaties has 


; just published a book written by its 
| president, Dr. Vosberg Rekow, who 
has spent several months Investigating 
the industrial conditions of the United 
States. The work is noteworthy for 
the candor and breadth which charac- 
terize it and fer the unbiased manner 
with which Dr. Rekow reviews the 
economic conditions of the great indus- 
trial powers and their relations toward 
each other as competitors. 

The United States he declares to be 
the most dangerous opponent to Ger- 
many’s industrial power and commer- 
cial advance. In setting forth the Ger- 
man view of American development 
Dr. Rekow displays both the acknowl- 
edgment of and fears of American mas- 
tery in trade. In this portion of his 
work, which United States Vice Consul 
General Hanauer at Frankfort has 
transmitted to the state department at 
Washington, he pays many high trib- 
utes to America and Americans. 

In a comparison with the czar’s em- 
pire with the United States he says: 
“While the great mass of Russia's pop- 
ulation remains {In a comatose state 
and occasionally starves (but a small 
|part of it participating in modern 
|economic work) the entire Yankee na- 
tion is like a perfectly disciplined army 
standing shoulder to shoulder at the 
forge, the loom or the printing press 
| earning wealth from their industry.” 

Again he states: “Europe, with her 
old established industries, is so hard 
pushed by the young American com- 
petitor that ihe aecessity of uniting in 
a common customs league against this 
bold intruder has become a matter of 
serious consideration.” 

The writer commends the American 
consular service, saying: “The United 
States has covered Europe with a net- 
work of consulates and makes its con- 
suls at the same time inspectors of our 
exports and vigilant sentinels, who spy 
out every trade opening and promptly 
report it.” Dr. Rekow also predicts 
the establishment of an American mer- 
cbant marine. “There can be no 
doubt,” he “that an American 
merchant marine will be forthcoming 
ere long and become of vast extent. 
Whoever has watched the present state 
of activity in American shipyards will 
have no doubt on that score. 

“In short,” concludes Dr. Rekow, “the 
Americans are the sole commercial-po- 
litical opponents whom we must ear- 
nestly dread. Russia will remain a 
profitable customer to us in the future; 
with Great Britain we are united with 
bonds of common interest: the United 


States is,

THE NEXT CONGRESS, 


Republican Majority In the House 
Will Be Greatly Increased. 
Corrected Figures Coming In 
From Many Quarters. 

a 


Republicans Have Probably Carried Nebraska, 
While Kentucky Goes to Democrats. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—The next senate, 
assuming that the state legislatures will 
fulfill their duty and choose senators to 
represent their states, will stand, on the 
basis of Tuesday's election, 49 Republi- 
cans, 27 Demoerats and 9 independents, 
with the legislatures in doubt in three 
states, with the priv ilege of electing five 
senators at this time. 

The legislatures in doubt are Delaware 
and Nebraska, in each of which states 
two senators are to be chosen, and 
Idaho, with one senatorial chair to be 
filed. Among those classed in the in- 
dependent column are Senators Stewart 
of Nevada and Kyle of South Dakota, 
who, in the last congress, acted with the 
Republicans on all party matters: Tur- 
ner of Washington and Harris of Kan- 
sas, who acted with the Democrats; and 
Wellington of Maryland. 

The house of representatives of the 
Fifty-seventh congress will have a Re- 
publican majority exceeding that of the 
present house. The figures are not yet 
known definitely, but the Kepublican 
members-elect are known to number 
about 200, including a majority of 40. In 
the last house the Republican majority 
was 17. 

The greatest gains were made in Penn- 
sylvania and New York, where the Re- 
publicans increased their representa- 
tion to the extent of 13seats. Mr. Lentz 
of Ohio, the exponent of Coeur d'Alene, 
has but 17 majority on the unofficial 
count, and may be defeated. Maryland 
and California send solidly Republican 
delegations, and in Indiana a gain of 
two is reported. Mr. Lorimer of Chi- 
cago, one of the Republican congressmen 
who voted against the Porto Rican bill, 
and Mr. Boutel, Republican, of the same 
city, may be defeated, and it will re- 
quire the official count to settle their 
status. On the whole, however, in in- 
dividual cases there were few surprises 
and fewer prominent congressmen were 
defeated than is usual when the ma- 
jorities are large. It is impossible to 
make out a list of the congressmen-elect. 

The next senate, assuming that the 
state legislatures will fulfill their duty 
and choose senators to represent their 
states, will stand, on the basis of Tues- 
day's election, 49 Republicans, 27 Demo- 
crats, and 9 independents, with the leg- 
islatures in doubt in three states with 
the privilege of electing five senators at 
this time.

BACK TO WASHINGTON, 


President McKinley Is Greeted by a 
Great Qutpouring of People. 


Speeches and Handshaking 
Along the Route. 


Working Classes Suspended Labor to Welcome 
the Head of the Nation. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—The president 
had a triumphant journey back to Wash- 
ington. His party left Canton at 1:35 
p. m., in two cars attached toa regular 
train, arriving here this morning. The 


ip from Canton toward the nation’s 


the head of the nation. At every stop 
there was a great outpouring of the peo- 
ple, business was suspended and many 
factories along the line added their 
thousands of workers to those who joined 
in enthusiastic greetings. 

The president appeared at each stop, 
shaking hands from the rear platform, 
and making short speeches at the more 
important towns Mrs. McKinley re- 
ceived her share of the popular tribute, 
men and women struggling to present 
her with flowers. Patriotism, the flag 
and the volunteer's uniform figured 
everywhere, and the trip was in the na- 
ture of a triumphal journey to the cap- 
ital. 

The start from Canton was made at 
1:35 p. m., amid the boom of cannon, the 
screech of steam whistles and the clam- 
orous well wishes of the president’s 
townspeople. Mr. and Mrs. McKinley 
cccupied the private car Olympia, at the 
rear of the train The presidential car 
had been beautifully decorated within, 
yellow chrysanthemums bound in rib- 
bons of red, white an: blue giving a 
wealth of color. 

Many of those on the regular coaches 
were anxious to greet the president, and 
he consented to see a delegation from 
Alliance, in his own district. He met 
the party on the platform, grasping each 
hand and talking familiarly of the strug- 
gle and victory at Alliance. ‘4

The president magle his first speech of 
whgn the train arrived at Al- 
The town had turned out en 
to meet him with bands and ban- 
ners. Workmen from the potteries at 
Sebring bore transparencies showing 
their majorities. The crowd surged up 
to the train to the imminent danger of 
those massed infront. When the pres- 
ident appeared there were deafening 
cheers, to which he bowed acknowledg- 
ment, and then said: 

“I have not failed to observe the vic- 
tory of Alliance given on yesterday, and 
I cannot refrain from expressing to you 
in public my very great appreciation of 
this vote of encouragement and support 
from my old friends and neighbors of 
Stark county. I observe that majorities 
rise with prosperity, and that the Amer- 
ican people never fail to support the 
flag.” 

A short distance further on the train 
stopped at Sebring, a new town, with 
huge potteries. Business was suspend- 
ed, and the workmen poured forth. A 
big banner announced: ‘Sebring 4 to 
1 for MecNinley.” The president waved 
acknowledgements, but did not speak.

In the big factory town of Salem, a 
vast concourse of people lined the tracks, 
The tops of freight cars were used as 
points of vantage. Little girls bore 
American flags. The screech of the fac- 
tory whistles was deafening. The pres- 
ident bowed his thanks, and said: 

“I assure you that your greeting and 
welcome give me very sincere pleasure 
You are here to celebrate a victory won 
by the people of all parties. I go back 
to my public duties at the capital en- 
cvuraged by your confidence, but deeply 
conscious of the grave responsibilities 
which your action of yesterday imposes 
upon me. I can only ask of all my 
countrymen their sympathy and support 
{in the solution of the great problems that 
rest upon the United States, and I am 
sure that all of us will humbly petition 
the guidance of that divine ruler. who 
has never failed this government through 
all of its vicissitudes, from its beginning 
to the present hour.” 

At Leetonia and Columbiana there 
were like outbursts, crowds besieging 
the president's car. No speeches were 
made, but the president reached down 
and shook many a grimy hand. 
drizzling rain began to fall, but this did 
not deter big crowds from turning out 
at East Palestine, Enon Valley, New 
Galilee and New Brighton. At Roches- 
ter 3000 people braved the rain and dark- 
ness, and gave a flerce welcome to the 
president during the momentary stop. 
Many of the crowd clambered up the 
rear platform after the train started and 
hung onmuntil their turn came fora hand- 
shake. 

It was pitch dark when the train 
reached Allegheny, but a big crowd was 
in waiting, and a delegation heuded by 
Mayor Diehl of Pittsburg and Mayor 
Wvman of Allecheny clambered aboard. 
They were received by tne president, and 
warm greetings were exchanged. There 
were no formal speeches. Meantime the 
crowds outside were hurrahing, and the 
president bowed his acknowledgement.

COMPLAINT OF BRYAN, 


“Purchase of Votes” and “Coloniza- 
tion” Caused Republican Success, 


Prosperity Argument Was 
the Most Potent One. 


Declares That Contest Between Plutocracy 
and Democracy 1s Not Yet Ended. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 9.—Mr. Bryan for- 
warded the following telegram at noon 
yesterday to President McKinley: 

“Hon. William McKinley, President of 
the United States: At the close of an- 
other presidential campaign, it is my lot 
to congratulate you upon a second vic- 
tory. W. J. Bryan.” 

Mr. Bryan last night gave out thc fol- 
lowing statement concerning the elec- 
tion: 

“The result was a surprise to me, and 
the magnitude of the Republican vic- 
tory was a surprise to our opponents 
as Well as to those who voted our ticket. 
It is impossible to analyze the returns 
until they are more complete, but, gen- 
erally speaking, we seem to have gained 
in the larger cities, and to have lost in 
the smaller cities and in the country. 

“The Republicans were able to secure 
tickets or passes for all their voters who 
were away from home, and this gave 
them considerable advantage. Wehave 
no way of knowing at this time how 
much money was spent in the purchase 
of votes and in colonization. But while 
these would account for some of the Re- 
publican gains, they could not account 
for the widespread increases in the Re- 
publican vote. The prosperity argu- 
ment was probably the most potent one 
used by the Republicans. ‘They com- 
pared present conditions with the panic 
times of ‘93 to ‘96, and this argument 
had weight with those who did not stop 
to consider the reasons for the change. 
The appeal Stand by the president 
while the war is on,’ had a great deal 
of influence among those who did not 
realize that a war against a doctrine of 
relf-government in the Philippines must 
re2ct upon us inthiscountry. Wemade 
an honest fight upon an honest platform, 
and, having done our duty as we saw it, 
we have nothing to regret. 

“We are defeated, but not discouraged. 
The fight must go on. Iam sure that 
Republican policies will be repudiated 
by the people when the tendency of these 
policies are fully understood. The con- 
test between plutocracy and democracy 
cannot end until one or the other is 
completely triumphant.” 

Concerning himself, Mr. Bryan said: 

“T have come out of the campaign with 
rerfect health and a clear conscience. 
1 did my best to bring success to the 
principles for which I stood. Mr. Ste- 
venson did all that he could; Senator 
Jones and the members of the Derno- 
cratic, Populist, Silver Republican and 
Anti-Imperialist committees did all they 
could. Mr. Hearst and his associates 
in the club organization put forth their 
best efforts. Our newspapers, our cam- 
paign speeches and our local organiza- 
tions all did thelr part. Ihave no fault 
to find, and no reproaches. I shall con- 
tinue to take an active interest in politics 
as long as I live. I believe it to be the 
duty of citizens to do so, and, in addition 
to my interests as a citizen, I feel that 
it will require a life-time of work to re- 
pay the political friends who have done 
so much for me. I shall not be a sena- 
torial candidate before the legislature 
which has been elected. Senator Allen 
deserves the senatorship, which goes to 
Populists. Mr. Hitchcock and Mr. W. 
H. Thompson are avowed candidates for 
thesenatorship. They both deserve well 
of the party, and I am too grateful to 
them for past support to stand in their 
way, even if I desired a seat In the sen- 
ate.” 

Mr. Bryan said he has no other plans 
at present than to remain at home until 
he had recovered from the fatigue of 
campaigning. He denied that he would 
remove from Nebraska and make Texas 
his home. 


More Figures From Massachusetts. 

Boston, Nov. 9.—A tabulation of the 
Social Democratic and Prohibition vote 
{in Masa@achusetts, as well as the vote for 
Emerson, the solitary elector of the Na- 
tional Democratic party, has been made. 
The table lacks the city of Boston and 
about 50 outside towns, but the returns 
received give Debs (Social Dem.), 7901; 
Woolley (Pro.), 4462, and Emerson (Na- 
tional Dem. elector), 316 votes in the 
state. The heaviest vote for Debs was 
in the shoe cities. 


McKinky Safe In Nebra ka. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 9.—The latest re- 
turns from two-thirds of the counties 
fn Nebraska and scattering reiurns from 
the balance, show McKinley has carried 
Nebraska by a plurality of at least 2000. 
An equal number of returns on the state 
ticket indicate that Nebraska has re- 
elected Governor Poynter and the entire 
state ticket.

Fargo, N. D., Noy. 9.—Nearly complete 
returns have so far changed the situa- 
tion that all counties are now said to be 
Republican. Individual figures have 
been lost sight of in the grand majority, 


which ts now 12,277, nearly one-fourth 
the total vote, ard an increase of 137 
percent in the Mc! inley majority of four 
years ago. 


Washington For AcKinley. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 9.—Following is 
@ conservative estimate of the result in 
this state: McKinley, 10,000 majority;

senate, Republicans, 21; Democrats, 8; 
house, Republicans 58; Democrats, 21. 
The Democratic committee has dis- 
banded.

Indianapolis, Nov. 9.—Republicans 
have elected nine congressmen in In- 
diana, and the Democrats four. The 
plurality for McKinley will be between 
20,000 and 25,000.

SHINBURN 1S JUGGED.| 2 


Must Pay Penalty For Robbing a 
New Hampshire Savings Bank, 


Was Originally Sentenced to 
Ten Years In Prison. 


Made Sensational Escape Thirty-Five Years 
Ago and Has Just Been Returned. 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 9.—Maxmilian 
Schoenbein, better known as Max Shin- 
burn, whe escaped 35 years ago from the 
New Hampshire state prison, where he 
had been committed for 10 years, as 
penalty for the robbery of the funds of 
a bank at Walpole, re-entered the New 
Hampshire prison last night, to serve 
the remainder of his sentence. 


Shinburn_arrived in this city from 
Plattsburg, N. Y., im the custody of 
Sheriff Tuttle and J. W. Rogers, a de- 


tective in the employ of the American 
Bankers’ association. More than 1000 
people had assembled in a driving rain- 
storm to see Shinburn and his captors, 
and when the party stepped from the 
train they were almost swept off their 
feet by the rush of the throng. Shin- 
turn was heavily ironed and shackled 
to Sheriff Tuttle, and smiled broadly at 
the excitement caused by his arrival. He 
did not appear in the least nervous or 
depressed. 

Upon arrival at the state prison he was 
turned over to Warden Cox, and the 
usual formalities attendant upon the 
commitment of criminals were com- 
pleted. The prison from which he made 
his escape years ago was a stone 
structure on North Main street, in the 
heart of the city, and when he made his 
sensational escape by breaking through 
the gate leading from the prison yard 
to the street running past the prison, he 
had served less than one year of his 10 
years’ sentence.

AVIGOROUS CAMPAIGN, 


MacArthur Ordered to Press Filipino 
Insurgents to Last Extremity. 


Congress Will Discuss Army 
Reorganization Problem. 


Opinion That the Total Strength Will Be 
Placed at About 75,000 Men. 


Washington, Nov. 9.—Although no one 
in authority at the war department is 
willing to discuss the subject, it is per- 
fectly well known that orders have been 
sent to General MacArthur to start a 
vigorous campaign at once in the Phil- 
ippines, pressing the remnants of the 
Filipino army to the last extremity, fol- 
lowing even small bands when necessary. 

A message from one of the members of 
the Taft commission has arrived sinca 
election day, saying that the news of the 
president's re-election has had a crush- 
ing effect upon the insurgents, and the 
orders for a rapid and hot pressed cam- 
paign were sent with a view to taking 
advantage of their demoralization. 

MacArthur's renewal of activity, taken 
in connection with the break up of the 
Filipino junta at Hong Kong, which it is 
hoped will result from an appeal to 
Great Britain, is expected to wind up 
hostilities in the archipelago before the 
end of the year 


Members of both houses of congress 
are drifting into the city and discussing 
the legislation of the coming session. A 
question in which all the Republicans 
express great interest is, what shall be 
done with the army? They realize that 
matters qunnot be left long as they are 
now, and yet the senate passed a bill at 
the last session Which is still hung up in 
the house committee wich probably rep- 
resents all that the senate would be will- 
ing to do on its own initiative. 

The report that the regular army will 
be increased to 100,000 men lacks cor- 
roboration from the congressmen best 
informed; their opinion is’ that the in- 
crease will not exceed 10,000, raising the 
total to 75,000 men. The senate army bill 
as it stands will probably not pass the 
house, but it Is likely to be met in the 
house by a substitute framed on the 
general lines of the Hull bill of the Fifty- 
fifth congress. This substitute may be 
tacked to the enacting clause of the sen- 
ate bill, so as to give it the prestige ofa 
bill which has adready gone through one 
chamber, or the house leaders may prefer 
to give their chamber the credit of the 
new legislation by bringing it in as an 
independent measure. The artillery 
changes proposed by the senate bill—the 
substitution of the battery or company 
unit for the regimental organizatfon— 
bids fair to be preserved, no matter what 
other paints are dropped. No opinion 
can be got that is worth anything on the 
question of retaining the veterinary fea- 
ture of the senate bill, but the Indications 
are that it will be omitted. 

On all sides the opinion prevails that 
whatever is done will have to be done 
in the early davs of the session, so as to 
avoid the waste of time, labor and ex- 
pense involved in bringing back troops 
from the Philippines who would prefer 
to serve there. The house will undoubt- 
edly try to get through its share of the 
work within two weeks after the opening 
of the session, and the speaker is under- 
stood to have given his consent to a rule 
for immediate consideration and a time 
limit on debate, and the other Republi- 
can members on the committee on rules 
are of one mind on this program. 

In response to questions as to the 
course of the Democrats, the opinion is 
generally expressed that they will not 
attempt anything more than a mere for- 
mal opposition, as, since the election, the 
responsibility for the action of the next 
house, as well as of the present Is vested 
in the Republicans, and the minority 
would only fritter away time by filibus- 
tering under these conditions, 


Buiiu.naq Up Army and Navy. 

Berlin, Nov. 9.—It has leaked out that 
the forthcoming imperial budget will 
provide for two new pioneer battalions 
of three companies each for each army 


corps. It will also provide 3,500,000 
marks for building @ war harbor at 
Dantzic. At Kiel a large anchorage 


end harbor for warships will be built, 
together with a harbor for torpedo boats, 
capable of holding 60 of the largest. At 
Wilhelmshaven two Immense dry docks 
will be built. 


Contract Goes to Scetchmen. 

Glasgow, Nov. 9.—The contract to 
build Shamrock II has been placed with 
D. & W. Henderson, the bullders of the 
three Valkyries. Shamrock II is to be 
completed by March 31, and the first trial 
contest will take place on the Clyde about 
April 15. Possibly both the Shamrocks 
will be sent to the United States to be 
tested in American waters 


Coroner's Verd'ct in Peck Case. 

New York, Nov. 9.—Coroner Hart yes- 
terday held an inquest into the geath 
of Charles S, Peck, the wealthy real es- 
tate man, who was found dead on a side- 
walk in this city. The jury returneda 
verdict that the deceased came to his 
death from a fracture of the skull caused 
in a manner unknown to the jury. 


Patriots Fall to Contribute. 

Peoria, Ills., Nov. 9.—The soldiers’ and 
sailors’ monument, one of the finest 
marble shafts in the west, erected a year 
ago at a cost of $50,000, and dedicated 
by President McKinley, may be sold, be- 
cause of the inability of the committee 
In charge to raise $13,000 still due on it.

TOTAL POPULATION OF 2,805,348. 


Census Office Furnishes Interesting Information 
Concerning the Bay State. 

Washington, Nov. 9—The population 
of Massachusetts by counties and minor 
civil divisions is officially announced by 
the census bureau. 

The population of the state in 1900 is 
2,805,346, as compared with a population 
in 1890 of 2,238,942, showing an increase 
of 566,403, or 25.2 percent. For the pre- 
ceding decade it was 26.5 percent. This 
rate of increase has been exceeded but 
once in the history of the state, namely, 
from 1840 to 1850, when the population 
increased 34.8 percent. 

The present population of the state is 
very nearly 7% times as large as the 
population reported at the first census, in 
1790, when it was 378,787. 

The total land surface of Massachu- 
setts is, approximately, 8040 square miles, 
the average number of people to thé 
square mile at the censuses of 1890 and 
1900 being as follows: 1890, 278.4; 1900, 
348,9.

A Surprise All Around.

NO NEW FACTS BROUGHT OUT. | HENRY E. EMERSON, 


Doctor Says Either Sullet Found In Bailey’ 
Bocy Would Have Killed. 

Lynn, Mass., Nov. $.—The preliminary 
hearing in the case of John C. Best 
charged with the murder of George E. 
Bailey, his fellow worker at Break: 
heart Hill farm, took pace in the Lynn 
police court yesterday. 

There was proven the statement of 
the accused Best, and nothing more. 
That Bailey returned to the farm after 
his last delivery of milk and that the 
dismembered parts of his body wer 
found in Floating Bridge pond, was 
self-evident, and, though it took several 
witnesses two hours to put this in the 
shape of testimony, it was still evident 
that Bailey had been murdered. 

That Best was, to any known knowl- 
edge, alone with Bailey, just before the 
disappearance of Bailey, was not told 
in so many words, but neither prosecu- 
tion nor defense could show that anyone 
else was nearabouts. 

In the hearing, #o many times post- 
poned, Best, against whom was directed 
every bit of the testimony uttered, stood 
like an animated rock. He was stoical 
to the extreme when any word against 
him was said, yet in the general run of 
testimony he was as intent as a man 
well could be. 

Twenty-three witnesses for the gov- 
ernment were sworn. Dr. Pinkham, the 
medical examiner, testified to the con- 
dition of the body when found. He 
found two bullet wounds in the chest. 
The bullets, in his opinion, were fired be- 
fore death. Death was produced by 
bullet wounds inthe chest. Either one 
must have been fatal. In his opinion 
death came about an hour and not over 
three hours after the last meal, and be- 
tween eight and 12 days before the 
body was found. The body had been in 
the water about this length of time. 
There was no evidence of drowning. 


A Boom For New Hampshire. 

Concord, N. M., Nov. 9.—The incorpora- 
tion of three street railway companies 
in this city yesterday Indicates the build- 
ing in the near future of three important 
electric lines in southeastern New Hamp- 
shire. The companies are the Ports- 
mouth, Exeter and Newmarket Street 
Railway company, capital stock, $100,- 
000, whose line will be 20 miles long; the 
Haverhill and Newton, capital stock, $40,- 
000, connecting the town of Newton, N. 
H., and the city of Haverhill, Mass.; and 
the Portsmouth, Great Bay and Dover, 
capital stock, $75,000, with a proposed line 
15 miles long. 


Skull Probab y Fractured. 

Boston, Nov. 9.—Cornelius O’Brien wag 
picked up in Ple alley last night bleeding 
from the cars, and was sent to a hos- 
pital, where it is thought his skull Is frac- 
tured. Whether he was assaulted or 
received his injuries by falling on the 
pavement, is a matterof dispute. It is 
stated that two men were seen running 
from the place just before O’Brien was 
found, but no one has yet been found 
who saw an assault committed. 


Serious Damage by Gale. 

Lowell, Mass., Nov. 9.—The most severe 
wind stcrin that has occurred in this city 
for 10 years swept over here yesterday, 
unroofing several buildings, hurling one 
dwelling house 15 feet off its foundation 
and injuring several persons quite badly, 
besides making havoc among unsecure 
chimneys and tearing off limbs of trees. 


Ki led In a Collision. 

Boston, Nov. 9.—Arthur O'Neil was 
killed instantly while driving a coal 
wagon on Fourth street yesterday. His 
Wagon was struck by a car, and O'Neil 
was thrown to the ground and killed. 
Whether death was the result of the fall 
or of being struck by the car is a question 
as yet undetermined. 


Charged With Stealing Jewelry. 

Poston, Nov. 9.—Mrs. Florence Tobin 
Was arrested here yesterday on a war- 
rant charging her with the larceny of 
watches and jewelry valued at $800, the 
property of Charles R. Henderson of 
New York. She will be taken to New 
York. The police say she admits pawn- 
ing the valuables. 


Wife Murderer Is Dead. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 9.—Charles Davis, 
who shot and killed his wife several days 
ago, and’then put a bullet into his own 
head, died last night. This finally dis- 
poses of the case, although Coroner Perry 
will probably hold an inquest on Davis to 
close the matter officially.

ROBELS’ HOPES BLASTED. 


Otis Predicts Spcecy cau of Opposition and 
Agitation (n the Philippines. 

Chicago, Nov. 10.—Major General Otis, 
Who arrived in Chicago yesterday, was 
interviewed as to the probable effect of 
the recent election on the Philippine sit- 
uation. He said: 

“The effect will be most salutary, and 
fs the one thing needed to bring about 
that respect for American authority 
which has heen wanting since the natives 
got it into their heads that a change 
ef administrations would result in the 
iétirement of our troops ffom the isl- 
ands. 

“The result of the election will demon- 
ttrate conclusively to the natives that 
the Amreican people are behind Presi- 
dent McKinley in the policy which he 
has observed, and there will be a speedy 
end of the opposition and agitation which 
has prevailed for the last six months. 
The fact of the case is that among the 
intelligent and responsible element of the 
people there has beena growing feeling 
of friendliness toward and confidence in 
this country. They have been slow, 
however, to take an open stand in the 
matter, both because of dread of assas- 
sination from the rebels, and the fear 
that their lots would be unhappy in case 
they did openly espouse our causes, and 
the election should result in the with- 
drawal of our troops from the islands, 
Now they will have no fear about active- 
ly exerting their influence in our behalf, 
and they will do it. They and all the 
better class of people are tired of war, 
and the generally disturbed conditions.” 


Necessary to Complete Sovereignty. 

Washington, Nov. 10.—Because the ces- 
sion of the islands of Cibitu and Cagayen 
of the Philippine archipelago must be 
ratified by the senate of the United 
States, the officials of the state depart- 
ment positively decline to discuss the 
transfer referred to by the Spanish pre- 
mier. The state department officials re- 
gard the islands as absolutely necessary 
to complete American sovereignty in 
the Philippines. Lying to the southwest 
of the main group of islands, and in one 
of the mest important channels of com- 
munication, it would be, in the eye of the 
department, a most dangerous course to 
allow them to fall into the hands of an- 
other power. and thus constitute a per- 
inanent menace to American sovereignty 
in the Philippines,

While the lames 
were still raging, the university trustees 
held a session and voted to replace the 
structure with another gymnasium.

NOW AT FORT GONGER, 


Dr. Kann’s Opinion as to the Where- 
abouts of Explorer Peary, 


Ill Feeling Between the Lat- 
ter and Sverdrup, 


Because of Intrusion Into Ground Which Amere 
ican Regarded as His Own. 


Edinburg, Nov. 10,—Dr. Leopold Kann 
is the only member of his party of Arc- 
tic scientific exploration who arrived at 
Dundee Thursday on the whaler Eclipse 
from Davis strait. Dr. Robert Stein of 
the United States geological survey de- 
cided at the eleventh hour not to come 
to Scotland, but to await the first op- 
portunity of being landed on the Ameri- 
can side. Samuel Warmbath of Boston 
preferred to remain at Cape Sabine fora 
time. 

In an interview, Dr. Kann gave some 
interesting details regarding the Peary 
and Sverorup expeditions. 

“Lieutenant Peary’s party,” he said 
“passed the winter at tah, on Smith's 
found, near the spot where Dr. Hayes 
had his winter quarters in 1860, and not 
far from the scene of the Greely disaster. 
In February and March of this year 
Fort Magnesia, our winter house at Bed- 
ford, on Pym isand, was thrice visited 
by members of his expedition. Onthe 
first occasion Dr, Hansen's party oame, 
on the second under Dr. Dederick, and 
later Lieutenant Peary himself in com- 
mand of a sledging party. 

“He reported that about 10 months 
previous he had met Sverdrup in the 
Kane basin, north of Smith's sound, 
From conversations, I elicited that somo 
feeling had been engendered between 
Lieutenant Peary and Sverdrup, the 
former rather resenting the latter's in- 
trusion into ground which, for explor- 
ing purposes, the American was inclined 
to regard as his own. 

“Sverdrup's party had thoroughly ex- 
plored the Ellesmere hinterland, map- 
ping out a region that was hitherto a 
blank onthecharts. Many of Sverdrup’s 
flags were seen by us. 

“In the course of our hunting expedi- 
tions in this great tract of country quan- 
tities of musk-oxen were found on what 
seemed to be old and established feeding 
grounds. 

“When the Peary and Sverdrup par- 
ties separated Sverdrup’s understood in- 
tention was to explore the vast area of 
land and water in and avyound Jones’ 
sound, beyond Cape Eden. I belleve 
Sverdrup, on the Fram, is now wintering 
in Jones’ sound, and my opinion, which 
is backed by that of the Dundee whalers, 
is that it will be impossible for the Fram 
to come home this year. The autumn 
has been very tempestuous and the ice 
was such as to render navigation nent to 
impossible. 

“The natives at Petravic re ported that 
they had returned from Fort Conger, 


| whither they had gone to victual the 


station. 

“Lieutenant Peary had 200 dogs and 
27 sledges, but, having underrated the 
difficulties of the journey and not hav- 
ing a sufficiency of food, most of his 
dogs died. He only kept a few natives 
at Fort Conger during the summer sea- 
son, and the rest of the Esquimaux, with 
Lieutenant Peary, returned to the settle- 
ment in a few days, so that the journey 
Was extremely arduous, and the party 
suffered great hardships. 

“I am certain that Lieutenant Pears 
is now wintering at Fort Conger.

TT PLEASES ENGLAND, 


Salisbury Says She Has Richi to Re- 


joice at Result of Our Elections, 


Declares That Integrity of 
China Must Be Maintained. 


Casts a Gloom Over a Banquet by Utterarces 


Relating to Home Affairs. 


London, Nov. 10.—What is probably 
the most brilliant of all public functions 
in England, the lord mayor's banquet, 
took place last evening. It will bea 
memorable event to Americans by reason 
of the following remarkable utterance of 
Lord Salisbury, who, in the presence of 
900 guests, spoke as follows of the Amer- 
ican elections: 


LORD SALISBURY. 


"We belicve that the cause which has 
won Is the cause of civilization and com- 
mercial honor. We believe those prin- 
ciples to be at the front of all prosperity 


and all progress in the world. There- 
fore, we claim that we have as much 


right to rejoice in what has taken place 
as the distinguished gentleman (refer- 
ring to Mr. Choate), who sits at my side.” 
This was followed by loud and prolonged 
cheering. 

Except in its reference to the United 
States, the speech of the premier cast 
an extraordinary gloom over the gor- 
geous banyuet. Following directly after 
the colonel commanding the City Im- 
perial volunteers, Lord Salisbury startled 
his hearers by satirizing the war fever, 
although praising the courage of the 
soldiers, and declaring that the passion- 
ate admiration of military valor evinced 
by the populace must produce a change 
of attitude on the part of the outside 
world when viewing English character. 
Then, with lowered voice and almost 
trembling accent, he went on to speak 
of the price of victory and the ravages 
of death, and «he silence and solemnity 
grew oppressive. 

Awakening from self-abstraction, the 
premier reviewed the events of the last 
12 months Mr. Kruger and the Em- 
press of China, he went on to say, had 
forced war upon Great Britain. He 
maintained that the British war office 
Geserved great credit for the way in 
which it had handled these emergencies. 

“Despite nebulous and fictitious at- 
tacks, we should be glad to improve all 
the defects of the war office,” he con- 
tinued, “and our utmost efforts will be 
Gevoted to that task, but I should rather 
deprecate any unnecessary examination 
into what had occurred. You will not 
add to the enthusiasm of your troops by 
zo doing.” 

He dilated upon the strengthened tiles 
between the mother country and the 
colonies during the year, and poked fun 
at the delay consequent upon the Eu- 
ropean concert, when dealing with China, 
It was not appropriate for him, he de- 
clared, to comment upon negotiations 
while in progress, but he said he would 
make an exception in the case of the 
Anglo-German compact. ‘This,’ he re- 
marked, “represents the feeling of most, 
if not all, the powers allied. It is im- 
possible to lay too much emphasis upon 
the integrity of China and the ‘open 
door,’ and I think it a matter of great ad- 
vantage that the powers should have ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of these fun- 
fundamental! principles, for, if achieved, 
the issues of the China problem need not 
concern us very anxiously." He main- 
tained earnestly that the idea of invad- 
ing China with “our scanty force,” or of 
“approaching the stupendous task of 
governing China instead of leaving it to 
be governed by the Chinese," was most 
dangerous. 

Relapsing into pessimism Lord Salis- 
bury admitted that the trend of recent 
events has almost put an end to the 
hopes of the Russian emperor and others 
who took part in the peace conference 
at The Hague. His extraordinary speech 
closed with a fervid appeal to the people 
of England to maintain their defenses 
in such a perfect condition that we shall 
not be exposed to any sudden inter- 
ruption of the peace upon which our pres- 
perity depends 

The majority of Lord Salisbury’s hear- 
ers believed that this warning, which was 
delivered in his most impressive manner, 
referred to the possibility of French 
antagonism. 

Mr. Choate’s speech consisted chiefly 
of a humorous sketch of the history of 
Downing street. In concluding his ad- 
dress he expressed his belief that ‘so 
long as Lord Salisbury and Mr. McKin- 
ley continued to hold the reins of govern- 
ment there will be no danger of any dis- 
turbance of the honorable and friendly 
relation now existing between the United 
States and Great Britain.”

Russian ports send out wheat freely, 
and even in Argentina the outlook for 
the crop is less discouraging, although 
the quality in some districts will be in- 
ferior. Speculative selling here for 
foreign account meets every advance, 
and exports are behind last year's 
Western receipts are fairly large, but 
the movement of corn into sight and out 
of the country is extremely light. 

A heavy cut in the price of refined 
Sugar by all the large interests brings 
standard granulated to 5.69 cents. 

Speculation in hides appears out of 
proportion to the business in boots and 
shoes. Prices at Chicago have advanced 
for some months, with scarcely any 
reaction, and leather has only partially 
responded, while boots and shoes average 
the same price as two months ago, when 
the bottom was reached after along sea- 
son of declining values. New England's 
shops are doing well at present, but any 
attempt to secure better quotations 
promptly restricts business. 

Wool is more active at Boston than at 
any previous time this year, but specula- 
tion is reappearing. Prices ar steady 
and holders are confident, although 
heavy stocks are available.

Semipompadoonr Style Will Reign Su- 
preme For 1901, 

“A woman's chief glory is her hair,” 
and its becoming and fashionable ar- 
rangement has always proved an im- 
portant item of the toilet. In past sea- 
sons there has been a sufficient divers 
ty of style to allow every taste to be 
satisfied, but now one particnlar mode 
alone is to predominate and find favor 
as the “correct thing,” says the Lon- 
don Telegraph. This is achieved by 
the alliance of the three great hair- 
dressers’ schools, La Societe du Pro- 
gres, the Academie Internationale and 
the International society.

Topic For the Week Beginning Noy, | 
11—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle, 
Toric.—A decision for Christ.—Luke xiv, 25-33. 
This discourse of Christ on the high 

requirements of true discipleship was 
spoken in Perea while he was on His 
last journey to Jerusalem. The shad- 
ow of the cross was already upon 
Him. Every diy brought Him one day 
nearer to Calvary. The crowds still 
pressed upon Him. That they might 
not be deceived and led lightly into 
doing that which was most serious He 
revealed to them by precept and illus- 
tration the high requirements of true 
discipleship. This was not to turn 
them away, but to enable them to see | 
clearly what it meant to decide for | 
Him, before the step was taken, that | 
after they had reached a decision they 
should never regret it or prove false to 
it. The high requirements of disciple- 
ship should not hinder us in our desires 
to be Christ's disciples, but should 
caution us against lightly entering into 
this relationship to Christ. We should 
count the cost, but we should never 
hesitate to pay the cost. 

1. True discipleship requires that 
Christ shall have the first place in our 
hearts and lives. Father, mother, 
wife, children, brethren, sisters—yea, 
life itself—must be hated for Christ’s 
sake. This does not mean that they 
are to be actively bated. For a man 
to hate his own life he would have to 
take it to become a disciple. It was 


| @ very good claim to that of France, for| the strongest expression that Christ 


could use to teach that no human af- 
fections, no home ties, were to usurp 
His place in the hearts and lives of His | 
He must be first or disciple- 
ship will be but a name and not a 
reality. 

2. True discipleship requires cross | 
bearing. “Whosoever doth not bear! 
his cross and follow Me cannot be My | 
disciple.’ Christ bore His cross. We 
must bear ours and thus follow Him. 
Discipleship is not mere enthusiasm, 
mere ecstatic feeling; it is doing often, 
at great cost and sacrifice, what Christ 
wants us to do. 

3. Discipleship entered into without | 
counting the cest is both foolish and! 
dangerous. Christ illustrates its folly 
in the story of a man building a tow- 
er who had not first counted the cost 
and was unable to finish it. A half 
completed tower would be a monument 
of the folly of the man who commenc- 
ed to build it. A half performed dis- | 
cipleship would be an example of the} 
same folly. The danger of a lightly | 
entered into discipleship ts illustrated | 
by the case of a king who, with only j 
10,000 men, would thoughtlessly go to 
war with one who had 20,000 men. | 
How easily he would be vanquished! 
Just as easily would the man be de-} 
feated who entered the warfare of 
Christian déscipleship unless he had 
first counted the cost and prepared , 
himself for the condict. 

The requirements of discipleship are 
high Shall we refuse to decide for | 
Christ because of this fact? No. What} 
we cannot do God can help us to do or} 
do for us. As disciples of Christ we 
build not in our own strength, but In, 
His strength; we fight not alone with | 
our own powers and weapons, but He 
fights with and for us. Weak in our- | 


selves, we can do all things through | 
Christ, who strengthened us. Let us | 
count the cost, but let us pay it. What, 


we cannot do God will enable us to do.

Now Engl: nd Visited by a Storm of Lightning 
Hail, Wind and Snow. 

Boston, Nov. 10.—From all parts of 
New England come reports of extremely 
unseasonable weather, and a storm of 
turprising strength and varying ele- 
ments. In southern New England a 
tremendous downpour of rain was ac- 
companied by electrical flashes, vibrat- | 
ing thunder, snow squalls and much hail. 
Thursday's storm, which seemed to 
have touched the earth at only isolated | 
points, on its return yesterday neglected 
no place. Along the coast the high 
tides made a disagreeable combination 
and left much wreckage as a souvenir 
of an unexpected aerial disturbance, 
while harbor waters everywhere were 
covered with flotsam and jetsam culled 
by the waves from wharf property. 

The storm did not inflict such heavy 
loss to shipping and property which 
might have been expected from its seem- 
ing violence. The hail shattered great 
quantities of window glass, the wind 
tore off limbs of trees, carried away 
lightly fastened obstructions in its path 
and crippled wire communication, but 
there was no loss of life. 

The wind being generally from the

IMPORTANT FEATURES 


Said to Have Been Omitted In Under- 
standing Reached by Envoys, 


Board of Foreign Affairs Is 
Objectionable to America. 


Text of Ger wa, Statement as to Understanding 
Saia to Have Been Reached. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—If, as reported 
in the Cologne Gazette, the powers have 
reached a definite understanding in re- 
gard to China, its terms as stated by 
that newspaper omit several features 
which have been a source of discussion 
among them. 

Probably the most important of these 
is the proposition to abolish the cumber- 
some office of the tsung li yamen, or 
board of foreign affairs, and place the 
duties of that body under the super- 
vision of one person, who shall be di- 
rectly responsible for the management 
of its affairs. This change has been 
urgently desired by our government, and 
it is believed to find a hearty second 
among all the powers. Officials profess 
an unwillingness to discuss with any de- 
tail the existing state of the negotiations 
now in progress, and the impression pre- 
vails that if an agreement has been 
reached it is incomplete, only partial. 

Nothing came from Minister Conger 
yesterday. Minister Wu sald last night 
that he had no information bearing on 
the movements of the imperial family. 
He was not disposed to credit the state- 
ments that the court intended to go to 
Sze Chuan province, further to the west 
from where it is now, unless compelled to 
d6 so as a result of the military opera- 
tions of the allies. 

The following is the full text of the 
statement, evidently inspired, in the Co- 
logne Gazette, as to the understanding 
reached by the representatives of the 
powers in Pekin regarding the Chinese 
settlement: 

“Pourparlers between the envoys in 
Pekin for the purpose of agreeing upon 
the fundamentals for peace negotia- 
tions with the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
proceed favorably in the whole series of 
important points. ! 

“An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the powers particularly regarding 
the punishment of the main culprits, 
mandarins and princes; also regarding 
the witnessing of the execution of such 
punishments by representatives of the 
powers; also regarding the principle of 
paying damages to the several govern- 
ments for the costs of the China expedi- 
tions, and for damages sustained by 
private persons and missions; also re- 
garding the permanent stationing of suf- 
ficlent guards for the Pekin legeations; 
also regarding the razing of the Tientsin 
forts, and, finally, regarding the main- 
tenance of secure and regular communi- 
cation between Pekin and the seashore. 

“About a number of other demands 
put forth by separate powers, negotla- 
tions are still pending.” 


Blamed For Others’ Shortcomings. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 12.—Russia is be- 
coming increasingly restless on account 
of the strict course of the allies, par- 
ticularly the Germans and British, to- 
ward the Chinese. ‘‘Russians,” says 
The Bourge Gazette, “will reap the 
hatred of foreigners, which the Germans 
and British are sowing.” Official cir- 
cles is St. Petersburg do not conceal their 
dissatisfaction over the recent execu- 
tions of Pao-Ting-Fu officials. 


All Hands Want to Take Part. 

London, Noy. 12.—Serious friction has 
been caused in the peace negotiations in 
Pekin, says The Daily Mail’s corre- 
spondent, by Belgium, Denmark, Hol- 
land and Spain clamoring to have a 
locus standi in any important decision. 
Russia and France have supported their 
claims, which are opposed by the powers, 
Belgium is especially importunate and 
intensely pro-Russian. 


Chinese May Reject Demands. 

Rome, Nov. 12.—The Tribuna publishes 
the following from its Pekin correspond- 
ent: Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching 
have informed me that the demands of 
the powers for the punishment of Prince 
Tuan and the withdrawal from power 
of the empress are too humilating to be 
accepted by the Chinese. 


Russians Leaving Tientsin. 
London, Nov. 12.—All the Russian 
troops here, says 4 dispatch to The Times 
from Tientsin, are being withdrawn. 


Boers Again Routed. 

Pretoria, Nov. 12.—The British have re- 
captured Philippolis, after four hours’ 
fighting. General French will take com- 
mand of the Johannesburg district. The 
condition of Miss Roberts, daughter of 
Lord Roberts, is more serious. 

Among the Boers who were killed in 
the fighting near Belfast were General 
Fourie and Commandant Prinslee. 


Doesn’t Want Editorial Job- 

Denver, Nov. 12.—Mr. Pryan has de- 
clined an offer of an editorial position on 
a Denver paper at a salary of $10,000 a 
year. In his reply, which was tele- 
graphed from Lincoln, Neb., he says: 
“JT shall remain here, and, in the future, 
as in the past, defend with tongue and 
pen the principles which I believe to be 
right and the polee I believe to be 
wise.” 


STABBED WHICE IN BED. 


Peculiar Murder For Which Oscar Johnson Is 
Arrested on Suspicion. 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 12.—The police 
last night arrested at Clinton William 
Erickson, who is supposed to be Oscar 
Johnson, the man wanted for the mur- 
der of Gustaf Erickson, who was stabbed 
to death at his home on Katherine street 
on Saturday. After the arrest, Chief 
Stone of the Worcester department went 
to Clinton, and was so certain that the 
prisoner was Oscar Johnson, that he 
brought him back to this city. 

Erickson and his wife lived on the 
top floor of a 2%4-story tenement house. 
About 2 o'clock Saturday mofning, a 
family on the ground floor was aroused 
by cries coming’from the Erickson tene- 
ment, and rushed up to find Mrs. Erick- 
son in her night dress, leaning over the 
prostrate form of her husband, in the 
kitchen of their home. Her night- 
gown and hands were smeared with 
blood, and the men was bathed in it. 
A red stream flowed from a wound in his 
breast, while blood stains were on the 
floor, and made a red path to the bath- 
room, off the kitchen. 

According to the story told by Mrs, 
Erickson a man leaned over her as she 
lay asleep on the outside of their bed, and 
plunged a knife into her husband’s heart. 

There is no doubt that Erickson was 
stabbed while in bed. The knife went 
straight to his heart, and but one blow 
was delivered. 

Love, jealousy and revenge are pre- 
sumed to be the elements to the motive 
for thecrime. Mrs. Erickson is held by 
the police, 


Shot by Enraged Husband. 

Lawrence, Mass, Nov. —Frank 
Butler and Mra Eliza Hansford,'wife of 
Harry Hansford, were shot by the latter, 
who is under arrest, charged with intent 
to kill. Butler, it is alleged, has been 
around the Hansford house more or less, 
and he has been ordered by Hansford to 
keep away, but to no purpose. When 
Hansford returned home Saturday night 
he found both doors locked, and as he 
went to the front door, Butler left by the 
one at the rear. MHansford fired point 
blank at his wife, striking her right 
blank at his wife, a bullet striking her 
arm. She ran from the house, and as 
she and Eutler ran down the street, 
Hansford emptied the contents of the re- 
volver atthem. One bullet struck But- 
ler in the upper left arm, embedding its- 
selfinthe bone. Te other bullets went 
wild. The two Late persons were 
taken to a hospital. 


Burc ar Kil'ed While at Work. 

New London, Nov. 12.—An unknown 
man was shot and instantly killed Sat- 
urday night, while rifling the money 
drawer at Gales Ferry station of the 
Norwich and Worcester railroad. Sta- 
tion Master Brooks had locked up the 
station for the night, and way on his 
way home, when he noticed a polecat 
near the roadside, and went into the 
house of an acquaintance to borrow a 
gun. After he secured the gun, he re- 
traced his steps toward the railroad sta- 
tion in search of the animal, and dis- 
covered that the station had been broken 
into during his absence. Entering, he 
found a man standing in front of the 
open money drawer. “Hold up your 
hands,” shouted Brooks, but the man 
refused. The station agent then fired, 
causing the burglar’s instant death, 


Kiinacping Case Cleared Up, 
Fall River, Mass., Nov. 12.—On Nov. 
2, the police were notified that Mary 


Plunkett, aged 5 years, had been ab- 
ducted from her home on Anawan 
street. The neighbors stated that the 


child had been taken by Elizabeth Cum- 
mings, who was a boarder at the house. 
Information reached the police which led 
them to believe the woman was in Prov- 
idence, and two officers went there and 
made a house-to-house search of the 
boarding houses. This resulted in the 
arrest of the woman. The child has 
been returned to its mother, 


Quarrelled Over a Woman. 

Gardner, Mass., Nov. 12.—In a dispute 
over a woman, three Itallans carried the 
question so far that revolvers were 
brought into use, and as a result Filicoe 
Dicello received two of the four shots 
fired, and Is in a dangerous condition, 
Officer Hammond arersted Joseph 
Boteco, on whose person was found a 
razor and a Stiletto, but the other Italian 
implicated escaped arrest, It is not 
known which of the Italians fired the 
shots, and the officers are searching the 
Italian colony to lovate the other assail- 
ant. 


Death Not Due to Vio'ence. 

Rockville, Conn., Nov. 12.—The body of 
John Denzler, a German, aged 79 years, 
was found in a hencoop in the rear of his 
home. One ear was partly torn from 
the head, and a long trail of blood, which 
suggested violence, ied to where the life- 
less body was discovered. A coroner 
and medical examiner conducted an in- 
vestigation, but they announced that In 
their opinion Denzler fell from a step- 
ladder and struck his head on a stone, 
and afterwards crawled to the hencoop, 
where he died from exposure. 


Republicans Are Over-Configent. 

Boston, Nov. 12.—The Republican vic- 
tory, national and state, was ratified by 
the Middlesex club at its dinner at 
Young’s hotel. In an address, Senator 
Lodge alluded to the indifference and 
over-confidence of the Republicans, 
which, he said, if unchecked, would prove 
dangerous. 


Killed by a Fall. 

Providence, Nov. 12.—John North, 37 
years old, was killed, and Edward Miller, 
44, was severely injured by a fall while 
at work at the dry dock of the Provi- 
dence Dry Dock ind Marine railroad 
company in East Providence. They were 
handling a heavy timber, which fell and 
earried them with it. 


Fatal Result cf Exolos on. 
Portland, Me., Nov. 12.—Charles Look 
of North Jay, who was injured by an ex- 
plosion of dynamite in the quarries there 
last week, died last night. His head 
was crushed and his arm broken by the 
force of the explosion. 


NAVY IS HANDICAPPED 


By Lack of Officersand Mento Man Even 
the Vessels Already Constructed. 


Employment of Retired 0ff- 
cers Severely Criticized. 


Present Navy Far Too Weak to Fight a First 
Class European Power. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—The present per- 
sonnel of the navy would form barely 
one-fourth of the total establishment 
necessary to fight a first-class European 
power, is the startling statement made 
in the report of Admiral Crowninshield, 
chief of the navigation bureau. It bare- 
ly sufliced for the Spanish-American war 
and no longer can be considered, the re- 
port says, as an efficient necleus about 
which a large establishment could be 
formed in case of war. 

The admiral regards this need of the 
navy for officers and men as most urgent. 
He says that the bureau can point to 
many cases where the service is being 
harmed by lack of officers. The naval 
academy is suffering for want of in- 
structors, and the present high standard 
of training cannot be maintained. 
Every bureau in the department is short 
of officers, and the service, the report 
predicts, soon will fall behind in the 
struggle, first for leadership and then 
for equality, with the other services. 
The disability of the sea-going corps 
officers has greatly increased since the 
Spanish war, and many of the best ofti- 
cers are being lost asa result of breaking 
dewn from overwork. 

The admiral severely criticizes the In- 
effective effort of congress at the last 
session to meet immediate needs for offi- 
cers, by authorizing the employment of 
retired officers, and he demands the im- 
mediate repeal of that act. He claims 
that the retired list, intended asa reward 
for faithfu! service, otherwise becomes 
a hardship and a punishment, The peg 
sonnel act thus far has resulted im &f- 
fording less officers than were on the 
active list before its passage, as while 
authorizing an increase, it failed to pro- 
vide the means therefor, so there are 
now 131 vacancies in the list of naval 
officers, when vacancies can be least 
afforded. Therefore it is recommended 
that for the next 10 years appointments 
to the naval academy be doubled. 

It is declared that it Is now Imnoassible 
to man the vessels of our navy already 
constructed with the present force, not 
to mention those building or authorized. 
Congress is urged to make any increase 
in persunnel immediately available 

The training system now practiced in 
the navy is commended, and it is declared 
that by po other means could the navy 
secure the sailors necessary to man the 
fleet. Since the close of the Spanish 
war the department has found that the 
resources heretofore depended upon to 
furnish seamen for the navy are no 
longer adequate. Only 237 seamen have 
enlisted for the first enlistment in the 
past year, so the department has been 
obliged to rely upon and develop the 
training squadron for landsmen, and 
now has about 1000 men under instruction 
who, on the average, require about six 
months’ training. 

One chapter deals at some length with 
the history of the Asiatic station dur- 
ing the year. In connection with a ref-- 
erence to the grounding of the Oregon, 
Admiral Crowinshield makes the point 
that the government should construct 
or acquire on the Asiatic station a dock 
of its own for the largest vessels. 

There were 2452 desertions from the 
navy and &6 deaths during the past fiscal 
year. The enlistments number 8123 from 
a total number of applicants of 40,854. 
Over 68 percent of the men in the nayy 
are native born, 19 percent are natural- 
ized and 9 percent have declared inten- 
tions. Ninety-two percent of the lands- 
men now under training are native born. 

Touching the naval academy, it is 
earnestly urged that no physical dis- 
qualifications of cadets shall be waived 
hereafter, as there has been a marked 
deterioration in the past 10 years in the 
physical condition of the graduating 
eadets, owing to their abandonment of 
the vigorous “weeding out’’ process, 
which has now fallen into disuse. 

Two additional training ships for ap- 
prentices at Newport are said to be 
urgently needed. The report urges con- 
tinued training of the men in marks- 
manship. 

The admiral makes a strong point in 
his report of the necessity of naval bar- 
racks, to take the place of the present 
receiving ships, which, he says, are 
nothing more nor less than poorly con- 
structed, ill-ventilated, badly lighted, 
unsanitary old-fashioned floating houses. 

A mild reproof upon congress is con- 
tained in the closing paragraph of the 
report, which calls attention to the dis- 
couraging condition in which distin- 
guished officers of the navy have been 
left by not receiving any formal recogni- 
tion for their heroic services during the 
war with Spain. The report says that 
the navy had no part in the unfortunate 
public controversy which followed upon 
the president’s recommendatton that cer- 
tain officers should be promoted, and 
adds that thus far there has been no 
recognition by congress, except of those 
‘who shared in the victory at Manila and 
three who served elsewhere in the war.

FINANCES IRREGULAR, 


Charge Which Internal Revenul Col- 
lector Makes Against a Deputy, 


Says He Has Evidence Which 
Calls For Punishment. 


Friends of the Accused Man Declare That Ii 
is a Case of Politics. 


Boston, Noy. 13.—Internal Revenues 
Coliector Gill has removed Ransom F. 
McCrillis, a deputy ovllector, from office. 
McCrillis lives in Methuen, and was as- 
signed to what is known as district No. 8 

McCrillis’ removal took place after Col- 
lector Gill and Deputies Sweet and Keefe 
had made a brief examination of the con- 
dition of affairs in the district. McCril- 
lis, it is said, is short in his accounts. 
Just how much, the collector says he is 
unable to determine until a complete 
examination is made. 

The deputy’s removal will come as a 
great surprise in the district. He was 
appointed deputy collector May 8, 1897, by 
Collector Gill, being highly recommended. 
The district to which he was assigned 
included Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill, 
Newburyport, Amesbury and Gloucester. 
On Saturday last Collector Gill sent the 
following letter of dismissal to Deputy 
McCrillis: 

“A personal investigation made by my- 
self on Nov. 7 at Gioucester, and on Nov. 
$ at Lowell, Lawrence and Haverhill, sat- 
isfies me beyond a doubt that you are 
neither truthful nor honest, and that 
ycur habits and character as a man en- 
tirely unfit you for any responsible po- 
sition in the internal revenue service. 

“I, therefore, revoke your commission 
as a deputy collector, to take effect im- 
mediately, and direct that you turn over 
to Deputy Collectors Augustus T. Sweet 
and Thomas Keefe all moneys, returns, 
keys to the office at Lowell, books, pa- 
pers, forms, ete., now in your possession. 

“Due notice will be given you whenI 
am ready to see you.” 

At the same time, Collector Gill senta 
notice of the removal to the daily papers 
published in McCrillis’ district. 

In the course of a lengthy interview, 
Collector Gill said that for some time 
past he has noticed slight irregularities 
in McCrillis’ returns, but it was not 
until about two weeks ago that he was 
convinced that there was something 
wrong with his deputy’s finances. He 
began a personal examination, and soon 
satisfied himself that McCrillis needed a 
further investigation. 

He discovered, he says, that McCrillis 
had held back various taxes paid by 
divers merchants in his district, and com- 
plaints were being received that internal 
revenue stamps for which McCrillis had 
been paid had not been delivered. The 
oollector says that in order to ascertain 
the full amount of McCrillis’ shortage, 
the account of every merchant in the 
district will have to be examined, and 
this will take some time. 

“J have already enough evidence,” 
said Mr. Gill last evening, in discussing 
the affair, ‘‘to punish McCrillis, but the 
matter rests with the department.” 

Mr. GIN alsc intimates that there were 
several incidents of a sensational char- 
ecter in Haverhill pertaining to the pay- 
ment of license fees. 

A Lawrence dispatch says that Mc- 
Crillis’ friends in that city and Methuen 
resent bitterly the intimation by Col- 
lector Gill that McCrillis is short in his 
accounts. His bondsmen, they say, 
amply secure the government. They 
say that the 1 reason is a political one 
and grows out of the contest for the Re- 
publican congressional nomination in the 
Fifth district. 

McCrillis, previous to the caucuses, was 
friendly to Butler Ames of Lowell, but 
after that candidate's defeat, turned in 
and helped-Mr. Inox, with the consent of 
Collector Gill, who gave the congress- 
man a letter authorizing McCrillis to 
omit his daily reports while working for 
Knox. 

McCrillis went to Lowell and put in sev- 
eraldaysthere. The Lowell Democratic 
papers animadverted severely on the 
part McCrillis was taking in the cam- 
paign. Knox was elected. Two days 
after the election Collector Gill began 
to find reason for McCrillis’ removal. 

McCrillis could not be seen last night, 
but a well known business man who 
stands close to McCrillis sald that sults 
for damages might be expected against 
the collector for alleged defamation of 
character.

END OF THE PARIS Fair. 


g| France Profi'ed Greatly by the Attendance 


of Over 50,000,000 Peopie. 

Paris, Noy. 13,—The booming of a can- 
non from the iirst story of the Eiffel 
tower last night announced that the ex- 
Position of 1909 had ceased to exist. It 
ended in a blaze of illumination, the final 
evening being celebrated by a night 
fete. 

The wisdom of the authorities in re- 
fusing to prolong the exposition fur- 
ther, as was urged in many quarters a 
little time ago, was vindicated by an ex- 
amination yesterday of the buildings 

Many were found to be in a lamentable 
condition, even the official structures 
lacking much wv” the original stucco and 
paint, while several foreign pavillions, 
chiefly of plaster construction, demon- 
strate the flimsy character of work that 
is unequal to battling with autumn 
winds and humidity, to say nothing of 
winter storms, The idea of their perma- 
nent retention is now seen to be absurd. 

Official statistics show that the ex- 
position was a gigantic success, from the 
point of view of attendance, which was 
double that ef the exposition of 1889, 
when 25,121,975 passed the gates. When 
the gates of the exposition of 1909 closed 
last evening more than 50,000,000 had 
passed through. 

M. Hanotaux, former minister of for- 
eign affairs, in an article entitled “The 
Balance Sheet of the Exposition,” says: 

“France expended 200,000,000 or 300,000, - 
000 francs to erect the exposition. She 
has recovered them easily in the increase 
of ths treasury receipts, which for this 
year alone is nearly 100,000,000 francs, in 
the surplus of Parisian duties, in the 
monuments remaining to the state or 
the city, and in the quays, bridges and 
improved transportation facilities be- 
queathed by the exposition.” 


Soldier and Inventor. 

New York, Noy. 13.—Frank J. Patten, 
inventor of the multiplex telegraph sys- 
tem, which was purchased by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, and of 
the gyroscope, used on ocean vessels for 
giving the position of the vessel in mid- 


ocean, died suudenly last night. The 
cause of death could not be learned, 
Patten was bor in Bath, Me., 48 years 


ago. He was a graduate of West Point 
military acaden:y and served in the bat- 
tle of Wounded Knee with General Cus- 
ter, and in the battle of Forlorn Hope ag 
a lieutenant. He was the only surviv- 
ing officer of that engagement. 
Pleased at Their Reception. 

Washington, Nov. 13.—Admiral Rich- 
ard, commanding the French squadron 
now in American waters, and his staff, 
called at the navy department yesterday 
to see Secretary Long. They also made 
short calls upon the other cabinet offi- 
cials in the building, and later were es- 
corted to the White House by Secretary 
Hay. The adrtral expresses himself 
as infinitely pleased with the many 
courtesies shown him, his officers and 
crews, during their stay in American 
waters. 


Foughly Treated on Transports. 

London, Nov. 13.—One hundred and 
fifty cowboys and muleteers, who went to 
South Africa on British mule transports, 
have arrivedin London. They are loud 
in thelr denunciation of their treatment 
on the home journey. They declare 
that rations served had to be thrown 
overboard; that they would have starved 
had they not paid exorbitant rates for 
extra rations. They further assert that 


they were berthed over horse stalls, 

where the heat and odor were unbearable. 
Czebinet of Twenty Members. 

London, Nov. 13.—The Times this 


morning announces the following ap- 
pointments: Lord Raglan, under secre- 
tary of state for war; Earl of Onslow, 
under secretary of state for colonies; 
Farl of Hardwicke, under secretary of 
state for India. It seems certain, says 
The Times, editorially, that the cabinet 
will consist of 20 members, the largest 
recorded in our political history. This 
is unfortunate, but it seems to be re- 
garded by Lord Salisbury as inevitable. 
For State Department to Consider. 

Washington, Nov. 13—A number of 
persons claiming to be American citi- 
zens have submitted to the state depart- 
ment claims against the Boers for the 
destruction of their properties and in- 
juries to their business in the late South 
African republic and Orange Free State. 
No decisions have been arrived at as to 
what disposition shall be made of these 
cases. 


*‘Copper King’’ Passes Away. 

New York, Nov. 13.—Marcus Daly of 
Montana died yest ay at the Hotel 
Netherlands. Mr. Daly’s death had been 
expected for weeks. Bright's disease, 
complicated with heart weakness, was 
the cause of death. Death came so 
peacefully that the physicians alone 
knew when it was all over. 


Death Not Due to Knockou'. 
Detroit, Nov. 13.—A coroner's jury ex- 
onerated Bernard Carroll of blame for 
the death of “Kid” O'Brien, who died 
after being knocked out in a bout with 
Varroll. The jury found that O'Brien's 
@eath was an accident. 


Had Been a Champ on Walker. 

New York, Nov. 13.—Patrick J. Fitz- 
gerald, once champion six-day walker of 
the world, and still holder of the 100- 
hour go-as-you-please record, died-at 
his home in Long Island City from drop- 
sy, after a brief illness.

VESSEL BROKE IN TWO. 


Monticello Went Down Five Minutes 
After the First Boat Left Her, 


Had Begun to Leak, and 
Water Put Out Fires. 


Aganized Scream Audible Above the Tempes 
as Steamer Took Final Plunge. 


Halifax, Noy. 13.—As far as can be 
ascertained, the total number of lives 
lost from the steamer City of Monticello 
is 34. Furniture and miscellaneous ar- 
ticles composing the steamer’s cargo and 
fittings have been cast up on the beach, 
and no smali quantity looted by the 
crowds that scour the shore. 

Stewardess Smith of the Monticello, 
who was the only woman saved, recounts 
the story of the wreck substantially the 
Same as the other survivors. Up till 
midnight Friday no apprehensions were 
entertained. The sea, which smashed 
the forward bulkhead, flooded the sa- 
loon and rendered it untenable. Thetwo 
women passengers, Elsie McDonald and 
a colored wgman named Lawrence, re- 
mained in their staterooms all night and 
left their compartments on Saturday 
morning when they were ordered to take 
to the boats. 

Even after the flooding of the saloon, 
the stewardess says she did not realize 
that the steamer was in danger. The 
boat tossed and pitched frightfully in 
her long battle through the night with 
the storm. 

About 9 o'clock Saturday morning the 
chief engineer told the stewardess the 
steamer was leaking, and the water was 
putting the fires out in the stoke hole. 
The pumps could not be worked, as the 
steam was fast going down in the boilers. 
There was no excitement in getting the 
boats ready and lowered. 

Everything preparatory for leaving 
was coolly executed, and the women were 
ordered to enter the first boat. One of 
the sailors steadied each of the women 
in turn as they waited on the rail of the 
steamer ready to get in the boat, as the 
steamer rolled upward. 

Miss Smith corroborates other survi- 
vors that one boat filled alongside the 
Monticello with several men in her. 
Five minutes after the boat with the wo- 
men pushed off the Monticello broke in 
twoand sank. The last vision of her was 
the signal of distress, the ensign union 
down. Nothing was seen of the other 
voats afterward. Captain Harding was 
just about entering his boat when the 
steamer parted. Six men were standing 
on the rail. Two others were in the cap- 
tain's boat getting it ready for the others 
to enter. 

An agonizing scream was audible above 
the noise of the wind as the Monticello 
took her final plunge. 


Dangerous Spot For Navigators. 

Wood's Hole, Mass., Nov. 13.—Tug 
Teaser, Captain Haley, which parted 
from the barges Robert Ingle Carter and 
Hudson, off Montauk, on Friday, re- 
turned here yesterday, after an unsuc- 
cessful search for her tow. Captain 
Haley reported to his owners in Boston 
that he spoke the South Shoal lightship 
Sunday, and, the erew had seen nothing 
of the missing barges. 

Those on the lightship reported that 
during the night of the storm, the three- 
masted schooner Henry Lippitt, Captain 
Given bound from Baltimore for Boston, 
with coal, drove by, with loss of main 
and mizzen masts, and only the fore- 
mast standing. The broken masts were 
dragging alongside, and the schooner 
was headed in a southeasterly direction, 
scudding berofe the gale. 

The lightship herself sustained con- 
siderable damage during the blow. She 
was constantly boarded by heavy comb- 
ers, Which broke the steering gear, the 
wheelbox and covering of the steering 
gear, carried away the compass and de- 
molished the boat. Those on board, 
however, escaped injury. 

The Teaser passed through a large 
quantity of yellow pine lumber, pre- 
sumably from the schooner Myra B 
Weaver. 


The Wesrver Towed Into Port. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—The wrecked schoon- 
er Myra B. Weaver, which capsized in 
Vineyard sound Friday morning, after 
parting anchors and striking on Hand- 
kerchief shoal, was towed up the har- 
bor yesterday by three tugboats, and 
was berthed at East Boston. The bodies 
of three of the six persons who lost their 
lives in the wreck were found on board. 
The body of Ella De Bois, who was lashed 
in the rigging, was still in that position 
when the tugs fell in with the craft. The 
other two bedies were those of the two 
Norwegian sailors, Magnussen and Hej- 
man. 


Swept From Pilot Boat’s Deck. 

Boston, Nov. 13.—Clifford McField of 
pilot boat- Varuna (No. 6), reports the 
death, by drowning, of Sidney Camp- 
bell a brother pilot, at 7 o'clock last Sat- 
urday morning. When the Varuna was 
about 70 miles to the eastward of Boston 
fight, cruising for incoming steamers, 
a tremendous wave boarded her, carry- 
ing away Campbcll, who was on deck at 
the time. Every effort was made to 
save Campbell by throwing lines and life 
buoys, but he was carried far from the 
vessel and soon sank.

Protect the Trees. 


Quincy was a good field for the 
canker worm last year; and possessing 
so many beautiful elms, and apple or- 
chards, it seems encumbent upon us all 
who have such trees to protect them 
against next year's ravage. 

It should be done at once, if it be of 
service—before the frost begins to stiff- 
en the earth. Tarred paper and tree 
ink applied thickly forms the simpliest 
protection. 

A few applications this fall, and next 
spring will save the foliage; while neg- 
lect will often in a few years kill the 
trees, as can be seen in many instances 
in the surrounding districts. The tree 
is exhausted in vitality in putting out 
two sets of leaves in one year. Protect 
your trees now.

WORTH MAXY THOUSANDS, 


Diamonds Once Worn by Empress Found In 
Possession of A.leged Smugglers. 

New York, Nov. 13.—Two Mexicans, 
who gave their names as Velino M. Preza 
and Alejandro A. Maroucci, are under 
arrest here, charged with smuggling into 
this country part of the famous jewels at 
cne time worn by Carlotta, the widow 
of Emperor Maxmilian of Mexico. The 
jewels in the men’s possession are said to 
be worth $70,000, and were in two pack- 
ages. 

In one was found two diamond rings. 
The stones were single diamonds set 
in plain gold, and are said to be worth 
about $18,000 apiece. ‘The other pack- 
age contained a diamond pendant which 
is said to have been worn formerly by 
Queen Carlotta, suspended from a jew- 
eled necklace. The pendant consisted 
of a large diamond set around with 18 
smaller stones, and two large stones 
hanging beneath. The stone in the cen- 
ter is said to bea famous diamond. It 
is of 33 carat, flawless, and the pendant 
is said to be worth $40,000. 

The jewels were turned over to Special 
Treasury Agent Theobald, who had 
caused the arrests yesterday. The men 
were arraigned before Commissioner 
Shields and were held in bail, Preza in 
$5000 and Maroucci in $1500.

Claim the Caucus Was 
legal 


Caucus Officers Were Ineligible 
to Serve. 


The Ward One Democratic Com- 
mittee are wondering what their duties 
may be and what they really amount 
to, and have almost arrived at the con- 
clusion that they are merely the fifth 
wheel to the coach, They think they 
have been ignored far too often, both 
as to nominations in their own ward 
and in the conduct of the campaigns, 
especially municipal, and now they 
propose to kick and assert their au- 
thority. 

A time limit was fixed for receiving 
nominations for the Democratic cau- 
cuses throughout the city, which were 
to be filed with the various secretaries 
of the Ward Committees. When the 
time limit had expired, no nomina- 
tions had been filed in Ward One either 
for Councilmen from ward, or for 
member of the School Committee from 
ward. 

It is questionable if anyone had au- 
thority after that date to have addi- 
tional names printed upon the ballots 
to be used at the caucuses, but ff any- 
one had authority it was the Ward 
One Committee. But said Committee 
authorized no additional nominations, 
and had no knowledge that nominations 
had been made either for Councilman 
or Schvol Committee. They say, fur- 
ther, that the Democratic City Com- 
mittee did not atany of its meetings 
authorize any nominations for these 
positions. 

Again the ballots were not properly 
prepared. The voters were asked to 
vote for three Councilmen, but there 
were only two blank places; they were 
asked to mark for thirteen delegates, 
but there were only two blank places; 
they were asked to mark fornine mem- 
bers of Ward Committee, but there were 
only two blank places. 

But the kick of the Ward One Com- 
mittee will come largely on the legality 
of the caucus. By Section 2 of Chapter 
329 of the Acts of 1899, ‘‘Section 96 of 
said chapter (548 of 1898) is hereby a- 
mended by adding at the end thereof 
the words:— No person shall serve as a 
caucus Officer at any caucus in which 
he is a candidate for membership ino a 
ward or town committee, foran elective 
office, or for a numination to an elective 
office. ’’ 

Jobn W. Fitzgerald, who was secre- 
tary of the caucus, was a candidate for 
membership in the Ward Committee, 
although prohibited by the above act. 
There was some opposition to bis elec- 
tion, too, on the committee, as he re- 
ceived the smallest number of votes of 
those elected, only 3 more than a 
majority. 

But this was notall. Frederick F. 
Green, who has posed as an Indepen- 
dent Republican, entered the caucus 
and was a candidate for the School 
Committee his name being printed on 
the ballot. Not only this, but he was 
chairman of the caucus, although the 
above act says no person shall serve as 
a caucus Officer at any caucus in which 
he is a candidate fora nomination to 
an elective office. 

It is said the Ward Committee will 
protest against the legality of the 
Ward one caucus, and against the 
nominations made appearing upon the 
official ballots, and it would appear 
that they have a good case.

Greatly Lessened by Gallant Work 
of the Life Saving Service, 


‘Instrumental In Rescuing 
| Hundreds From Death. 


| Saved and Helped to Save Vessels and Car- 
goes Valued at Neariy $5,000,000. 


Washington, Nov. 14.—In his annual re- 
port to Secretary Gage, General Superine 
}tendent Kimball of the life saving ser- 
vice says that at the close of the finance 
year the establishment embraced 269 
| stations, 184 being on the Atlantic, 58 on 
ithe lakes, 16 on the Pacific and one at 
| the falls of the Ohio, at Loulsville. 

The number of disasters to documented 
vessels within the fleld of operations of 
the service during the year was 364. 
There were on boaré these vessels 2655 
|persons, of whom 2602 were saved and 
148 lost. Six hundred and seventy-three 
| shipwrecked persons received succor at 
) the Stations, io whom 1447 days melief in 
|} the aggregate was afforded. The esti- 
| mated value of the vessels involved in 
disaster was $6,127,500, and of their cargo 
| $3,242,690, making a total value of prop- 
| erty imperiled $9,470,190. Of this amount 
} $7,224,680 was saved and $2,235,500 lost. 
|The number of vessels totally lost was 
| 61. 

In additioa to the foregoing there were 
| during the year 229 casualties to small 
|craft, such as small yachts, sailboats, 
| rowboats, etc., on board of which were 781 
of whom five were lost. The 
property involved in these instances is 
jestimated at $267,070, of which $256,770 
| Was saved and $10,300 lost. 

|} Besides the number of persons saved 

from vessels of all kinds there were 595 
{others rescued who had fallen from 
|}wharves, piers and other positions of 
|} extreme peril, many of whom would have 
| perished without the aid of the life sav- 
ing crews. Five hundred and fourteen 
j of these were rescued from dwelling 
| houses, outbuildings and other elevated 
jplaces submerged wholly or in part by 
jthe terrible flood of the Brazos river in 
Texas, July 6 to 12, 1899. 

The crews saved and assisted to save 
during the year 371 vessels, valued, with 
their cargoes, at $4,600,590, and rendered 
assistance of minor importance to 6385 
other vessels in distress, besides warning 
from danger 194 vessels. 

The investigations made into the de- 
tails of every shipwreck involving the 
loss of life, and into the concuct of the 
life saving crews, show that no life was 
lost through lack of prompt and faith- 
ful effort on the part of the Hfe saving 
jmen. More than one half of those that 
| perished were lost by reason of their un- 
wise attempts to reach the shcre in their 
jown boats, instead of remaining on board 
| the wrecks. 

The cost of the maintenance of the ser- 
vice during the year was $1,535,936. The 
general superintendent calls attention 
j to the justice and necessity of an in- 
crease in the compensation of district 
}superintendents, who, he believes, are 
| the poorest paid servants of the gov- 
jernment, considering the nature and ex- 
| tent of their duties and their hsavy finan- 
j cial responsibility, and he makes a 
jstrong plea in their behalf.

BROKE AWAY FROM TUG. 


His Friends Think That He Is Guilty of} Two Barges, With S-ven Men Aboard, 


Nothing More Than Being Too Lenient. 

Lawrence, Mass., 14.~-“I shall 
bring s against Collector Gill, and 
shall attach his property for $10,000 for 
defamation of character,” said Ransom 
F. McCrillis, late deputy collector of in- 
ternal revenue, yesterday. “My char- 
acter has been wickedly and cayselessly 
aspersed. I do not know where I have 
caused the government the loss of a 
single cent.” 

The general opinion here is that Mc- 
Crillis has been harshly treated, and 
that, if he has made mistakes, he has 
erred through being too lenient with the 
government's creditors. Ifa poor wom- 
an was selling liquor and was unable to 
pay the United States revenue license, 
“Mac” has given her time to pay. 

There are dozens of cases throughout 
the district where liquor dealers, Brok- 
ers, managers of theatrical enterprises, 
dealers {n oleo and the like have been 
tided over a tight place by the govern- 
ment’s representative.

Probably Foundered in a Gale. 

Providence, Nov. 14.!/—Tug Teaser, 
Captain Haley, which lost her tow of 
barges, Hudson and Robert Ingle Car- 
ter, off Montauk point, fn the gale last 
Friday night, has arrived here. For thre 
days the Teaser unsuccessfully hunt- 
ed over the wide waste of waters off 
the south shore for the missing barges. 

Captain Haley says that in the wors' 
sea he ever saw in all his years of sea- 
going, the barges broke away from hia 
tug last Friday night about 7 o'clock. 
The hawser did not part, but pulled the 
bits out of the head barge, the Robert 
Ingle Carter. Captain Haley thought 
that one or both of them might have 
been carried ashore on Block island, and 
accordingly cruised around the north and 
west sides and made several landings, 
but found no wreckage fromeither. He 
is of the opinion that both have foun- 
dered. 

There {s yet a chance that both barges 
survived the storm. The Hudson has 
the poorest chance, as she is 33 years 
old, and, of course, cannot be considered 
as staunch as a newer vessel like the 
Robert Ingle Carter. There were three 
men on the Hudson, and probably four 
men on the Carter. 


An Abject Apo!oay. 

London, Nov. 14.—Lord Roberts, In re« 
sponse to an inquiry from the Prince of 
Wales, has telegraphed authorizing a 
denial of the charges of cowardice made 
in Lord Rosslyn’s book against brother 
officers in the Sannes Post affair.

On the recommendation 
of the judge advocate gemcral, Secretary 
Long dispensed with the* court-martial 
and administered censure in both cases. 


The Montice lo Disaster. 

Yarmouth, N. S., Nov. 14.—Twenty- 
four bodies of victims of the recent 
Monticello disaster have been recovered 
and identified. The bodies of 12 other 
persons are still missing. As some of 
them went down with the Monticello in 
deep water their remains may never be 
found. The Monticello had a heavy 
miscellaneous cargo which is now wash- 
ing ashore for miles, and is being held 
by finders for exorbitant salvage, 


Detectives That Don’t Detect. 

Paris, Nov. 14.—The Petit Journal de- 
clares the report to be quite correct that 
the secret of the new French cannon has 
been divulged. Thiscondition of things 
it attributes to the changes which Mar- 
quis De Gallifet made in the ministry of 
War, especially his placing the inferma- 
tion bureau under the detective depart- 
ment. It contends that army secrets are 
now at the mercy of international spies. 


Transvaal Must Chip In. 

London, Nov. 14.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, speaking last evening at Bristol, 
said he wished he could say that he was 
not about to increase the budget, but the 
government's expenditure had been enor- 
mous, especially in South Africa 
and China. Hedeclared that the wealth 
of the Transvaal would haves to bear part 
of the South African expenses.

DEATH WAS INSTANT, 


Vicar General of New Hampshire 
Killed by a Cable Car. 


Three Other Clergymen Wit- 
nessed the Accident, 


Deceased Had Been Located In Concord Since 
1865 and Was Widely Known. 


New York, Nov. 15.—Rev. John E. 
Barry of Concord, N. H., was struck and 
Instantly killed yesterday by a Broadway 
cable car. 

With Rey. E. M. Callahan of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Rev. G. W. Murphy of 
Portland, Me., and Rev. W. J. O'Reilly 
of Manchester, N. H., he was crossing 
the street immediately in front of the 
Astor House, for the purpose of mailing 
a letter at the postoffice. Twocars were 
passing at the time, and Father Barry, 
being in the lead, jumped across the track 
to avoid the first. Before he could 
be warned, he was caught by the fender 
of the other car and thrown in front of 
the wheels. His body was dragged for 
some distance, the wheels of the first 
truck passing over and horribly man- 
gling the body. 

Traflic was stopped for some time, ow- 
ing to the difficulty in removing the re- 
mains. The body was removed to the 
nearest police station, and later to an 
undertaker's establishment, where it wag 
prepared for shipment to the dead man’s 
home. 

Father Berry was 67 years old, and 
well known throughout New England. 
He has a sister living in Boston. 

The conductor and motorman of the 
car that kiiled the vicar were arrested. 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 15.—Very Revy- 
erend John E. Barry, vicar general of 
the Roman Catholic diocese of Manches- 
ter, was one of the oldest, most widely 
known and highly esleemed priests in 
New England. The news of his tragic 
death in New York threw the entire city 
into mourning. 

Father Barry was born in Eastport, 
Me., in August, 1826, was educated at 
Holy Cross college and at Montreal, and 
Was ordained to the priesthood In Port- 
land, Me., in 1564. His silver jubilee was 
celebrated in §iis city in 1889. After 
service of one year in the cathedral at 
Portiand, Me., Father Barry came to 
this city in 1865, and had remained here 
ever since. During the early years of 
his pastorate he served also the missions 
of Penacook and Suncook, and travelled 
widely in the northern part of the state. 

When he came here there was no Cath- 
olic church witnin the limits of the city. 
Today there are three, besides a convent 
and a parochial school, the total value 
of church property being $209,000. In 
1874, upon the death of Bishop Bacon, 
Father Barry was appointed administra- 
tor of the diocese of Maine and New 
Hampshire and managed its affairs until 
the appointment of Rt. Rev. James Hea- 
ley as bishop, when he was made vicar 
general. When the diocese of Manchester 
was created, he continued as vicar gen- 
eral under Bishop Bradley. Father 
Barry's sister and life-long companion 
died suddenly 19 days ago. One other 
fister, Mrs. Connelly of Boston, survives. 

Father Barry left this city for New 
Yok on Monday as the guest of Bishop 
Bradley, who was attending the retreat 
of the Christian Fathers in that city. 
He was the first priest to say mass in 
the state prison and state asylum for 
the insane, and was three times appoint- 
ed minister of the latterinstitution. He 
had served on the school board in this 
city, and was a member of the New 
Hampshire Historical society. 


Be!gium’s Intentions In China. 

Brussels, Nov. 15.—In the,senate yes- 
terday, the minister of foreign affairs, 
M. De Favereau, made the following 
statement: ‘‘The government dves not 
contemplate military operations in 
China, nor the formation of gendarmerie. 
We are seeking to acquire a piece of 
Chinese territory, but as a simple settle- 

ment only, and without political import- 
ance. The acquisition will be made at 
Tientsin, or, perhaps, elsewhere, but it 
will not give rise to military action.” 


To Line Up With Democrats, 

Minneapolis, Nov. 15.—Members of the 
Silver Republican national committee 
have been in conference here over the 
question of the party of thefuture. It 
is understood that they have decided 
that the time has come for the giving up 
ef the party organization. AllSilverand 
Lincoln Republicans will be urged, it 
ig understood, to become Democrats. 


Thousands of Buildings Suffered. 

Washington, Nov. 15—Mr. Russell, 
United States charge at Caracas, reports 
that the earthquake in Colombia last 
month was very severe. The people 
deserted their homes and slept in the 
streets, and between 12,000 and 15,000 
buildings were destroyed or damaged. 


Windup cf Philadelphia Call. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 15.—The Call Pub- 
jishing company, owner of The Evening 
Call newspaper, made an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors yesterday, and 
the paper ceased with yesterday's edi- 
tions. 


Kruger’s Progress. 
Port Said, Nov. 15.—The Dutch cruise:

STOLE SAFE AND CONTENTS. 


A Remarkabi; Daring Piece of Work by 
Thieves at ihe Hub. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—-A4 daring robbery was 
committed about 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, when the rooms of David Morse, 
85 Lowell street, were broken into anda 
safe weighing some 300 pounds, con- 
taining $3000 worth of money end other 
valuables, was taken out bodily and car- 
ried away. Mr. siorse, who is a real 
estate owner, was absent looking after 
his property. His two sons, Max H. 
and Mendel], are engaged in the jewelry 
business, selling to the retail trade, and 
kept their stock in trade in the safe, 
which stood in a room which they also 
occupied as a sleeping room. 

The Morses occupy one of the suites 
on the first floor, consisting of a front 
and rear bedroom, with kitchen between. 
The thieves passed the front entrance 
and forced the kitchen door, which, in 
addition to the usual lock, was rein- 
forced by a bar «nd padlock. They 
forced the padlock, then broke in the 
door, and gained an entrance to the 
front room, rolled the safe about three 
feet from its position at the head of the 
bed, then apparently lifted it up and 
carried it to their wagon waiting out- 
side, and drove off. 

The police were at once notified, but 
they have obtained no clue to the identity 
of the robbers. Two men with a cov- 
ered junk wagon were seen about the 
place just before noon, and again shortly 
after 3 o'clock, by . eighbors, and these 
men the police are seeking in connection 
with the case. Lovell street is near the 
Boston and Maine freight tracks, and the 
thieves evidently believed that their team 
would not be especially noticed among 
the numerous trucks and wagons that ara 
always in that locality. 

The description of the two men as given 
by neighbors is meagre A woman ten- 
ant in the building, who saw the men, 
asked them what they wanted, to which 
they replied that they had come for an 
express package. She then went to her 
apartments and tho) ght no more of the 
matter.

Providence, Nov. 15.—The lot of 275,000 
imitation half pearis, seized by the cus- 
toms officials a year ago, consigned by 
Francis Brock from Paris to himself 
here, was sold at auction yesterday. 
Brock was arrested for alleged smug- 
gling of pearis some time since, admitted 
to bail and then disappeared, forfeiting 
his bond. The pearis went in lots. and 
the total sales were $580, of which amount 
$180 was duty levied.

HUM AN BLOOD ST AINS ALE g0008 WILL BE DELIVERED FREE AT * RESIDENCES IN Quincy, 


Were Not Found Upon Axe Unearthed 
at Breakheart Hill Farm, 


Injures the Case Against the 
Supposed Murderer. 


Government Cannot Show That the Body Was 
Cut Up In the House. 


Boston, Nov. 15.—Professor Wood, the 
Harvard microscopist and expert on 
blood, has examined all the specimens 
Submitted to him in connection with the 
Lynn murder mystery, and found no hu- 
man blood, aceording to this morning's 
Post. The Post further says: 

The inference is that it is practically 
conclusive that the body of George E. 
Bailey, the murdered lodgekeeper of 
Breakheart Hill farm, in Saugus, was not 
cut up in the recom from which the speci- 
mens were taken from the floor and wall 
and household articles. 

The Post is able to make this statement 
conclusively and exclusively, for Pro- 
fessor Wood has made the same state- 
ment to a state ollicer. This ofticer was 
talking of the case with a Post man yes- 
terday, and dropped the statement of the 
failure of the government to find any 
blood stains A further conversation 
with him developed the information 
given here 

One of the specimens was a hatchet 
shaped like a tomahawk. This had 
blood on it and threads that looked like 
red hair, the color of Bailey's. About 
the same time The Post man found ona 
chopping block parts of chicken feathers 
of the same color. The threads of the 
feathers were cut, and really did look 
like hatrs. It seems, therefore, that 
the hatchet, for a time supposed to be 
the one used in the dismemberment of 
Bailey's body, was used to kill a chicken 
outside the door to the barn cellar, where 
the block was found. 

While the government officers have 
suggested before that Professor Wood 
would not be used, it was only Inference 
that he was not used in the preliminary 
hearing, because he had found no human 
blood stains. 

His finding materially weakens the 
case which the state officials thought 
they had against the accused, John C. 
Best. 


Cause of Grant Assignment. 

New York, Nov. 1§.—From one who is 
ciose to the members of the firm, and 
whose authoriiy is unquestioned, it is 
learned that the shortage in the account 
of Grant & Co., bankers, will be about 
$150,000. This person said: “When it 
became evident that some member of the 
firm was responsible for this sum, Fred- 
erick and Charles F. Grant made this 
assignment to protect the creditors of the 
firm. John K. Van Sickles’ name was 
not attached to the papers of the firm, 
and the assignee, Mr. Stedman, will have 
30 days to render an acco. caitiage and in- 
ventory.”

It bas been suggested that Hon. 
Charles BH, Porter be nominated for 
School Committee at large at the Re- 
publican convention on Friday evening, 
but there are two objections: one, 
because it would displace Dr. H. C. 
Hallowell, whose term expires; and 
another, that Mr: Porter has served long 
enough on the School Committee, and 
that a change would be beneficial. 
Some are even in favor of a new candi- 
date at large in place of Dr. Hallowell 
for a similar reason, 

Mr. Porter, as a citizen remarks, has 
already served nine years on the School 
board, three years longer than any other 
member, and on the whole with satis- 
faction, but our public schools must not 
get into ruts and occasional changes are 
desirable, Dr. Hallowell and Dr. Record 
come next in point of service, as 
they will next month complete their 
sixth year. 

Said citizen further says two terms 
of three years are long enough for any 
member to serve on the School Com- 
mittee, and when it is prolonged an- 
other term of three years, it should 
certainly come to an end with the ninth 
year, Should Mr. Porter be reelected 
his term would be twelve years. 

Mr. Porter is a busy gentleman, with- 
out children in our public schools, and 
has not the time to keep in touch with 
the daily routine of school work. In 
fact he has been absent from several 
meetings of the Schoo] board this year, 
and is very seldom at the meetings of 
the City Council as required by City 
Charter.

CHEWING SU MANDARIN: 
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Beginning at Shangtung, in the Yel- 
low sea, the coast line of China is dot- 
ted with islands clear down to Hong- 
kong, a distance of over 2,000 miles. 
If the islands could be counted, I be- 
lieve they would number 10,000, great 
aud small. While some are uninhabit- 
ed, there is not an honest community 
on one of them. The people are wreck- 
ers and pirates to a man, and woe be- 
tide the ship which meets with disas- 
ter on any of the island shores. From 
Yang-tse-Kiang to the entrance of the 
straits of Formosa the islands are un- 
der the jurisdiction ef a mandarin at 
the above port. In the year 1868 this 
mandarin was one Chee-Wing-Su, who 
had held office for years, and his repu- 
tation was that of a devil. There was 
no question but that he encouraged 
piracy and got his divide, and his or- 
ders all along the coast line were to 
kill every white person who might fall 
into the hands of his subjects. The 
fellow was subordinate to the govern- 
or of Shanghai, but whenever he was 
brought up on the complaint of a Euro- 
pean consul he managed to get the 
best of it. He was fairly well educat- 
ed, a finished liar and hypocrite, and 
there was no catching him. 

In the year I have mentioned above 
gertain Americans in Hongkong decid- 
éa to fit out an opium clipper to supply 
the port of Shanghai. Opium smug- 
gling was against the law, of course, 
and any person found engaged in the 
trade was beheaded at once, but you 

night as well try to keep rice as opium 
out of China. The profits in smuggling 
have always been enormous, and it 
has always been part of the business 
to bribe the custom officials. As 
Shanghai was to be supplied from 


1. Uoee-Wilg-Sus agent Was also 
there to collect his blackmail. There 
would be 20 Chinamen aboard of us 
when discharging cargo; but, though 
they were a villainous lot, we felt ne 
fear of them and did not keep the crew 
even under arms. We were within a 
day’s sail of port on our return when 
the captain was struck by an idea. 
Chee-Wing-Su knew that our cargo 
would be a heavy one. Suppose he 
should Lave planned to cut the clipper 
out in harbor? All he had to do was 
to put men enough aboard, and when 
he had exterminated the crew and tak- 
en possession who was to betray him? 
He had men who could sail the craft, 
and by giving her a new coat of paint, 
a new name and making some changes 
in her rig she could not be récognized. 
Even if she were, what would her own- 
ers dare do about it? To have set upa 
claim would have been to convict them- 
selves of smuggling. As for wiping 
out a score of Europeans, he would 
consider that as a sort of duty under 
any circumstances. 

Before we made harbor everything 
Was prepared and every man instruct- 
ed. In response to our signal a dozen 
sampans appeared, and the first man 
on our decks was the rascally old 
Chee-Wing-Su. He was effusive, good 
natured and slick as grease. He said 
there was cause for haste in unloading, 
as the «custom officials had suddenly | ® 
become active, and he was permitted 
to order about 50 men on board to 
break out cargo. As soon as our an- 
chor was down all but two or three of 
our crew disappeared, and the captain 
and agents sat down to a luncheon in 
the cabin. Not a box had yet gone 
over the rail when the Chinese on deck 
broke loose. In 30 seconds every man 
but-the captain was sailing into them. 
They were armed with knives only, 
while we had cutlasses. No firearms 
were used. The fellows made a good 
stand for about five minutes, and then 
we began driving them. No quarter was 
given. When the last living yellow 
devil went overboard, there were 30 
dead ones on our decks. Of course, the 
row was heard in the cabin. At the 
first sound Captain Walters laid his 
revolver on the table before him and 
sald to Chee-Wing-Su: 

“There seems to be some skylarking 
going on above, but we will not in- 
terfere with it.” 

“If my men are creating any trouble, 
I must go up and stop it,” replied the 
old pirate. 

“Your men are all right, and you will 
remain right here.”

This plant grows low upon the 
ground. It comes up early in the sea- 
son and looks much like a poppy. In- 


deed for this reason after Its discovery 
last year growing all uncared for and 
neglected it was transplanted to the 
“poppy family” flower bed. Where it 
came from or how it got to the univer- 
sity no one knows. It must, however, 
have come in seeds that were shipped 
either from Washington or the state 
gardens at the Agricultural college in 
Lansing. But at any rate it did not get 
here by intention, and although It has 
been classed as a “chelidonium,” or 
more commonly “celandine” the fact 
that it contained a poison was not dis- 
covered until very recently. 

In the meantime the growth and seed 
formation showed that the plant was | 
not of the poppy family, but possibly | 
of some allied family. The seed pods} 
form with eight little fingerlike recep- 
tacles on the top of a slender stem, and 
about the middle of July these open, 
and then the stems die, and a new 
growth of leaves comes up. The plant 
is believed to be indigenous to Europe | 
and Asia.

QUR MODERATE IDEAS’... 


| Probably Led to Strietures of Foreigu 


Press on Our Poliey In China. 


Has Been Marked by Consist- 
ency and Common Sense. 


| Satisfactory Progress Made, but Great Prob- 


lems Are Yet to Be Confronted. 


Washington, Nov. 15.—The criticisms 
of the British and continental press 
on the American Chinese policy are 
causing the government no concern, since 
it is conscious that its course has been 
consistent and common-sense. It is 
very probable that these strictures are 
based on misapprehension and chagrin. 

The strictures are regarded here as 
traceable to one source—the American 
correspondence of the London Times— 
the English press generally taking its 
cue from The Times, and some of the 
continental newspapars falling into line 
with their English contemporaries. 


| What puzzles everyone in Washington is 


to know where the correspondent picked 
up so much false information. 

The government of the United States 
has been perfectly consistent in its course 
from the beginning of the Chinese 
trouble. It has not attempted to dom- 
ineer over the European powers on the 
one hand, nor has it kept out of the con- 
certonthe other. It did not gointothe 
Paoting expedition for reasons which the 
sequel has abundantly justified, and 
unquestionably appeal to the 


where. It did not attempt to dictate 
from Washington the list of Chinese offi- 
cials who should be beheaded, or when 
and where the death penalty should ba 
executed, or what means should be 
taken to attest the fulfillment of this 


program of blood atonement; all these 
| things it has left to its minister in the 
| diplomatic conference, believing that 


with his superior opportunities he would 
know better than anyone here what 
done, and also what ought 
te be demanded, for our government has 
fully recognized from the outset that 
no matter what the merits of the case, it 
would be folly to hinge all the peace 
negotiations upon a demand for impos- 
sibilities. 

But, on the other hand, it has con- 
tinually urged and spurred Minister 
Conger to action, and to the use of his 
influence to press the council of min- 
Isters to a speedy conclusion of their 
werk. It has never for a moment re- 
ncunced its claim to indemnity, though 
it has left the amount and the time and 
manner of ils payment to be decided on 
the spot. 

When the full record of the peace ne- 
gotiations comes to be published, the 
Washington administration feels that 
it has nothing to fear from the showing 
it will make. It is believed that the 
s«ntiment behind the foreign criticisms is 
chagrin at the neglect of our government 
to pay due deference to the German 
policy of vengeance. 

The fact that we have insisted simply 
upon the restoration of the peaceful 
status which existed before the Boxer 
outbreak, and for a proper indemnity 
for the losses of life and property from 
which it was the business of the Chinese 
government to have protected the for- 
eigners in China, has been a source ot 
discomfort to devout worshippers of the 
German war lord from the outset of the 
allied movement. 

In pursuance of the task of peace- 
making in hand, the Pekin envoys have 
received instructions from their home 
governments which have apparently fa- 
cilitated their work. After Monday's 
conference, general satisfaction was ex- 
pressed with the progress made, and ac- 
cording to Minister Conger the prospect 
of a speeily completion of this wearisome 
preliminary work is decidedly —better 
than it has been. 

This is cheerful news, for the need of 
specdy peace and quick restoration of 
normal conditions in China becomes 
daily more apparent. Commerce is dead 
and bandits flourish. The presence of 
foreign soldiery is never an economic 
benefit to a people, and famine, due to 
the failure of the rice crop, promises to 
become a serious factor in the situation 
in north Ghina. 

At the same time it must not be for- 
gotten that this improved outlook re- 
lates only to preliminaries, and that the 
real difficulties are still in the future. 
The grave questions, how China can com- 
ply with demands for the execution of 


leaders and generals who virtually have} 


the Si Ngan court in their power, how 
the great indemnities are to be financed, 
how guarantees for the future are to be 
secured, and how the divergent ambi- 
tions of the powers are to be held tn 
check in the negotlations to come, are 
yet to be answered. 

Another new point has come up In 
Pekin in the shape of the suggestion that 
the heir apparent to the throne, a son of 
Prince Tuan, will be an unsafe person 
to allow at the head of Chinese affairs In 
the event of Kwang Su’s death. Not 
only would his filfal instincts set him 
@gainst foreigners who demanded Tuan's | 
head, but his training is said to have been 
bitterly anti-foreign. 


Thunderer Makes Further Comment. 
London, Nov. 15.—It is pleasing to 


learn, says The Times editorially this 
morning, that the American gov: ernment 


deem their attitude misconceived. The 
objection emanating from Washington 
would be quite satisfactory were it not 
for a further qualification, which seems 
to be implied by the Presumption enter- 
tained that the ministers “will not ex- 
act reparation beyond the power ot 
China to carry out.” We are no advo 
cates of extravagant demands, but, it) 
the Chinese court is to haye any voice 
in settling what is within its power to 
execute, the demand for the execution ot 
the real criminals becomes a farce.

PRISONER SHOT TO DEATH. 


Charge of Murder Made Against a Keeper It 
Boston House of Correction. 
Boston, Nov. 16.—While making an at- 
tack on Henry W. Dean, one of the keep- 
ers at the house of correction, John 
Johnson, a colored man, serving 23¢ 
months’ sentenc2 for perjury, was shot 
yesterday, and died almost instantly. 
According to the story as told by the 
police, Johnson had complained Wed- 
nesday night of being ill, and was taker 
to the hospital. Yesterday morning he 
said he did not sleep well, and made ad- 
ditional complaints as to his condition. 
The prisoner was placed in a cell in the 
hospital, and remarked that he would 
make trouble if Dean was allowed ta 
enter his cell. The officer was told tc 
enter the cell and try and qniet the pris- 
oner, and as soon a3 Dean did this, 
Johnson rushed at him with a bucket in 
one hand and a stool in the other. Dean, 
realizing his danger, drew his revolver 
and sent a bullet through the prisoner, 
from the effects of which the latter died 
within a few minutes. 
The officials say that Dean was perfect- 
ly justified in shooting the man, but 
Dean was arraigned before Judge Fallon 
yesterday afternoon, when he was held 
without bail on the charge of murder. 
Johnson was arrested early in the 
spring of 1899, charged with the larceny 
of a lot of trousers. He pleaded his 
own case in court and failed of con- 
viction at two appearances before the 
grand jury. 
Chief Inspector Watts began to look 
up his record and finally found that a 
man answering his description had been 
arrested in Chicago. The prisoner was 
asked if he had eve: been arrested be- 
fore, and he replied that he had not. 
Chief Inspector Wd.ts sent to Chicago 
and had the Bertillon measurements, to- 
gether with the man who made the ar- 
rest in that city, brough to Boston. A 
comparison between the records and the 
testimony of the Chicago officer resulted 
in the conviction of Johnson on a charge 
of perjury, and he was sentenced as 
stated above.

Cane Rush of Students Results In 
the Death of Hugh C, Moore. 


Was Suffocated by Men Pil- 
ing on Top of Him, 


Had Been Sick Recently and Exertion Was 
More Than He Could Stang, 


Boston, Nov. 16.—During the cane rush 
between the sophomores and freshmen of 
the Massachusetts institute of technology 
yesterday, Hugh C. Moore of Rochester, 
aged 19, a member of the freshman class, 
was so badly injured that he died while 
being taken to the hospital. 

Moore had taken part in a football 
game earlier in the afternoon. He had 
been sick recently, and was probably in 
no condition to take part in both con- 
tests. The cause of the death was 
probably due to suffocation and exhaus- 
tion of the heart, although an autopsy 
may reveal internal injuries as well. 

Moore was dragged from the final pile- 
up, while hands were still being counted 
uponthecane. His head protruded from 
the twisted heap of legs and arms, and 
his eyes wereshut. He was quickly car- 
ried to a clear space, where Dr. Mixter, 
who chanced to be present, applied res- 
toratives and did everything possible to 
revive him, but to no purpose, 

Nearly all the spectators had left the 
field, and they were thus spared a shock. 
Moore, who presently lapsed into to- 
tal unconsciousness, was placed in acity 
hospital ambulance that had been sum- 
moned, but breathed his last almost as 
the door of the institution was reached. 
The young man’s father was notified of 
the event, and is expected here today. 
Being a freshman, young Moore was not 
well known, but those who did know him 
speak of him in the highest terms.

THE GZAR’S SICKNESS 


Causing Grave Anxiety Among the 
European Advocates of Peace, 


His Malady May Be More Seri- 
ous Than Represented. 


Rumor Current In Rome That Attompt Wat 
Made to Poison the Monarch. 


London, Noy. 16.—The serious appre- 
hension with which the announcement 
ef the fact that the czar was suffering 
from typhoid fever filled Europe empha- 
sizes how much the peace of the world is 
believed to be dependent upon him. 

But for the statement contained in 
the official bulletin that his majesty’s 
malady is taking a thoroughly favorable 
course, the news of his illness would 
have created nothing less than conster- 
nation. It is generally felt at the pres 
ent critical state of international affairs 
that even a temporary weakening of the 
influence of so favorable a factor in the 
maintenance of the world’s peace jus- 
tifes great anxiety, especially as thé 
czar is regarded in Europe as a kind o! 
a counterpoise to Emperor William. 

Public anxiety will, therefore, remain 
Strained until the none too robust mon- 
arch recovers. In political circles any 
other issue of his majesty’s malady is re- 
garded as a nightmare. 

The impression exists in most Europear 
capitals that the illness of Emperor Nich- 
olas is more serious than it is repre- 
sented to be, but this is probably based 
upon knowledge that the ezar’s consti- 
tution is not strong, and is little likely to 
resist a serious attack. 

In Copenhagen the illness is attributed 
to overwork in connection with the Chi- 
nese crisis, d there is also a suspicion 
that the hygenic conditions and water 
supply at Livadia may be faulty. 

There is no news from St. Petersburg 
on the subject beyond the official bulle- 
tins, which indicate that the attack is

trusted officer in the American army, 
fought a terrible battle in Valcour bay. 
He succeeded in repulsing the British, 
but with such severe loss that he judg- 
ed it best to scuttle his ship in order to 
prevent its falling into the hands of the 
enemy. So it was sunk in a little inlet 
subsequently called by his name. 

For many years parties of tourists 
have been in the habit of going out in 
boats to look down at the decaying 
hulk, which on bright days could be 
distinctly seen lying on the sands. 
Many attemnpts were made to raise it, 
and at last William Adams, a local 
farmer, assisted by Millard F. Barnes 
and others, recovered what was left of 
the venerable relic, which now rests in 
Mr. Adams’ farmyard. Of course after 
that crowds of visitors and relic hunt- 


| ers thronged to the spot, and the latter 


were so persistent that large pieces of 
the old ship were stolen, and it was in 


| a fair way of being carried off alto- 
; gether. 


When this came to the ears of 
the members of the New York Histor- 
ical society, they decided to build a 
museum at Caldwell, on Lake George, 
where the remains of the gallant ship 
may rest in peace free from the knives 
and axes of vandals. 


TROUBLES OF A PRINCESS. 


Great Nations Try to Separate Moth-« 
er and Son, 

The little kingdom of Roumania, in 
southeastern Europe, bids fair to be- 
come a veritable storm center in the 
near future. And it will be no tempest 
in a teapot if it does come, for Russia, 
Germany, Austria and England are 
closely interested in the quarrel. In all 
the troubles in the Balkan-states of re- 
cent years women have been very

prominent, and the present imbroglioe 
is no exception. In this affair the wom- 
an in the case is an exceedingly pretty 
and charming young princess of 25, a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria and 
therefore a cousin of Emperor William 
of Germany. 

The king of Roumania, Charles I, is 
61 years of age and has no Issue to suc- 
ceed him on the throne. In 1881, there- 


| fore, Prince Ferdinand of Hohenzol- 
| lern, the son of the elder brother of the 


king, was chosen as his successor. The 
Roumanian royalties belong to the old- 
er line of the Hohenzollern family, 
while Emperor William is the head of 
a younger line of the same family. 
Prince Ferdinand married, in 1892, 
Princess Marie of Edinburgh, daughter 
of the late Duke of Saxe-Coburg. Their 
son, Carol, or Charles, is now seven 
years of age, and is heir presumptive 
to the throne of Roumania. His father 
| is consumptive and is not expected to 
| live long. 

The present trouble is caused by the 
attempt of the Roumanian government 
to remove Prince Carol from the con- 
/trol of his mother. Princess Marie’s 
sympathies are entirely with Russia, 
| which country is seeking a command- 
ing voice in Roumanian affairs, for her 
mother is a sister of the late czar, Al- 
exander III. The Roumanian govern- | 
ment, however, is devoted to Germany 
and Austria and fears that the princess 
will influence her child, to whom she is 
of course passionately devoted, against 


them. An effort is being made to take | 
the prince entirely from the control and | 
care of his mother, which the high spir- | 


ited princess has resisted by leaving 
the country with her children. The 
sympathies of the people of Roumania 
are with her and Russia and against 
the king and the Germans.

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GREAT EXPLORING TRIP. 


Geological Survey Prepared to 
Search the American Desert. 


JOSIAH E, SPURR IS IN CHARGE. 


Difficulties Which Await Travelers 
In That Inhospitable Region—Wag- 
on With Broad Tires, Especially 
Adapted For Sand Travel, Will Be 
Used on the Trip—Tour Described, 


The geological survey has decided to 
finish the geological explorations in the 
Great American desert it began last 
year, for which purpose Josiah Ed- 
ward Spurr, geologist of the United 
States geological survey, together with 
four employees of the department, is 
making preparations for the trip, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. This 
will include a portion of the Great 
American desert in southern Nevada, 
southeastern California, southwestern 
Arizona, including the Yuma, or Colo- 
rado, desert; the Majobe desert, the 
Amazon desert, the Ralston desert, the 
Death valley region and other places. 

“Since the days of Professor Wheel- 
er's survey,” said Mr. Spurr, speaking 
of his experience and researches in 
that inhospitable country, “no white 
man has ever traveled that land. Our 
outfit on the last trip consisted of a 
mule team, saddle horses, casks for 
carrying water, canteens, etc. 

“We started from Eureka, Nev., 
whence we proceeded eastward, enter- 
ing Utah, thence northwest on a detour 
to Eureka, westward across the Gobb'’s 
valley desert to Carson City, southeast- 
ward to the région of Silver peak and 
westward across the Ralston desert, re- 
crossing the state of Nevada to Pioche, 
southward to Meadow valley, west- 
ward again across the state of Nevada, 
along the edge of the Amargosa desert 
into Death valley by way of Furniss 
ereek, southward to Death valley, 
across the Majobe desert to San Ber- 
nardino, the end of the trip. Our par- 
ty, in its five months’ exploring tour, 
traversed a distance of over 2,000 
miles. 

“The entire water supply in those 
regions,” said Mr. Spurr, “is received 
from springs, which can be found at 
a distance of 50 to 100 miles apart. 
The appearance of these American 
desert lands corresponds with those of 
Africa, neither of which supports any 
vegetation. ‘The routes of travel are 
usually laid from one spring to the 
next. Generally there is a trail between 
these water supply stations. The buck- 
board track can be seen in the sand 
after a lapse of ten years. But there 
are many places where the track can- 
not be followed on account of its being 
covered by the flerce sandstorms which 
prevail in those lands. At times the 
track is lost in the very beart of the 
desert, and then the whole party is 
obliged to go scouting until it is redis- 
covered. 

“Very few people live in that deso- 
late part of the country. and those who 
do live there,” said Mr. Spurr, “are 
generally very small rangers, who 
make their homes in the neighborhood 
of the large springs, from which they 
derive enough water to raise a little 
hay and truckage. The only settled 
part in the whole country is the strip 
from Carson southeastward along the 
margin of the Sierras, which is water- 
ed by this mountain chain. The great- 
est population of Nevada is centered 
in this belt. We traveled on occasions 
as many as ten days without seeing a 
living person. There is nothing in that 
country of popular interest in a geolog- 
ical sense. Its mountains, however, 
are rich in mineral wealth of all kinds. 

“It would be one of the richest min- 
eral regions of the country except for 
the fact that wood and water are al- 
most absent, so that the properties can- 
not be developed. In spite of this fact, 
however, there are a few thriving min- 
ing camps, although not one-twentieth 
part of what there used to be 30 years 
ago. 

“It is a singular thing,” sald Mr. 
Spurr, “that this part of America bas 
steadily gone back for the last 30 
years. Hot springs are very common. 
Very often there is no other kind of 
water to be found. The water ts from 
the boiling point down. The climate 
is a typical desert climate, extremely 
dry. The days are intensely hot. 
When the sun sets, the temperature, 
which may have reached 100 degrees 
in the shade during the day, drops to 
such an extent that frosts at night are 
not uncommon. We required more 
bedding in that country than we used 
in Alaska. We suffered more from 
sleeping in the cold at night than in 
the gold diggings on the Yukon. The 
only rainfall practically is in the shape 
of occasional cloudbursts, which come 
rushing down the ravines of the moun- 
tains in the shape of a roaring mass 
of water, so that it Isn't safe to camp 
in ravines during the summer season. 
Hailstorms, spowstorms, blizzards in 
the early part of October, are very 
often succeeded by weeks of fine, 
warm weather. 

“Death valley derives Its name from 
a party of 100 emigrants who, years 
| ago, attempted to cross it, but who per 
ished from thirst and heat after having 
proceeded as far as the middle of the 
| valley. There is only one dwelling in 
Death valley, at Furniss creek. Here 
| the keeper watches over the borax de- 
| posits. His house is raised. so that 
| during the hot season pipes containing 

a flow of cool water continuously pour 

a sheet of it over the tin roof.”

The Suggestions Given Are All Sim- 


ple Ideas That May Be Easily and 
Quickly Materialized—Some Ac- 
ceptable iifts, 


At this season of the year everybody 


is busy with Christmas preprations, 
and the ladies are searching every- 


| where for ideas in fancy work. There 


really are a great deal of genuine satis- 
faction and pleasure in the exchange 
of gifts: in one’s own handiwork—a 
sort of true delight peculiar to the 
feminine fancy. The average woman 
resorts to her needle and embroidery 
silk for Christmas fancy work; some 
prefer to paint or sketch; others etch; 
many do exquisite china painting and 
not a few turn out some real gems in 
crochet work. 

For the embroidery worker there are 
some pretty new things along the line 
of heavier work than was fashionable 
lagt season. Veil, glove and bandker- 
chief cases, necktie folders, etc., are 
made of pique embroidered in conven- 
tional designs. One of these, a veil 
case, recently done by a girl of orig- 
inal ideas, had the flap worked about 
the edge with a plain, heavy scallop in 
red and a large monogram in solid red 
cross stitch worked in the center of 
the flap. A handkerchief case of pique 
is very elegant, with a border sca'op 
of blue and a conventional scroll work- 
ed at the center of the cover in three 
harmonious shades of blue. 

A simple way to make 9 catchall bag, 
one of those very handy adjuncts to 
the dressing table, is to cut from linen 
two pieces, 14 inches long, rounded at 
the bottom and to the casing for the 
gathering cord or ribbon. Above this 
allow three inches for the flaps, which 
will fall over the bag when drawn to- 
gether. Stitch the two pieces together 
on the machine from the casing around 
to the casing, allowing a margin of one 
inch all around the edge. Do not stitch 
the pieces together above the casing.

Dresser searfs of sheer material and 
ruffed about the edge are’ always ap- 
preciated things to receive, but there is 
a much newer idea that is irresistibly 
pretty. Fine and delicate mulle or 
even organdie is used and a sort of slip 
(like a pillowslip) made of suitable 
size, with both ends left open and fir- 
ished with a deep hem and hemstitch- 
ing. A fancy embroidery stitch can be 
added if desired. A pad of some dain- 
ty tint—pink, blue, lavender, yellow or 
green—is made of china silk, filled with 
one layer of cotton and scented with 
sachet powder. This is slipped into 
the case, and a large cabison bow of 
wide satin ribbon of the chosen color 
fastened in the lower left hand corner.

Topic For the Week Beginning Nov, 
18—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—What intemperance costs our nation.~ 

Prov. xxiil, 1-7; 15-21. (Quarterly temperance 

meeting.) 

In these passages Solomon warns us 
against the temptation to excess in 
dtink and against the direful conse- 
quences that follow intemperance or 
excessive indulgence in strong drink. 
By way of warning against the temp- 
tation he says, “Put a knife to thy 
throat if thou be a man given to ap- 
petite,” and the consequence of in- 
temperance in drinking and eating is 
set forth when he says, “Be not among 
winebibbers, among eaters of flesh, 
for the drunkard and the glutton shall 
come to poverty.” In eating with a 
king the temptation to excessive indul- 
gence is strong, but it costs a man 
dearly to become a drunkard. Finan- 
cially, socially and morally drunken- 


' ness exacts an awful cost of its vic- 


tims. As with individuals, so it is 
with nations, and these two phases of 
the question of intemperance come to 
us with special force and power. The 
temptation Is before us, and the cost is 
being exacted with inexorable regu- 
larity. Intemperance is one of our 
national sins. The saloon is a national 
disgrace, and the havoc it is annually 
working would be appalling if the 
American people gave the matter serl- 
ous thought and comprehended the 
universal and widespread devastation 
of the drink traffic. Sut, alas, like 
Nero of old, we fiddle while this fire 
of hell burns the hearts and lives and 
souls out of a half million of American 
citizens annually! , 

Americaue as a nation are peculiar- 
ly tempted to excessive indulgence in 
alcoholic drinks. Dr. Strong in “Our 
Country” has thoroughly established 
the fact that Americans are more sus- 
ceptible to the temptation and dangers 
of intemperance than any other people 
in the world. This results from the 
fact that as a nation we are the most 
nervous of people. This excessive 
nervousness is a consequence of the 
climate in which we live and of our 
manner of living—the intense charac- 
ter of our lives in every respect, whicb 
has an injurious effect upon our nerv- 
ous systems. Nervous people are more 
likely to crave stimulants than others 
and are more responsive tothem. Their 
effects are more rapid and more dire- 
ful. These facts demand extra pre- 
caution on the part of Americans if we 
would not become a nation of drunk- 
ards 

The cost of intemperance to the 
American nation is incalculable. If 
we could calculate the cost in men, 
money and morality, it would be ap- 
palling and overwhelming. It costs 
the lives of 500,000 men every year! If 
the drunkards of America were placed 
in a line five abreast, like an army, 
they would form a procession 100 miles 
in length! It costs in money annually 
$900,000,000 — more than all the rail- 
road receipts of our country! The mor- 
al loss, could it be computed, would be 
more stupendous and appalling. In- 
temperance corrupts the citizen, de- 
fiantly breaks the law, educates law- 


| breakers, debauches lawmakers and 


executors and has a damning, blight- 
ing influence upon our courts of jus- 
tice, our legislative bodies and all our 
political life. What a cost! And yet 
the nation perimnits it and under the 
protection of the law! May God for- 
give us and cuide us In some way to 
overthrow this giant evil before it is 
too late!

TERRIBLE VENGEANCE, ' 


Boy Who Outraged and Killed a 
Girl Burned at the Stake, 


Ceremony on Spot Where 
Crime Was Committed. 


Organiz:d Plans Fully Carried Out Withow 
Discussion or interruption. 


Limon, Col., Nov. 17.—At a mass meet- 
ing here an organization was perfected 
for the purpose of lynching Prestor 
Porter, Jr., the colored boy who assault- 
ed and murdered Louise Frost, an 11- 
year-old school girl. In accordanct 
with the decision reached, Porter 
chained to a railroad rail set firmly ir 
the ground on the exact spot where his 
crime was committed, last evening paid 
a terrible penalty for his deed. 

The train bearing the negro in custody 
of Sheriff Freeman and his deputies ar 
rived at Limon at 3:45 p.m. The cars 
were crowded with newspaper reporters 
and people who were curious to see tht 
negroexecuted. When the train stoppec 
who had been selected by the 
itered the train 
nd demanded the prisoner from the 
riff. The ofticer asked the men t 
ow him to take his prisoner to the 
county jail at Hugo, but his protests 
were disregarded. 

It was at first announced that the ne- 
gro was to be executed by hanging 
Many protested that such a death woulé 
be too easy, and it was finally decided te 
leave the method of death to the out 
raged father. He decided upon burn- 
ing at the stake. The train was ther 
allowed to proceed and at Lake statior 
the party left the train and began pre- 
parations for the deed of vengeance. 

Wagons were dispatched for wood 
relurn a score of mer 
assisted in preparing it for the fire 
When at last preparations were com 
pleted a further delay was made because 
it was known many were on their way 
from Hugo and other parts of the county 
to take part in the affair. 

It was §:23 o'clock when the father ol 
the murdered girl touched the match te 
the fuel piled around the stake, and 2¢ 
minutes later a last convulsive shudde: 
told that life was extinct. What agony 
the doomed boy suffered while the flames 
shriveled up his flesh could only be 
guessed from the terrible contortions ol 
his face, and the cries he gave from time 
to time. 

Preston Porter did not seem to realize 
the awful punishment he was destinec 
to undergo As he had exhibited in- 
difference to the enormity of his crime 
so he seemed to lack all understanding 
of its terrible consequences. 

When everything was ready he walke¢ 
to the stake with a firm step, pausing as 
he reached the circle of broken boards, tc 
kneel in prayer. He was allowed to take 
his time. He arose and placed his back 
to the iron stake, and half a dozen mer 
wound chains around his body and limbs 
Kerosene oil was applied to the wood 
and, after a brief pause, Richard Frost 
the father of Louise Frost, applied a 
match. 

For a moment but a little flickering 
flame arose, then the oil blazed up, sparks 
flew into the air, and the wood began te 
chackle. Almost instantly the negro’s 
trousers caught fire. Even though the 
flesh must have been scorched, he did not 
utter a sound. The flames crept slowly 
upward on his clothing, the sparks flew 
up in clouds of pale smoke. Porter 
turned his head and a frightful expres 
sion changed his face. With a sudden 
convulsive tugging he stretched his head 
as far froin the rapidly increasing flames 
as possible and uttered a cry of pain. 

“Oh, my God, let me go, men. I've 
got sumething more totell you. Pleas« 
let me go. Oh, my God, my God.” 

In terrible screeches these words, ths 
first he had uttered aloud, came from the 
negro. A terrible tugging at the chains 
a succession of awful 
screams, the negro’s agony was at last 
breaking down his sullencomposure. He 
begged and pleaded to beshot. Suddenly 
the rope holding his hands burned 
through. Then arms, head and shoul- 
ders slipped through the chains. Foran 
instant the body stood erect, the arms 
were raised in supplication while burn 
ing pieces of clothing dropped from them. 

The body then fell away from the fire, 
the head lower than the feet, still fas- 
tened tothe rail. The body was thenin 
such a position that only the legs were in 
the fire. 

The cries of the wretch were redoubled 
and he again begged to be shot. Some 
wanted to throw him over into the fire 
others tried to dash upon him. Boards

Throughout the affair™but little was 
said. As they had come prepared fo 
the avenging 300 people carried out 
their vlan coolly and deliberately. There 
was not a hitch in the entire proceeding. 
Not a weapon was drawn; there was no 
angry discussion. After the fire had 
burned low they told each other good 
night and they went home without stop- 
ping to discuss the affair. 

The negro had, since his confession 
been devoting every minute of daylight 
to the persual of a Bible given him by 
the Denver jailer. Even while waiting 
for his execution he sat by a bonfire read- 
ing from the gospel of St. Luke. Just 
before he was tied to the stake, upon 
a request for souvenirs, the boy tore the 
leaves from the Bible and distributed 
them among his executioners.

NEW CLASS OF YACHTS. 


Special 25 Footers to Be Built by 
Members of Larchmont Club. 


Several members of the Larchmont 
Yacht club are going to build boats for 
next season which they will race 
against each other, says the New York 
Sun. The class will be known as the 
“Larchmont special 25 footers,” and 
the designs have been made by Gard- 
ner & Cox. The dimensions are to be 
38 feet over ali, 25 feet on the water 
line, 10 feet 6 inches beam, 5 feet head 
room in the cabin, 4 feet 6 inches draft, 
and they will carry 1,000 square feet of 
eanvas. The least freeboard will be 2 
feet 3 inches. They will carry about 
three tons and a half of outside bal- 
last, and the centerboard will be below 
the cabin floor, so that the yachts will 
secure, it is believed, the advantages of 
a keel boat without its disadvantages. 
The cabin trunk will be 12 feet long by 
6 feet wide. 

The cabin will have a floor space of 8 
feet 9 inches long by 4 feet wide, 
clothes lockers in after end, forward of 
which will be transoms 3 feet wide and 
6 feet 6 inches long. On the port side, 
forward of transoms, there will be a 
toilet room containing a water closet 
and folding wash basin, and opposite 
on the starboard side there will be a 
buffet and lockers, with galley forward 
of them, all separated by bulkheads; 
also accommodations for one man with 
pipe berth forward of galley.

The Chinese officials mentioned in the 
decree are among the highest in China, 
and comprise most, if not all, of those 
against whom the powers demanded 
rigorous punishment.

Up, a wire coated dog, by Go Bang— 
Belle Duval, by Claude Duval, that, 
after sweeping the boards at the last 
New York show, was sent to England 
in the spring, says the New York Sun. 
Under the board of agriculture restric- 
tions Hands Up was in strict quaran- 
tine for nearly four months, and he did 
not face the judges until Oct. 16, 17 
and 18 at the annual event of the Ken- 
nel club in the Crystal palace, London, 
the largest bencb show held in Great 
Britain.

There were 
1,240 dogs benched at the Kennel club, 
although, as usual, otter hounds, fox- 
hounds and harriers were absent. 
Hands Up won first prize in the novice, 
second in the limit and fourth in the 
open Class. Roby Matchbox beat him 
in the limit, while the three put over 
Hands Up in the open, as named, were 
the Duchess of Newcastle’s Cackler of 
Notts, Roby Matchbox and Royston 
Remus. 

This is the first American bred fox- 
terrier to win in Great Britain, al- 
though August Belmont and others 
have sent dogs over. In its comments 
The Field speaks highly of Hands Up 
and states that he should have been 
placed third in the open class. 


Novel Use For Statues, 

A new use bas been found for the 
plaster of paris figures and statues that 
were displayed at the World’s fair in 
Chicago in 1893. Several weeks ago 
some of the composition was tested in 
the manufacture of sanitary ware at 
the Great Western Pottery works in 
Kokoma, Ind., and the experiment 
proved so satisfactory that the factory 
people have purchased several carloads 
of the material to be made into pottery, 
such as water closet basins, bathtubs, 
tanks, ete, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. The plaster of paris, with the 
proper mixture of other ingredients, 
affords excellent raw material for pot- 
tery ware. 


Ancient Manuscripts Found at Muk- 
den, 

The Russians have discovered at 
Mukden a large quantity of valuable 
oriental manuscript, which has been 
sent to St. Petersburg for examination, 
Says the New York Journal. It is be- 
lieved that these are manuscripts of 
the Russian great classics, plundered 
by the Mongols in their thirteenth cen- 
tury raids in Europe.

BANK DOORS CLOSED, 


Had Capital Stock of $100,000, but 
Double That Amount Was Stolen. 


Thieving Said to Have Been 
Going on For Years, 


Betrayzl by Jealous Woman Revealed What Bank 
Exeminers Failed to Discover. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 19.—The German Na- 
tional bank at Newport, Ky., was taken 
Possession of by United States Bank Ex- 
aminer Tucker yesterday and he posted 
a@ notice that the bank would remain 
closed pending an examination. Exam- 
iner Tucker also announced unofficially 
that Frank M. the individual 
bookkeeper and assistant cashier, was 
missing and that a partial investigation 
showed that Brown was short about 
$201,000. - 

Brown had been with the bank 18 years, 
Was one of the most trusted men ever 
connected with this old bank, and it is 
stated by the experts that his peculations 
extended back as far asl0 years. The 
capital stock of the bank is only $100,000. 
Brown's alleged shortage is double that 
amount and more than the reserve and 
all the ets, including the real estate. 
The First National bank of Newport was 
wrecked two years ago by Cashier Yout- 
sey and now, with the German National 
closed, Newport has only one bank left. 

For two weeks there have been rumors 
that Brown was short and some deposi- 
tors withdrew their acc Three 
weeks ago the bank examiners made a 
good statement for the bank, and the of- 
ficers and directors allayed suspicion by 
referring to the report of thise 
tion and to their last statement.

The only fare- 
well letter that Brown is known to have 
left was to this woman, and in this letter 
he admits that he had secured about all 
that he could get, and that the time had 
come to say farewell. Brown, it is said, 
was a great poker player, with the limit 
never too high, and he had been a plunger 
on horse racesforyears. His betson the 
races, it is reported, were frequently too 
high for the pool rooms in Covington, 
Ky., and he had brokers in both Chicago 
and New York. 

The officers of the bank areallof them 
wealthy and responsible men and they 
will be able to make the losses good. 
Among the directors is Paris C. Brown, 
the missing man’s father. 


Coasting Trade Is Prospering. 

Washington, Nov. 19.—The report of 
Commissioner of Navigation Chamber- 
lain says the past fiscal year has been the 
most prosperous period known to Ameri- 
can shipping for some years. Returns 
for the current fiscal year promise an 
even more satisfactory record. For the 
first time since the Civil war, the docu- 
mented tonnage of the United States ex- 
ceeds 5,000,000 gross tons. On June 30, 
1900, American documented tonnage co 
prised 23,333 vessels of 5,164,839 gross 
tons, an increase of 300,000 tons over the 
previous fiscal year. Our maximum ton- 
nage was 5,539,$13 tons in 1861. American 
vessels are almost wholly confined to the 
coasting trade.

NEEDS A CLEANING UP, 


Pekin Threatened With Epidemic Be- 
cause of Filthy Condition of City. 


Peace Envoys Are Making 
Considerable Progress. 


Conger Predicts Early Beginning of Negotia- 
tions For Preliminary Settlement. 


Pekin, Nov. 19.—Sanitary conditions 
nere are becoming serious. Since the 
foreign occupation many Chinese have 
died of smallpox and other infectious dis- 
eases. Fearing that their funerals would 
be interfered with they have kept most 
of the coflins containing their dead ip 
their houses and court yards. 

The question of removing garbage has 
become one of grave importance. Ags 
the natives are forbidden to deposit 
refuse in the streets there is now an 
enormous accumulation in their dwel- 
lings and yards, which threatens a seri 
ous epidemic. in view of the large num- 
ber of troops in and near the capital the 
consequences of such an outbreak would 
be frightful. Smallpox, which is always 
prevalent, is much more maiignant dur- 
ing the winter season, and the danger 
here is now alarmingly increased. 

The belief that the note of the powers 
to the Chinese commissioners, Prince 
Ching and Li Hung Chang, will be com- 
pleted soun is strengthened by the results 
of the recent informal conferences of the 
ministers of the powers. Mr. Conger, the 
United States minister, said to a corre- 
#pondent of the Associated Press yester- 
day: 

“The situation is apparently very fav- 
orable to the early beginning of negotia- 
tions for a preliminary settlement. I 
believe that the next meeting of the 
foreign envoys will virtually settle all 
points of difference between the represen- 
tatives of the powers, who wili lose no 
time in presenting the demands. 

“What the result will be it is impossible 
to foretell. Events have placed China 
in a very critical position. Whether she 
will be able to preserve her integrity and 
to save her trade relations with the rest 
of the world will depend upon what the 
powers demand in the final settlement 
and upon her willingness to accept 
promptly the conditions proposed. 

“It is quite unlikely, if not impossible, 
that the Chinese court will return to 
Pekin before next spring, but I do not an- 
ticipate any serious delay in the progress 
of the negotiations with the Chinese com- 
missioners, as they are in telegraphic 
communication with the court.” 

Military operations are virtually at a 
standstill. The German and Italian ex- 
peditions northward pussed through the 
Nan-Kau pass unopposed. 

As the outcome of the protest by Great 
Britain against the transfer of Yu Chang 
to the governorship of Wu Chang, this 
official will be replaced by a governor 
who is pro-foreign in his sympathies 

It is reported that General Ma, with 
10,000 men; General Fang, with 38000, and 
General Yu, with 6000, are marching to- 
ward the borders of the province of Chi 
Lito check the advance of the allies west- 
ward.

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VESSEL ALMOST CUT IN TWO. 


Story of the Wreck of the Mary P. Mosquita 
as Related by Her Captain. 

Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 13.—There was 
great rejoicing in the Portuguese section 
of this city yesterday over the arrival 
home of Captain Joseph P. Mosquita and 
crew of the schooner Mary P. Mosquita, 
which was run down by the Cunarder 
Saxonia about 27 miles south southeast 
of Thatcher's island on Oct. 27. Themen 
arrived in Boston yesterday on the 
gteamer Ultonia, from Liverpool, to 
which port they were carried after the 
vessel foundered. Captain Mosquita, 
who was seen soon after his arrival here, 
related the following story of the disas- 
ter: 

“We became engaged in market fishing | 
on the Georges. We had secured a good 
fare and headed for home Oct. 25. Calff! 
weather was expi 2 sages until the 27th, 
On that date, at 6 p. m., the Mosquita rhe 


lying becalmed, our course being north- 
northwest. The weather was foggy at 
the time, and our foghorn was being 
sounded three times every half minut 

“The watch reported that he hearga)} 
steamer's whistle. I immediately pfe- 
cured a torch and waved it from the 
deck. The steamer's green light could 
plainly be seen, but suddenly it disap- | 
peared and a red light shone out in its| 
place. Being becalmed it was impossible 
for us to do anything with our vessel. [ 
ordered the port boat lowered, and while} 
this was being done the Saxonia struck us| 
just forward of the main rigging on the] 
starboard side, cutting clean into the| 
hatches. The force of the collision caf- 
ried us along for a quarter of a mile bé- 
fore we stopped. Meanwhile the crew 
got into the boat. After stopping the 
Saxoni: ersed her screw and within 
half a minute after clearing from the} 
schooner the latter sank, going down bow 
first. 

“Fourteen of the crew piled into the} 
dory, and it fortunately being calm all| 
were picked up by the Saxonia’s boat, as | 
Was also another of the crew, Antonio! 
Rozo, who wasinthe water. Allthe men 
were saved except Alfred Brown, who it 
is thought was crushed to death In the 
collision. After the rescue the Saxonia 
kept on her course, landing the men at|

Governor Thomas Says We Har cf Like Oc- 
currences In All the States of the Union. 
Denver, Novy. 19.—At a mass meeting 

held here yesterday strong protests were 

made against the actions of the Limon 
mob that burned John Porter at the 
stake. The meeting was presided ove- 

by C. M. Hobbs, president of the ¥. M. C, 

A., and speeches were made by Governor 

Thomas and others. They all spoke in 

strong terms, condemning what was 


termed the “Limon atrocity,” and also, 


denounced the sersational display of 
newspaper stories concerning it. The 
audience was stirred at times almost to 
riotous demonstrations of approval. 
Resolutions adopted declare that how- 
ever much the negro by his crime merited 
death -no crime can justify recourse to 
such barbaric methods, and that while 
the action of the people of Lincoln county 
is attributed to excitement and passion, 
it is none the less condemned and dis- 
countenanced. Hope is expressed that 
a law will be speedily enacted in Colorado 
providing effective punishment for such 
crimes and providing punishment for any 
one taking part in a lynching. 

Governor Thomas, in the course of his 
remarks, said: “Thisis as civilizedacom- 
munity as any state in the Union, and in 
all of them we hear of occurrences like 
this when the people have been suddenly 
aroused to some such terrible act, when 
some such awful crime as this negro's 
cries to heaven for vengeance. For the 
agonized parents and for whatever they 
have done I have no words of blame or 
censure. Put ourselves in their places 
and we can understand their wild desire 
for vengeance.”

TAXRATE IN DANGER 


Milton Excited 0 Over a Town 
Meeting to be Held Thursday. 


Barrels of fun will be on tap at the 
Thursday Evening club of East Milton 
Thursday night, when a mock town 
meeting will be held. The call for 
the special meeting, which is.signed by 
Li Hung Chang, Aguinaldo, Sultan of 
Sul and Con Boss Tweed as Selectmen, 
contains nineteen articles, Nearly all 
of the articles call for large appropria- 
tions of money, and if carried wonld 
boost up Milton’s tax rate. For in- 
stance, $20,000 is wanted to remove a 
sidewalk from Elliot to Hillside street; 
$50,0000, to plant two rows of vege- 
tables on each side of the Boulevard 
$500,000, to give steady employment to 
the inhabitants of Scotch woods; $19,- 
000 to pay damages caused by barking 
dogs ; $100,000 to remodel the old East 
achool building and present it to the 
Thursday Evening club; $20,000 to 
build a twelve-foot fence around the 
estate of a horse dealer, that he may 
‘keep hig horses on his own lawn. 

Then there are articles calling for 
$1.62 to build a bath house on Blue 
Hill; to equip the watering and tip 
carts of the town with pneumatic tires; 
to purchase awnings for the gravel 
pits, so as to make it more comfortable 
for the employes when discussing the 
advisability of getting a larger appro- 
priation for the Street Department next 
year; to purchase cushing tires for 
the team roller, and to purchase a 
tower bell and striker, said bell and 
striker to be used in alarming the citi- 
zens of Milton of the fact that $11 on a 
thousand is an exhorbitant tax for the 
benefits derived.

Opinion That Allies Are Getting Into a Most | Cashier of a Yermont Bank Must Make Good) arms, is hugged to his mother’s

Washington, Nov. 20.—Little attempt 
is made by our government to conceal 
its impatience at the course things are 
taking in China. In its opinion all the 
allies are playing a losing game, and 
placing themselves in a most humiliating 
position by first demanding impossibili- 
ties and then retreating from the de- 
mands, and thus exposing themselves to 
the contempt of China, for their vacillia- 
tion. 

It was obvious in Washington from the 
outset that the Chinese emperor would 
not concede the decapitation of a num- 
ber of dignitaries more powerful than 
he. and the degradation of the dowager 
empress, because, whether he wished to 
do these things or not, they were physi- 
cal impossibilities. Moreover, if he had 
attempted to carry out such a program, 
it would have speedily have brought 
about his assassination, and then the 
civilized powers would have no authority 
in China to treat with, for Kwang Su’s 
successor would undoubtedly have can- 
celled the commissions of the peace en- 
voys. 

As to the proposed armed expedition 
to Si-Ngan, it is regarded here as a 
crazy idea. It would call for, at the 
lowest estimate, an allied army of 1,000,- 


000 men, and its success would ar unt, 
in plain terms, te conquering China. The 


dismemberment of the Chinese empire, 
which must inevitably follow such an 
enterprise, could not but bring on a Eu- 
ropean war, with disaster to one or more 
of the western powers. 

Meanwhile, it looks to Washington as 
if all the vengeance that any one could 
demand has already been wreaked upon 
the Chinese people. Their women and 
children have been slaughtered, and two 
of the ri ties in the world have 
been doand partly destroyed. It 
seems to the United States government 
as if there had been enough of this revel 
of blood, fire and pillage. It isevidently 
not the intention of the administration, 
however, to cut loose from the concert. 
The belief here is that our influence for 
right and decency wil! be the more potent 
for our staying in the international 
councils, as our stepping out 
doubtless be the signal for more extreme 
attempted.

His rugged and 
independent character opens up a pos- 
sibility of activity absolutely contrary 
to the opinions of his representatives in 
Marseilles, but it is thought unlikely 
that he will issue a declaration of any 
kind before reaching Holland. 

Marseilles, itself, except for the pres- 
ence of Boers, pro-Boer deputations and 
journalists, does not bear the aspect of 
a city about to indulge in a great demon- 
stration. Hardly a flag is’ visible any- 
where. Some notion of the fecling of 
the inhabitants, however, may be gath- 
ered from the appearance of an article 
in a local paper, comparing Mr. Kruger

There are 50,000 persons in Boston 
who refuse to wear feathers in their 
hats. But they are not all women, for 
there are many male members of the 
Audubon societies which held their 
first congress at Cambridge the other 
afternoon. 

They constitute an organized protest 
against the use of birds in millinery, 
says the New York Telegram. Hither- 
to their work has been on the lines of 
lessening the demand for the plumes. 
It was realized that the plume hunters 
Were prompted to what the Audubon- 
ites call a fell deed by a very natural 
motive of profit. 

About all that has been required of 
the members was to sign a pledge not 
to wear feather millinery. Each socie- 
ty was an independent body, with a 
membership of more than 50,000. The 
other day’s congress, attended by dele- 
gates from as far away as Illinois and 
the District of Columbia, took steps to 
form some sort of a league. 

It is proposed to. Institute a bird 
study scheme suggested by Frank M. 
Chapman to include an annual summer 
gathering modeled on the Chautauqua 
idea. Both the schemes were so well 
received that it is believed they will be- 
come a part of the Audubon society 
programme. A committee to formulate 
a plan for carrying the ideas into effect 
is to be chosen by President Charles 
Sedgwick Minot.

CHINESE WAR NOTES. 


The anclent Chinese custom of clos- 
ing the gates of Peking at sundown is 
temporarily at least suspended, and 
now the wayfarer can come or go at 
any hour he pleases provided he can 
explain matters to the sentries, writes 
the Peking correspondent of the St 
Louis Globe-Democrat. In the olden 
days the rule was very rigidly enforced 
and was a constant inconvenience. Per- 
sons who drove into the country and 
tarried after sunset were locked out 
for the night, and the same luck fell to 
the traveler who arrived late. The 
Chinese had ways of leaving the city 
at night, but few Europeans ever tried 
or succeeded. There are notable in- 
stances where the rule was enforced 
against ministers and high officials, 
and it was a standing injunction to the 
newcomer to look out and avoid trou- 
ble. As a matter of fact, few persons 
try to pass the gates at night in these 
strict times of provost law, but the 
way is open if they seek to go. 


It develops, after all, that the Japa- 
nese and Americans were responsible 
for the early movement on Peking. 
The Japanese were ready and anxious. 
to move, the British said they lacked 
preparation, and the Russians were 
indecisive. At the final conference of 
generals in Tien-tsin General Chaffee’s 
voice carried the day. The generals 
were discussing the situation, and 
when it got to the American he simply 
said, “My orders are to go to Peking, 
and, by —, I’m going!” If he had 
hesitated, the Japanese would have 
been forced to abandon their plan for 
an immediate movement. 


The Mohammedans in the Indian ar- 
my have found useful and convivial 
companions in the Chinese followers of 
the prophet. The Chinese Mohamme- 
dans in north China seem to have had 
but little part in the uprising as far as 
general observation shows, and many 
of them are in the refugee camps and 
coolie corps. They seem to have been 
largely engaged in the junk traffic on 
the Pei-Ho and the retail trade of Tien- 
tsin and Peking. Students of China 
commend them as peace loving and 
honest, which is a contradiction of pop- 
ular notion as tothem. Their mosques 
seem undisturbed, and they appear to 
have remained aloof in the recent cri- 
sis. Many of them know the Arabic of 
the Koran and through it have been 
able to converse with their brethren in 
religion in the Indian army. They are 
Chinese in general appearance and 
mode of living, but they adhere to the 
customs of their creed. 


The most oddly gowned fighting men 
in China are the French marines and 
sailors. They wear blue fatigue uni- 
forms made of a kind of duck, and it is 
precisely the same in appearance as the 
common Chinese duck. In fact, small 
detachments of French have been fired 
on as Chinese. They have ark helmets 
that were originally white and for 
some reason that is not clear cover the 
front half of them with blue duck. 


Aside from some trouble arising from 
ereed and caste, the British commissa- 
riat does not have much difficulty feed- 
ing the Indian troops. The latter do 
not care for more than one big meal a 
day and do not eat a very large amount 
at that. The Europeans and Americans 
suffer hardship if they are not given 
food three times a day, but the Indians 
can keep going where they would be 
faint and fatigued.

Reynolds, better known as Dolly Rey- 
nolds, who was found with her skuil 
crushed in a room at the Grand hotel 
in New York city on Aug. 15, 1890. Ken- 
nedy is now in Sing Sing prison under 
sentence of death.

New York, Nov. 21.—Heavy winds and

Indians Handicapped by Disease. 

Washington, Nov. 21—Indian Agent 
Getchell of the Devil's Lake agency, Fort 
Totten, N. D., has reported on the second 
outbreak of smallpox at and near Rolls, 
N. D., and the restitution of the Indians. 
The crops are nearly a failure and the 
people have been prevented by the quar- 
antine from doing the.usual work from 
which to get theirsupplies. Sixty thou- 
sand pounds of pork and large rations of 
beans, coffee, tea, rice, etc., are asked to 
be sent at once. 


De'ayed by Snow and Fog. 

Cleveland, Nov. 21.—Navigation on the 
Great Lakes is practically at a stand- 
still, owing to snowstorms on the upper 
lakes and dense fogs on Lake Erie. <A 
number of vessels have not been heard 
from for five days, and are undoubtedly 
at anchor waiting for the weather to 
clear. This will mean the shortening 
of the season’s work by one trip for 
many of the ore and grain carriers, and 
will decrease the profits of the year very 
materially. 


Speedy Resumption of Conference Unlikely. 

Ottawa, Nov. 21.—It will be impossible 
for the ninth parliament of Canada to 
arrange for an immediate resumption of 
the Washington commission, as tele- 
graphed from Washington. If the con- 
ference is resumed it assuredly will not 
be until well on in the summer, and there 
is no certainty as to the subjects that will 
come up for decision. The confercnce, 
in any case, will merely take up the 
thread of negotiations where they were 
dropped. 


Germany Is Rewarded. 

London, Noy. 21.—In return for the 
support given by Germany to Belgium, in 
obtaining for the latter a settlement at 
Tientsin consisting of a strip of land on 
the left bank of the Pei-Ho, King Leo- 
pold, as sovereign of the Congo Free 
State, has agreed to the rectification of 
the frontier, near Lake Kivu, between 
German East Africa and the Congo Free 
State, in favor of Germany, thus ter- 
minating a boundary dispute. 


Cotton Mill Operatives Give In. 

Charlotte, N. C., Noy. 21.—The big cot- 
ton mill operatives’ strike in Alamance 
county has been declared off. The strike 
had been in force about three months 
and several thousand hands were in- 
volved. This is the third strike re- 
cently among cotton mill workers in 
North Carolina, and the mill owners in 
each Instance have been the winners. 


To Utilize Friendly Fillpinos. 

Manila, Nov. 21.—General MacAbolos, 
the former Filfpino chief, is prepared to 
start in pursuit of Aguinaldo, with 100 
picked natives, supported by American 
troops. Other rebel Filipinos will be 
used in campaigning in the country, as 
they are ready if the authorities will ac- 
cept their services. Aguinaldo is sup- 
posed to be in northern Luzon. 


Democrats Claim Irregularity. 

St. Paul, Nov. 21—The Pioneer Press 
says: It is understood that Governor 
Lind has decided to contest the elction 
of S. R. Van Zant, whose plurality on the 
face of the returns is about 2500, but the 
Democrats claim irregularity in the 
count. and that the regular count will 
show a plurality for Lind. 


No Work For Night Force. 

Cleveland, Noy. 21—All the night men 
employed at the Newburg mill of the 
American Wire and Steel company, in 
this city, have been laid off. About 1000 
men are affected by the order. The 
officials of the company refuse to make 
any statement concerning the matter,

WEATHER INTERFERED 


With Plans of French and Boer Dele- 
gates For Reception of Kruger. 


Waited In Vain For Appear- 
ance of the Gelderland. 


—_—_——- 


Crowd Which Turned Qut to Welcome Oom 
Paul Lost Day’s Work For Nothing. 


Marseilles, Nov. 22.—The Dutch cruiser 
Gelderland, having board former 
President Kruger of the South African 
Republic, is reported to be off Toulon. A 
blunder in the calculations of the time 
the Gelderland would require between 
Port Said and Marseilles resulted in the 
fizzling out yesteurday of the intended 
cemonstration, and imperilled the suc- 
cess of the receptiontoday. The French 
reception committee did not take into 
account the gale that is sweeping the 
Mediterranean and the low speed of the 
Gelderland, but allowed all their ar- 
| rangementg to stand. 

The Boer“delegates, victims of the or- 
ganizing committee, awaited expectantly 
at their hotel from early morning until 
the afternoon for the arrival of the 
cruiser. For several hours the car- 
riage intended for Mr. Kruger remained 
at the entrance of the hotel, the horses, 
which were decorated with rosettes of 
Boer cologs, pawing the ground impa- 
tiently, until the equipage was dismissed. 
Various delegations and societies that 
had assembled at the landing stage re- 
mained through heavy showers until 
they realized, in the non-signalling of the 
Gelderland, that their presence was fu- 
tile. Then they disbanded. 

The fiasco was unfortunate because 
thousands among the conceurse will 
shrink from the possibility of losing an- 
other day. Yesterday's crowds were 
for the greater part made up of working- 
men and shopkeepers, who lost money 
by attending the gathering, and who are 
not likely to repeat the experiment. 

Bad weather and the element of un- 
certainty as to the time of Mr. Kruger's 
landing kept many thousands even yes- 
terday fromtheroute. Thirty thousand 
would be a generous estimate of the 
crowd which was massed thickly af sev- 
ereal points, while only sparse assemblies 
were to be seen elsewhere. 

The French and the Boer delegates 
were all greatly disappointed, especially 
as up to a late hour no news had been 
received of the Gelderland’s entry into 
the harbor. No importance is attached 
to the report of an injury to her ma- 
chinery. The theory is that she is 
merely going slowly, in consequence of 
the heavy sea, which is chiefly responsi- 
ble for the delay. 

The attitude of yesterday's concourse, 
while unanimously favorable to Mr. 
Kruger and the Boers, was nevertheless 
quite free from anything offensive to the 
British, which tended to enhance the 
absurdity of a noisy promenade along 
the principal boulevards last evening by 
a score of anti-British youths, whose ef- 
forts led to no disorder whatever.

DARING HOLDUP BY BANDITS 


Train Brought to a Stands'ill While They 
Unsuccessfully Workcd on Safe. 

St. Louis, Nov. 22.—News was received 
here last night of the holding up of the 
Iron Mountain cannon ball passenger 
train, north-bound, at Gifford, Ark., a 
few miles this side of Malvern Junction. 
The hold-up occurred at 7:30 o'clock, and 
was participated in by half a dozen men. 

The bandits had built a huge bonfire 
on the track, undoubtedly figuring that 
it would cause the engineer to bring 
the train to a standstill. He, however, 
scenting an attempted robbery, opened 
the throttle and sought to push through 
the flery obstruction. Several ties, of 
which the fire was made, caught in the 
pilot and soon brought the train to a 
stop. Instantly, three masked men or- 
dered the engineer and fireman to leave 
the engine at once. ‘Another robber 
went on the side of the car, hailed the 
conductor and ordered him to remain 
inside. Each order was ubeyed. 

While the four robbers were standing 
guard and occasionally firing a shot to 
frighten the passengers, their two ac- 
complices entered the express car and or- 
dered Messenger Avery to “step aside 
or get to the other corner.”” The large 
safe was charged five times with dyna- 
mite, each explosion making a ter- 
rific noise, and tearing off portiorms of the 
car. A large hole was bored into the 
door of the safe, but an entrance could 
not be effected. The robbers announced 
that they had no more dynamite and 
then they gave up the task of forcing 
open the door. 

Then, picking up the local express box 
and several packages, they ran to their 
horses, which had been hitched nearby, 
and rode away. 

No attempt was made to disturb or mo- 
lest the passengers, except for an oc- 
casional shot at an inquisitive person 
who peered out of a car window. 

The sheriff of Hot Springs county or- 
ganized a posse and started at once in 
pursuit of the robbers. The train crew 
say the bandits are amateurs, as they 
went to their work in a bungling fashion. 
All wore heavy masks. The trainmen 
say that the small box carried off by the 
robbers contained about $500. It is 
positively known that the robbers se- 
cured several sacks of silver. 


CAMPA'GN IN PHILIPPINES. 


General MacA-:thur Tells of the Facto:s 
Contriiuay to Renewed Activity. 

Manila, Novy. 22.—General MacArthur 
was asked yesterday whether the result 
of the presidential election in the United 
States was in any way responsible for 
the orders to push operations against the 
Filipinos. He replied that the result of 
the election was merely coincident with 
other features of the situation. He 
added that the return of the soldiers and 
marines from China, with the recruits 
arrived recently, would increase the 
number of troops to 70,000 men. The en- 
largement of the forces, the ending of 
the rainy season, better roads, improved 
transportation and the desire to make 
the most efticient use of the volunteers 
before their term of service expires in 
June, are all contributory to the most 
active campaign. Concerning the re- 
placing of 35,000 volunteers, General Mac- 
Arthur said he favors the establishment 
of a standing army of 75,000 men, and 
authorizing the president to increase 
{t to 100,000 men. 

The general also said he was enlarging 
the force in General Young's district to 
nearly 7000 men; that heavy reinforce- 
ments were being sent to General 
Hughes, in the island of Panay; that 
more troops had been ordered to southern 
Luzon, and that various column move- 
ments had been planned. 

Soldiers and marines who have re- 
turned from China are selling quantities 
of curios looted from the residences of 
the nobility or wealthy persons at Pekin 
and Tientsin. Many of them are val- 
uable and ridiculously cheap, and a num- 
ber of presents of such loot have been 
mailed to the United States for Christ- 
mas presents. 


Facul'y’s Wishes Resp~cted. 

Medford, Mass., No’. 22.—The old-time 
flag rush of Tufts college was abolished 
yesterday by a joint vote of the classes. 
The action was taken In accordance with 
the manifest wishes of the faculty, for 
whom President Capen spoke plainly, 
The sad affair at the Technology rush 
had in no wise affected the minds of the 
Tufts students against their own rush, 
and the usual preparations were in pro- 
gress. 


Three Killed by Runaway Cars. 

Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 22.—A string 
of empty tram cars broke loose and ran 
away inthe Sloss mines. Superintendent 
Thompson was run over and instantly 
killed. Two men, who were working 
nearby, were struck by two cars which 
jumped the track and crushed to death. 


Damages Reduced From $10,000 to a Cent. 

Washington, Nov. 22.—In the criminal 
court yesterday, a verdict of 1 cent dam- 
ages was rendered in the case brought 
by W. T. Ferguson, a colored man, 
against P. B. Chase, proprietor of a lo- 
cal theatre, for $10,000 for ejection from 
the theatre last November. 


More Typhus at Copenhagen, 
Copenhagen, Nov. 22.—The typhus 
epidemic here is assuming serious pro- 
portions. Twenty new and serious cases 
were officially reported yesterday.

THE UNPAID BILLS. 


H. A. Kelth, the aaieeur in 1899, 
Seeks Light. 


To the Editor of the Ledger: 

At various times during the year you 
have referred to ‘‘bills of 1899 in ex- 
cess of the appropriations,’’ conveying 
the impression that the executive de- 
partments of the year in which I was 
the Mayor were negligent or extrava- 
gant. One would think that appropri- 
ations were never exceeded until that 
year, 

It is understood, among those who 
know, that the bills for which the 
Council has just made an apprepriation 
two weeks before the election, are un- 
paid bills of 1897, "98 and "99, but the 
public do not know that and it looks as 
if some people did not want them to 
know it. 

Furthermore it is understvod that a 
large part of the excess was in the ap- 
propriation for schools, over which the 
Mayor does not have any control, and 
another part was in the appropriation 
for the support of poor, in which the 
expenditures cannot be much controlled 
and the payment of them cannot be re- 
fused, 

I, therefore, ask that you publish in 
Monday a list of these bills, showing 
the year in which they were incurred, 
the persons to whom the money is 
due, the amount of the bills, and the 
departments to which the same are 
chargeable. You can easily obtain the 
information,

The bills above, which have been be- 
fore the City Council most of the year, 
show that Commissioner Cavanagh did 
exceed his Highway appropriaiton by 
$170.20, and that after the questionable 
transfer of $5,000 from Sewer construc- 
tion. That he expended $27,000.75 
up to Jan. 1, 1900; that $686. 13 had 
been added upto Nov. 1, 1900, on 
account of last year, and that $170.20 
more is to be paid this month by the 


recent vote of the Council, While 
Commissioner Cavanagh expended 
nearly $28,000 for streets, his predeces- 


sor in 1898, Mr. Knowlton, expended less 
than $21,000, and in 1897 less than 
$20,000.

Poisonous Effects of Weariness, 

The eating of “high” game is un- 
doubtedly attended with risks, and the 
poisonous effects are probably due to 
the toxins produced in the earlier 
stages of the putrefactive process. The 
advantage, of course, of hanging game 
is that the flesh becomes tender and 
decidedly more digestible than when 
it is quite fresh. The ripening proc- 
ess, however, may mean the elabora- 
tion of toxins. 

It has been stated that the produc- 
tion of the characteristic flavors of 
game is related directly to the amount 
of sulphuretted hydrogen or sulphur 
alcohol set free, but it is rather re- 
pulsive to think that the delicate flavor 
of game is dependent upon that invari- 
able product of decomposition of rot- 
ten eggs—sulphureted hydrogen. The 
smell evolved during cooking of “high” 
game is even more disgusting. 

Fresh game sometimes sets up mys- 
terlous poisonous symptoms which 
have been attributed to the fact of the 
game having been overhunted and 
fatigued. Faticue products indeed 
have been separated from overhunted 
game which, when injected into a 
healthy animal, have produced marked 
poisonous effects. There is no doubt 
that fatigue products under certain cir- 
cumstances are also elaborated in the 


of self poisoning, characteristic symp- | 
toms of which are headache, stupor | 
and gastric and Intestinal pains. The | 
flesh of overdriven cattle may prove 
poisonous from the same cause.— 
Lancet.

GROWTH IN AMERIOA DISOUSSED. 


The Present the Most Prosperous 
Year Since the Civil War—Pros- 
pects For the Opening Century 
Even Better—Work That Is Under 
Way—Cramp on the Variag. 


The eighth annual meeting of the So- 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers closed the other night with 
a banquet of the members at Delmoni- 
co's, says the New York Sun. 

Clement A. Griscom, president of the 
International Navigation company, who 
was again re-elected president of the 
society, said that this had been the 
most prosperous year for shipbuilding 
in the United States since the outbreak 
of the civil war and predicted that the 
century about to begin would witness 
a development of the industry which 
would respond to the high hopes of the 
members of the society when it was 
founded. 

“During the fiscal year of the gov- 
ernment which ended in June,” said 
Mr. Griscom, “S0 steel steam vessels of 
167,948 gross tons were built in the 
United States. These figures are mod- 
est compared with Great Britain's out- 
put of 57 steel steam vessels of 1,341,- 


| 425 gross tons during the year, but they 


are full of encouragement when put 
beside the fact that during the previous 
nine years the United States built only 


| 574,802 gross tons of these types. Near- 


ly all our shipyards have been busy, 
every large plant has increased Its ca- 
pacity, and several new shipyards have 
been established and equipped for the 
construction of the largest merchant 
and war The new ship and 
engine building yard of noble propor- 
tions on the Delaware is prepared for 
work, and its novel applications of me- 
chanical science to shipbuilding have 
already aroused the Interest of the stu- 
dents of marine architecture here and 
abroad. A new and extensive plant

| on the Pacitic coast will soon begin 


operations, and on the Thames in Con- 
necticut the keels of two of the largest 
steamships ever built will soon be 
laid. Plants in the south are increas- 


| Ing their-facilities, and under favorable 


conditions steel shipbuilding promises 
to become one of our distinctively na- 
tional industries.” 

Since the fiscal year ended in June, 
Mr. Griscom said, there had been 
launched, begun or contracted for, 78 
steel steamships of 350,000 gross ton- 
nage. These included 10 ocean steam- 
ships, each of 10,000 gross tons or 
more. Some of this work, he sald, 
would extend over two years, but in- 
side of 12 months five-sevenths of It 
would be completed. Next year, Mr. 
Griscom said, would show an increase 
over this year as great as the record 
of this year exceeded those of previous 
years. 

In discussing the causes that have 


| led to the wonderful growth of ship- 
| building in this country, Mr. Griscom 


said: 

“Most familiar among those causes 
has been the liberal and continuous 
expenditure of the government on the 
navy. Since 1884-5 71 vessels of over 
360,000 tons displacement, not includ- 
ing many torpedo boats and torpedo 
boat destroyers, have been built or or- 
dered for the navy. The vessels un- 
der construction aggregate 113,326 tons 
displacement, namely: Six battleships, 
4 monitors, 6 protected cruisers, 16 tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and 15 torpedo 
boats, making a total of 47. The total 
value now under construction for the 


| United States navy for hulls and ma- 


chinery alone involyes an expenditure 
of $33,700,000. Fourteen vessels have 
beea authorized, but not -yet begun, 
namely: Five battleships, six armored 
crulsers and three protected cruisers, 
aggregating 179,800 tons displacement 
The hulls and machinery alone will 
cost approximately $50,400,000, a great- 
er amount than is involved in the en- 
tire construction of the merchant 
steamships of 24 months to which 1] 
have referred.

stimulated shipbuilding beyond the ex- 
pectations of the sanguine a few years 
ago. Without transgressing any un- 
written rule of the society in its discus- 
sions I feel justified in stating that 
among the causes which are now stim- 
ulating our shipping interests may be 
included the growing popular national 
sentiment that the United States should 
no longer remain at the tail of the pro- 
cession of commercial nations on the 
seas.” 

The remarks of Mr. Griscom were 
greeted with hearty applause. He was 
followed by Charles H. Cramp of Phil- 
adelphia, who read a paper on the re- 
cent performance of the Russian cruls- 
er Variag. Mr. Cramp designed the 
Variag. He thought that the unfavor- 
able conditions under which the trial 
of the cruiser was made warranted the 
subject being brought to the attention 
of the members of the society. Mr. 
Cramp assigned these reasons for the 
extraordinary performance of the ves- 
The adaptation of the cruiser’s 
model to the attainment of high speed,

House Will Set New Measure Before the Sen- 
ate at Earliest Possible Moment. 


Washington, Nov. 23.—Senator Elkins 
is in town and has decided views as to the 
duties of congress. As a former sec- 
retary of war his army compromise pro- 
posal is of interest. 

“I think the solution of the army ques- 
tion,” he says, “will be the passage of a 
bill amending the present law s0 as to 
extend the existing strength of the army 
for two years from the first of July next. 
In two years quiet will have been re- 
stored in the Philippines and Aguinaldo 
wil lhave been forgotten. There won't be 
any criticism of a proposal which simply 
extends the army without making it per- 
manently large.” 

“I shall favor as large an army as the 
president wants,” said John A. T. Hull, 
chairman of the military affairs’ com- 
mittee of the house, on his arrival inthis 
city. 

“I have had no opportunity yet to dis- 
cuss the matter with the president. My 
own ideas are that there should be an 
army of 96,000 enlisted men, organized 
so that it can be reduced to a minimum 
of about 51,000. These figures are ex- 
clusive of off.cers. My purpose now is

SUCCUMBED TO HEART FAILURE. 


Death at London of Sir Artnur Sulivan, 
the Famous Composer. 

London, Nov. 23.—Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
the musical composer, died of heart fail- 
ure yesterday. He had been ailing since 
he returned from Switzerland in the mid- 
dle of September. He caught a chill 
and his chest and lungs became af- 


there 
fected, but it was not believed his heart 
was diseased. His illness passed 


through several rallies and relapses, un- 
til, a fortnight ago, he took to his bed. 
He was, apparently, again convalescing, 
and was sitti¢g up in bed, laughing and 
talking, just before he expired. 

Sir Arthur was born in London May 
13, 1842. His father, Thomas Sullivan, 
an Irishman, was a bandmaster, and in 
later life the principal professor at 
Kneller hall, the institution where the 
British military bands receive their in- 
struction. He died when Sir Arthur was 
a lad. His mother was Mary Coghler, 
of an old Italian family. She died in 
1882. The musical education of the boy 
began almost with his birth. He re- 
corded the fact that at 8 years of age 
he had overcome all tre difficulties of 
playing the various instruments. 

“Pinafore,” “Patience,” ‘‘The Mikado” 
and “The Yeoman of the Guard” were 
Sir Arthur Seymour Sullivan’s patents 
to the title prince of comic opera; while 
more serious compositions, like 
Lost Chord,” Tennyson's “At the Win- 
dow,” the hymn “Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers” and “The Golden Legend,’ ‘will 
give him more enduring fame.

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ACCIDENT OR MURDER? 


Suspicious Circumstances Attending Death 
of italian Found on Railroad Track. 

Pawtucket, R. I., Nov. 23.—Alexander 
Zeolo, an Italian, 28 years of age, em- 
ployed by a contractor in this city, was 
found dead on the Consolidated road 
early last evening. The police reported 
that Zeolo, in company with his brother 
and another fellow countryman, were 
walking along the track toward Provi- 
dence when they saw an approaching 
train, and stepping from the track Alex- 
ander was struck by a train going in 
the opposite direction, while the other 
two men escaped. 

People living in the neighborhood, how- 
ever, report that two or three men were 
engaged in a fight on the track about 
that time, and that one of the men was 
knocked down and they advance the 
theory that Zeolo might have been the 
man who was knocked down and struck 
by the train while he was unconscious. 
It is likely that there will be an investiga- 
tion and the facts made clear as to 
whether the Zeolo party was engaged in 
a fight or that other people were seen 
by the residents of that neighborhood. 

One fact that adds some weight to the 
foul play theory is that neither the en- 
gineer of the train that is supposed to 
have killed the man nor of any other 
train has reported the accident. There 
is a crossing near the place where the 
body was found, and it seems almost 
impossible that the accident could have 
happened without attratcing the en- 
gineer's attention, 


Joe Wheeler a Grand Army Man. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—From his home in 
the south came Gencral Joseph Wheeler

Narrow'y Escaped Dea h. 

Chatham, Mass., Nov. 23.—Captain 
George W. Bloomer of the yacht Flossie 
was crossing Chatham bay while a heavy 
sea was running, and he was washed 
overboard by the mountainous waves. 
He secured a firm hold on some of the 
ropes and held on while he drifted sea- 
ward.

With 
considerable difficulty he was resuscitat- 
ed. 


One May Die From Burns. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—Three persons were 
sent to the hospital last night suffering 
from burns received in a fire at the resi- 
dence of Benjamin Cole, that was caused 
by a leaky kerosene lamp. Mrs. Cole’s 
dress caught fire from the blazing oil, and 
she was badly burned. Mrs. White, 
in attempting to extinguish the flames, 
was terribly blistered, and her injuries 
may result fatally. Mr.eCole also was 
badly burned. 


Sentenced en Five Counts. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—Everett F. Martin 
was yesterday sentenced to the house of 
correction for a term of two years by 
Judge Bishop. ‘The indictment against 
Martin contained 12 counts of larceny, to 
five of which he pleaded guilty. It was 
upon those he was sentenced. The other 
cases against him were placed on file. 
Martin is 28 years old, and is a son of 
Water Commissioner Martin. 


Died With Startling Suddenness. 

Exeter, N. H., Nov. 23.—Rev. James H. 
Fitts, for 20 years pastor of the Congre- 
gational churck in Newflelds, was con- 
versing with a neighbor in his yard when 
he dropped to the ground, dead, as 
a result of heari disease. Mr. Fitts rey 
resented South Newmarket in the legis- 
lature of 1895, and was the principal 
agent in effecting its change of name to 
Newfields.

EMERGENCY RATIONS TEST. 
A Condensed Milk Wafer Being 

Tried by Captain Foster. 

Captain Fred W. Foster and 25 troop- 
ers of the Eighth United States cayal- 
ry recently left Fort Reno, O. T., for a 
ten days’ march through the Caddo 
Indian co to make a second test 
of the emergency rations, says a Wichi- 
ta (Kan.) dispatch to the New York 
Post. The test will be a novel one, as 
the three cakes of sweet chocolate 


which constituted a part of the rations 
tested on the march to Fort Sill will be 
omitted, and a preparation composed 
of condensed milk will be substituted. 
They will also make a more severe test 
of a meat compound, a food prepara- 
tion prepared under the direction and 
supervision of the war department. 

Captain Foster is of the opinion that 
the condensed milk food will prove to 
be a great success and give better sat- 
isfaction than the chocolate, which was 
of little service during the test just 
tompleted. The milk food is made up 
In the form of wafers, and when dis- 
solved with water it forms a kind of 
soup. Soldiers who have tried the 
preparation say it is palatable and af- 
fords considerable nourishment. A de- 
tailed report of both tests will be sent 
to the war department soon by Captain 
Foster.

Fine Fisheries Exhibit — Strange

Work on the Pan-American exposi- 
tion grounds at Buffalo has been push-} 
ed so steadily of late that already 
many of the buildings show even in 
detail the wonderful architecture and 
harmony of color which it was prom- 
ised would be a main feature of the 
enterprise, says the New York Times. 
The framework of the principal build- | 
ings has been covered with staff, and 
the staff itself is receiving the varied 
tints and brilliant hues which, together 
with the novel architecture, will dis-| 
tinguish this exposition from any other 


that has ever preceded it. So radical 
is the departure in this respect that 
this feature in itself will mark a new 
era in exposition building. 

One of the instructive as well as 
interesting vttractions at the exposi- 
tion will be the exhibits that are meant 
to tamil ize the people of all America 


with the food products of both Ameri- 
can continents. These exhibits in them- 
will be housed in a _ building 
which measures over a third of a mile 
in circumference. The development of 
for example, will be shown 
“from blossom to cup.”

Genuine bay rum is made from the 
leaf of the bay tree, distilled with pure 

Santa Cruz rum. The bay tree is a 
‘eat very handsome evergreen forest 
tree having thick, lustrous foliage. In 
general appearance it somewhat re- 
sembles the linden. It is a native of 
the West Indies, attaining its greatest 
perfection in the island of St. 
The leaves may be gathered at any 
time during the year, but the best re- 
sults are obtained in the month of Ju- 
ly. A peculiarity of the tree is that it 
does not bear cultivation, but prefers a 
wild, rocky hillside, where it apparent- 
ly lives upon moisture derived from 
the atmosphere. Certainly the

In Which All the South American 
Republics May Become Involved, 


Chile Rejects Principle of 
Compulsory Arbitration, 


Bolivia, Peru, Argenting and Bragil May 
Align Themselves Against Her. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—It is announced 
in official diplomatic quarters here that 
in the debates before the Latin-American 
congress, Whose sessions have just been 
concluded, the principle of compulsory 
arbitration, urged by the Peruvian dele- 
gates, was approved by almost unani- 
mous vote, Chile alone holding out and 
rsainsttheactiontaken. The 
discussion not only favored compulsory 


protesting 


arbitration in disputes between the 
American republics, but also provided 
that guarantees shall be given for the 
faithful performance of the conclusions 
reached by the arbitration tribunal. 
Aside from the immediate question In- 
volved, the decision of the congress is 
regarded in South American quarters 
as significant of the alignment of the 
southern republics on the {increasing dif- 
ferences which have arisen of late, and 
which are threatening to bring about a 
general crisis, involving most, if not all, 
of the South American countries. Sev- 
eral events have occurred recently in- 
videspread movement. Peru 
has been ma desperate efforts to re- 
gain her provinces of ‘Tacona and Arica, 
which are a sert of border hostage held 
for the last 10 years by Chile. Bolivia 1s 
involved in the same controversy, as she 
ha st her seacoast to Chile, and {s now 
scek to save apartofit.

About a month ago Chile adopted the

of adopting a system like that of Chile, 
and Peru, which now has only 2000 sol- 
diers, hag taken steps to havea general 
enlisted in its national guard, 

Zut the chief concern has been eX+ 
din Argentina and Brazil, and it 
{is the feeling in those countries that the 
powerful armaments of Chile are not re- 
quired against such enfeebled states as 
Peru, Bolivia, Equador and the other 
northern republics, but will be used 
against Chile’s more powerful neighbors 
in the south. Argentina and Chile are 
greparated by along boundary line, which 
is now in dispute. The boundary has 
frequently threatened an armed con- 
flict, aud each country has been steadily 
increasing its armament, land and naval. 

It is estimated by one of the prominent 
observers in Washington that each 
country has spent about $50,000,000 on

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armament during the last 10 years. Bra- 
zil recently has been brought into the 
alignment by a cordial restoration of 
good feeling with Argentina. Foratime 
they were opposed over a boundary con- 
test, but by the arbitration of the United 
States the award was made in favor of 
Brazil, and Argentina has heartily ac- 
cepted this result. The presidents of 
Brazil and Argentina have exchanged 
visits, and during the stay of President 
Campos-Salles at Buenos Ayres recently 
consideration was given to united action 
on some of these pending South American 
controversies. The several movements 
have had the general effect of establish- 
ing a common basis btween Bolivia, Peru, 
Argentina and Brazil. 

While there is no suggestion thus far 
that these united republics would use 
force against Chile, yet it is appreciated 
that the present situation may lead to 
serious results. The Chilean army is 
directed by able German officers. The 
commander is Gerenal Kooner, a German 
officer, who was placed at the head of 
the army about 10 years ago. Some 40 
other foreign officers, chiefly Germans, 
also occupy leading places on the staff 
and line.

Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 26.—In a 15- 
mile motor-paced race on the indoor bi- 
cycle track at the Velodrome yesterday, 
Gus Lawson defeated John Nelson, the 
middle-distance champion, by a quarter 
of a mile, and incidentally lowered the 
world’s record by 37 seconds, his time be-

Roberts’ Request Not Granted. 

London, Nov. 26.—We understand, says 
The Daily Express this morning, that 
Lord Roberts recently requested the gov- 
ernment to send 20,000 regulars to South 
Africa, to relieve the same number still 
in the field, but that his request was de- 
clined on the score of expense. 


ASSAULTED WITH GUN BARREL. 


A‘bert Burpee Had Been Gradually Failing 
and Now Death Has Come. 

Leominster, Mass., Nov. 26.—Albert S, 
Burpee, a prominent provision dealer, 
who was assaulted Oct. 20 by a furmer 
clerk, Charles E, Smith, died Saturday 
night. Smith was arraigned Noy. 1 
charged with assault with a dangerous 
Weapon, adjudged probably guilty, and 
held in $2500 for the grand jury. He is 
now out on bail, 

Smith claimed that Burpee owed him 
two weeks’ wages. On the morning of 
Oct. 20, while Burpee was in his stable, 
betore daylight, feeding his horses, he 
was approached from behind by Smith, 
who dealt him a heavy blow over the 
head with a gun barrel that had been 
detached from the stock. Burpee de- 
fended himself with a heavy tin dipper 
which he had in his hand, and finally 
overpowered Smith, whom he delivered 
to the police. According to the evidence 
given at the hearing, Burpee’s injuries 
consisted of a cut two inches long over 
the left ear, which extended through the 
scalp. Since the assault, Burpee has 
gradually failed and on Thursday he 
was taken with cerebral hemorrhages 
which left him in a greatly exhaustea 
condition, 

An autopsy was performed yesterday 
by the medical examiner, but his findings 
have not been made public. Burpee was 
56 years old, and is survived by a widow, 
One son and two daughters. He served 
in the Forty-second regiment in the 
Civil war, and was formally a chair man- 
ufacturer at Prattville. 


Follow2rs of the Sea Meet. 

Boston, Nov. 26.—Representing 26,- 
300 sailors in the American merchant 
marine service of this continent, the an- 
nual convention of the International Sea- 
men’s union convened here today. The 
convention meets annually for the pur- 
pose of legislating for the welfare of 
the seamen, firemen, cooks, stewards, 
and, in some cases, officers and pilots 
of merchant vessels, which compose the 
American merchant marine, and it will 
probably take several days for the busi- 
ness of the conyention to be acted upon. 


Passengers Thrown In a Heap. 

Hyde Park, Mass., An electric car from 
Mattapan for Hyde Park jumped the 
rail on East River street yesterday and 
struck a@ tree near the sidewalk, slightly 
injuring several of those on board.

WISDOM AND PRUDENCE 


Displayed by Parisians In Extending 
a Welcome to 0om Paul Kruger, 


Fears of Anti-British Demon- 
strations Were Groundless, 


Sunday Crowds Compelled Boer Leader to 
Show Himself on Hotel Balcony. 


Paris, Nov. 26.—Paris, while giving full 
vent to her pent up feelings of sympathy 
with and admiration for the Boers in its 
reception to Mr. Kruger, comported her- 
Self with wisdom and prudence. While 
a few isolated instances of anti-British 
vociferations were unavoidable, never 
once throughout the day was there any 
semblance of an organized demonstration 
against Great Britain to mar the unre- 
Strainedly enthusiastic, but essentially 
reassuring character of the reception, 
and it was with a feeling of relief that 
the authorities went to bed after the 
gloomy forebodings inspired by the un- 
fortunate incidents which had marked 
previous welcomes given to Mr. Kruger 
en route to the French capital. 

Mr. Kruger passed Sunday with his 
family at the Hotel Scribe, observing the 
Sabbath in accordance with the customs 
of his fatherland. His apartments were 
closed to visitors and he remained within 
them, indulging himself in perfect rest. 

Although the boulevards were alive 
toa late hour Saturday night with merry- 
makers and singing of songs, the Hotel 
Scribe was cordoned and the revellers 
did not disturb Mr. Kruger’s rest. Yes- 
terday morning found him quite re- 
covered from the fatigue. After an 
early breakfast he conferred with Dr. 
Leyds. There being no church of his 
own denomination tn Paris, he held a 
private service in his apartments, sur- 
rounded by his entourage. Mr. Kruger 
read a portion of Scripture and a mem- 
ber of his sulte read a sermon prepared 
{i advance. 

At an early hour free circulation was 
resumed in the streets about the hotel 
whose only guardians, two policemen, 
stood on elther side of the principal en- 
trance. The number of passers-by was 
ngl greater than the ordinary Sunday 
crowd. Toward 3p, m.,, however, pedes- 
trians increased, and along the boule- 
vard came 100 shouting, singing boys. 
Their advent increased the enthusiasm 
which was gradually worked up and the 
streets b 1 to fill, Cheers for Mr, 
Kruger began, and the police imme- 
diately established a cordon about the 
hotel. Several companies of republican 
guards quickly arrived. 

In half an hour the scene resembled 
that of Saturday. Responding to cries 
and plaudits, Mr. Kruger came for a 
moment upon the balcony, accompanied 
by his great granddaughter. Again at 
5 o'clock the tumult was such that he 
reappeared, but only for a moment. 

During the afternoon and evening thera 
was no falling off in the number of spec- 
tators. It was 10 o'clock before the peo- 
ple had sutliciendy disappeared to permit 
the circulation of carriages. , 

Some manifestations of an unimport- 
ant character occurred during the after- 
noon in front of the office of The Libre 
Parole and The Intransigeant, but the 
police dispersed the demonstrators, ar- 
resting some who had uttered anti-Brit- 
ish cries. 

Mr. Kruger is spending this morning 
in conferring with the Boer representa- 
tives. This afternoon will be devoted 
to receiving ceputations and prominent 
people who have made appointments. No 
decision, it is understood, has been 
reached as to when Mr. Kruger will leave 
Paris. According to the best informa- 
tion obtainable he will remain here until 
Wednesday evening or Thursday morn- 
ing. It is sald that he will go directly 
to Holland, not stopping in Belgium, 
where he may go later. 

The morning papers suggest various 
ways of assisting Mr. Kruger’s cause, 
The Intransigeant contemplates the for- 
mation of an international conference of 
leading journalists at the European cape 
{tal, with a view of discovering prac. 
tical ways of helping the Boers. 

The Republique is persuaded that if 
European governments would remind 
Great Britain that she signed The Hague 
convention, good would follow, and that 
there would be no risk in taking sucha 
step. 


Will Be No Idling. 

Washington, Nov. 26.—Speaker Hen- 
derson arrived in Washington yesterday 
from hisIowahome.

W. H. SES A Jr., Continues His His | Loca Brevitles of of the City of Rev. George A Strong Makes Good 


Attack on the Mayor. 
Mr. Editor: 

It is quite true that the City Council 
has the sole power to call a special 
election, but when they refuse or neg 
lect to do so then it becomes the duty 
of the Mayor to send a communication 
to the Council calling their attention 
to the requirement of the charter. 
Hlaving done so, he is free from all 
censure, He having failed to do so, 
he is, as I have already said, guilty 
not only of the violation of the charter, 
but also of neglect of duty. Sec. 1 of 
Sec. 2 of the charter reads: ‘‘The ad- 
ministration of all the fiscal, pruden- 
tial and municipal affairs of said city, 
with the government thereof, shall be 
vested in an Executive department 
which shall consist of one officer to be 
called the Mayor.’’ It would seem 
therefore that the entire government of 
our city is placed in the Mayor’s hands 
alone, which requires him to keep a 
watchful eye over all departments 
whether executive or legislative, and 
to see that they live up to the charter. 
While the Mayor can never exercise any 
legislative power, yet, he has the power 
of recommendation,as well as the power 
of veto, and he should use either when- 
ever occasion requires. It was evi- 
dently the intention of the framers of 
the charter, that the Mayor of this city 
should be held responsible for the gov- 
ernment of this city, and that there 
should be no divided authority, 

Your contention is, however, quite 
the opposite, since you olaim that 
the executive and legislative bodies are 
quite distinct. Yet every order passed 
by the Council goes to the Mayor for 
his approval or disapproval. This alone 
shows that the legislative body is only 
a part of the governing body, and that 
both are directly under the Mayor, aud 
since he has the veto power, he -be 
comes responsible in a degree for all 
legislation. 

As I understand your reply to my 
communication, you do not deny the 
violation of the charter, but claim the 
Mayor was innocent and that the viola- 
tion was the fault of the Council. 

I trust 1 have now made my reasons 
plain for placing the matter upon the 


Mayor. William H. Sampson, Jr. 
Quincy, November 14th, 1900, 
Again we take exceptions, to the 


claim that it is the duty of the Mayor 
to interfere with the internal affairs 
of the City Council. Section 13 of the 
City Charter says: ‘*The City Coun- 
cil shall determine the rules of its own 
proceedings and shall be the judge of 
the election, returns and qualifications 
of it own members. * * * The 
Council shall, so far as not inconsistent 
with this act, have and exercise all the 
legislative power of towns, and have 
all the powers and be subject to all 
the liabilities of City Councils, and 
of either branch thereof,under the gen- 
eral laws of the Commonwealth, and 
it may by ordinance prescribe the man- 
ner in which such power shall be exer- 
cised,”’ 

It is questionable, even, if the 
Mayor's signature is necessary to an 
order for an election of Councilmen, 
because it relates to the internal affairs 
of the Council and Section 17 of the 
City Charter says: ‘‘Every ordinance, 
order, resolution or vote of the City 
Council—except such as relates to its 
own internal affairs, to its own offi- 
cers or employes, to the election or 
duties of the auditor of accounts, or 
comptroller, to the removal of the 
Mayor, or to the declaration of a 
vacancy in the office of Mayor,—shall 
be presented to the Mayor for his ap- 
proval or disapproval, and like pro- 
ceedings shall be had thereon as are in 
such cases provided by the general 
laws relating to cities.’’ 

It was clearly the duty of the City 
Council to have ordered an election to 
fill the vacancy, and it would be pre- 
sumptuous for the Mayor to interfere. 
The responsibility rests largely upon 
the Committee on Elections—Coun- 
cilmen Alden, Gassett and Cleverly— 
for not introducing an order for an 
election, but any member could have 
introduced an order, No particular 
ward has suffered as the vacancy is 
at large, and it was probably the ex- 
pense of an election which was the 
cause of the inaction.—EDS,

He 
came to reveal a truth about God and 
about men which was unlike what men 
had ever thought before; to display an 
ideal, to set up a standard of character 
and life which was not merely higher 
but distinctly other than those which 
had prevailed. 

He was always reversing and revolu- 
tionizing the existing view of things, 
no matter how ancient, how well es- 
tablished, how honored it might be.

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GERMANY MUST YIELD. 


Opinion That She Cannot Hold Out 
Against the Other Great Powers, 


Diplomats Agree Upon Terms 
of Preliminary Treaty. 


Believed to Be Along the Lines of the 


Proposal Submitied by France. 


London, Noy. 26.—Mild satisfaction is 
expressed in the London papers this 
morning at th news that the diplomats 
in Pekin have arrived at a preliminary 
understanding, but no great confidence 
seems to be felt that any real step has 
been made in the endless negotiations. 
It is recognized that there is little for 
Germany to do but to concede, where 
the United States and Russia agree. The 
Standard says: “It is hardly possible 
for Germany to hold out, deeply offended 
as she is, if the United States, Russia, 
France and Japan are disposed to mod- 
erate. Our Berlin correspondent be- 
lieves that Germany is prepared to waive 
the death penalty.” 

The diplomatic body held a final meet- 
ing yesterday and agreed upon the terms 
of the preliminary treaty. Nothing now 
remains except to secure the approval 
of the respective governments before def- 
inite negotiations with the Chinese peace 
commissioners are begun, 

The precise terms of the settlement 
have not yet been made public here, but 
it is believed, outside the diplomatic 
corps, that the main points are in sub- 
stantial agreement with those contained 
in the French note to the powers, namely, 
punishment for the guilty, indemnity to 
governments and individuals, retention 
of strong legatiom guards and the occu- 
pation of certain places between Pekin 
and Taku. 

“The foreign envoys have agreed to 
demand,” says a special dispatch from 
Pekin, “an extension of the legation 
area, SO as to embrace everything from 
the Hla-Tu-Men gate to the Tsien-Men 
gate, between the walls of the imperial 
and Tartar cities, a strip a mile long 
and one-third of a mile wide. M. De 
Giers, Russian minister, has declined to 
yield on the indemnity question, and 
some kind of a verbal compromise has 
been arranged.” 

The Morning Post publishes the follow- 
ing from -lts Pekin correspondent: 
“Wang Wer Chao, now a cabinet min- 
ister, has written to Sir Robert Hart 
from Sian Fu that Emperor Kwang Su 
would be glad to return to Pekin, but 
that his majesty would his face’ 
if the foreign troops were there,” 

The Tientsin correspondent of The 
Standard asserts that ‘the Russian volte 
face dates from the eczar’s illness.” 

Shanghai sends another batch of re- 
ports from Chinese sources. Among 
these is a rumor that the allies have 
reached Wei-Hui-Su, 300 miles east of 
Sian Fu, and are proceeding westward. 
Another is that the taoti at Chan Fu has 
been dismissed, and 16 ringleaders of 
missionary murders have been captured. 
A third says that a Chinese official has 
arrived at the capital of the province of 
Hu Nan with orders to organize a force 
of 50,000 Boxers. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express wires that the Russians 
@re assuring the Chinese that the Amur 
massacres Were really repugnant to the 
Ruesian officers, but were carried out 
under orders of Count Von Waldersee. 

A party of Americans went yester- 
day to disperse a band of bandits in a 
Village 16 miles from Pekin. The village 
was found strongly fortified, but the 
Americans attacked and captured it, 
killing seven Chinese. 

A secret edict from Sian-Fu to the pro- 
vinclal and governors orders 
them to cease the manufacture of modern 
arms, and to revert to the old style of 
Weapons, because modern arms “have 
proved utterly useless against the for- 
elgners.”

vessel landed its passengers. Tessera 
comes from Ceylon, but is an American 
citizen. The customs inspectors falled 
to find the jewelry.

Chicago, Nov. 26.—Judge Kohlsaat, fn 
the United States circuit court, has sus- 
tained the order cancelling a $50,000 life 
insurance policy written by the United 
States Life Insurance company for the 
late Herman M. Cable of Evanston. The 
cancellation was made because of con- 
structive fraud in failure to state to the 
agent of the insurance company the se- 
rious nature of the applicant's illness. 


Mourned For Dead Relatives. 

New York, Nov. 26.—Miss Laura Ham. 
{lton, 64 years of age, wealthy, and one 
of the heirs of the Suydam estate, near 
Oyster Bay, L. L, was found drowned in 
a pond on the estate yesterday. She had 
wound a heavy shawl about her head 
before walking in. Miss Hamilton had 
become a victim of melancholia by reason 
of the recent death of her father, mother 
and a sister 


Caged Prisoner Convicted. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 26.—The jury re- 
turned a verdict of murder in the first 
degree against Edward Ruthven, col- 
ored, who shot and killed Patrolman 
Shippe while committing a burglary in 
May last. Ruthven was enclosed in an 
iron cage while on trial, and was con- 
stantly guarded by two deputy sheriffs.

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ec TWEni-SIX LIVES LOST 


Those Who Escaped From Wrecked Steamer 
Perished From Cold and Starvation. 

Quebec, Nov. 26.—The searching party 
which left Seven Islands on Saturday 
afternoon to rescue any of the passengers 
or crew of the wrecked steamer St. Olaf 
who might have reached land, returned 
last evening. They report having found 
only one body, that of Miss Page, buried 
in snow and ice. The general opinion 
among seafaring men is that the disaster 
occurred during the night of Wednesday 
last, as Miss Page was attired in a 
nightrobe, and that 26 persons succeeded 
in landing, only to die from cold and 
starvation on Boule Island, and that their 
bodies will be found under the snow, 
which is three feet deep there. Another 
searching party went out today to search 
for bodies in the snow. 

The St. Olaf was an iron steamer of 
205 tons, and wag built on the Clyde, in 
1882, She was valued at about $40,000. 
The last news heard of the St. Olaf was 
that she had left Esquimaux Point on 
Wednesday, and shortly after this the 
signal station dispatches reported rough 
weather with gales of wind and snow, 
and it is supposed that during one of 
these gales the St. Olaf ran ashore on one 
of the rocks at the entrance of the Seven 
islands, as she was wrecked on Boule is- 
land. 

The place where the steamer was 
wrecked is about seven miles off Seven 
islands and about 300 miles from this 
port, 


Fortress Taken by Picked Force. 

Manila, Nov. 26.—The fortress of the 
insurgent chief, Geronimo, at Pinauran, 
Was taken and destroyed by a picked 
force of the Forty-second and Twenty- 
seventh infantry and troop G of the 
Fourteenth cavalry, under Colonel 
Thomasson. Geronimo and most of the 
rebels escaped. The position was con- 
sidered the strongest in Luzon. Par- 
ticulars have just been received from 
Iloilo of the battle, Oct. 30, at Bugason, 
island of Panay, when 200 bolomen and 
60 riflemen attacked the Americans who 
lost three xilled—Lieutenant Koontz, 
Sergeant Kitchen and Corporal Burns 
When the garrison in force attacked the 
rebels, 49 of the latter were killed. None 
of the other parties of attacking natives 
made much of a stand, and the insur- 
gents lost 103 all told. 


**Too Much of an American.” 

Havana, Nov. 24.—At a meeting held 
in Havana yesterday by the opponents 
of Monsignor Sbarretti, bishop of Ha- 
vana, General Gomez presented a res- 
olution that all the municipalities should 
send the bishop telegrams informing him 
that he was not wanted by the Cubans 
and asking him to retire in favor of 
a Cuban ecclesiastic. All the speakers 
accused Mer. Sbarrett! of being too much 
of an American in his point of view 
and of favoring annexation tothe United 
States. 

Oue! on the Tapis. 

Havana, Novy. 26.—It fs said that Gen- 
eral Rodriguez, mayor of Havana, has 
challenged Senor San Miguel, editor of 
La Lucha, to fight a duel in consequence 
of an alleged libelous article attacking 
the integrity of the mayor's office. La 
Lucha publishes a statement that It hac 
no intention of attavking the character 
of the mayor. Both parties deny that 
the matter will be carried any further, 
but the friends of both say that the denial 
is only a ruse to put the police off the 
scent, 


Queer Doings at New Bedford. 

New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 26.—Stephen 
F. Manchester, a crossing tender at the 
Nash road crossing in this city, was 
murderously assaulted and robbed by 
four unknown men, who broke into his 
shanty early yesterday morning. Lewis 
Perry, the inmate of an adjoining shanty, 
was also assaulted and robbed by the 
Same gang, and Sophie M. Plante, who 
Was spending the night at Manchester's 
hut, was dragged out of the shanty and 
assaulted by two of the men. 


A Gruesome Fini. 

Pana, Ills., Nov. 26.—In April of 
last year the dead body of Jane Brunot 
was found in a well. Mrs. Brunot was 
murdered by two of her nephews, who 
are now serving life sentences In the pen- 
itentiary. Yesterday the work of clean- 
ing out the well was commenced, and at 
the bottom was found the skeleton ofa 
young girl. It is belleved that the men 
now in prison inay be able to throw some 
light on the case. 


Convicted of Pension Fraud. 

Chicago, Nov. 26.—General Theodore F. 
Brown has been sentenced to serve six 
months in jail for violation of the pen- 
sionlaw. The defendant was convicted 
of making a false affidavit in regard to 
the pension claim of Florence I. Hall, a 
widow. General Brown is 64 years old, 
is a member of the G. A. R., and has an 
honorable war record. 


A Boston Man’s Complaint. 

New York, Nov. 26.—Allan Bellinfonte, 
who claims to come from Boston, ap- 
peared in court yesterday as complainant 
against Emma Bolton, John White and 
Martin Dwyer, who, he says, gave him 
“knock-out drops” and then robbed him. 
The prisoners all deny the charge, but 
Magistrate Poole held the prisoners tn 
$1000 bail each. 


No Complications Observed. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 26.—The following 
bulletin was Issued yesterday at Livada: 
“The czar passed a quiet day yesterday. 
His majesty slept well during the night. 
This morning his general condition and 
Strength are satisfactory. No compli- 
tations whatever have been observed.” 


Opposed to Lynch Law. 

Colorado Springs, Col., Nov. 26—A 
mass meeting was held here last evening 
to voice sentiment of the Limon lynch- 
ing. Resoultions denouncing mob law 
as a reversion to the days of barbarity 
were passed unanimously.

PULLMAN FLUNGED INTO FREIGHT. | 


Unlighted and Mispiaced Switch Causes @ 
Serious Smashup at Salem. 

Salem, Mass., Nov. 26.—A misplaced 
switch caused an accident in the Salem 
yard of the Boston and Maine railroad 
system here yesterday morning, which 
involved a monetary loss sf $8000 to $10,- 
000, delayed traffic for some hours, and 
resulted in injuries to a fireman and toa 
transfer agent. 

An extra freight train from Boston for 
the east was standing on the outward 
track, waiting for the Pullman to pass, 
that it might proceed through the tun- 
nel, The head brakeman of the freight 
had thrown the cross-over switch, think- 
ing that some cars were to be set off for 
Salem. The brakeman found the switch 
light out, but did not relight it, nor did 
he, when he found that no cars were to 
be set off, reset the switch. This left 
the switch set as a cross-over to the 
track where the extra freight was stand- 
ing. 

The Pullman drew in from the east on 
time, 5:15, made its usual stop in the 
Salem depot, and then proceeded on its 
way to Boston. When it reached ths 
misplaced switch the mammoth mogul 
engine plunged full into the side of a 
box car about midway the length of 
the extra freight. 

This was a car loaded with cotton seed 
meal. I was ripped upen, and the car 
was finally tipped over on its side. The 
pilot of the mogul was wrenched from its 
place, the light iron work along its left- 
hand side smashed off and the cab splin- 
tered into bits. 

Fireman Woods was not struck, but his 
foot was caught between portions of the 
iron work and badly crushed. Engineer 
Kennard was not injured in the least. 
The mogul was derailed by the glancing 
blow it struck the freight, and ran for 
some yards on the ground and sleepers, 
but was not overturned. 

Woods was taken to the hospital, where 
his wounded foot was dressed. Ken- 
nard took his train to Boston, as soon 
as another locomotive was procured. 
Thomas Maling, messenger for the Arm- 
strong Transfer cormpany, was thrown 
down, stepped upon by others and sus- 
tained serious internal injuries. Will- 
iam Cromwell, conductor of the Pullman, 
was also thrown down, and his arm was 
badly wrenched. Several other pas- 
sengers and the mail clerks were bruised 
and shaken up by being thrown from 
their seats and berths. 

W !! Give Handsome Dower. 

New York, Nov. 26.—When the Duke 
of Manchester and his bride reach here 
next Saturday Eugene Zimmerman will 
be on hand to greet them and give the 
proverbial parental blessing. In ad- 
dition his private car will be in waiting 
to convey the bridal couple to the young 
woman's former home and birthplace, 
Cincinnati, where a reception will be 
given in their honor. When the ques- 
tion of a dower was broached, Mr. Zim- 
merman intimated that he would do 
something handsome for his pet child, 
His wealth is estimated at $8,000,000 to 
$15,000,000, which the young duchess wil] 
inherit. 


Brother; May Have Been Murdered. 
Peru, Ind., Nov. 26.—The decomposed 
bodies of Jerry and Patrick Holland, 
brothers, aged 62 and 56 years, respec- 
tively, were found in their house yester- 
day. As the men, when last seen, eight 
or 10 days ago, were drinking, it is be- 
lieved they were drugged, the poison tak- 
ing effect soon after they reached home. 
The brothers were noted for their af- 
fection for each other, and their appear- 
ance and actions were so nearly alike 
that they were generally known as “the 
two dromios.” They were light hearted 
and cheerful in disposition, and the 

theory of suicide is not entertuined. 


Additional Restrictions Rc commended. 

Washington, Novy. 26.—The annual re- 
port of Charles G. Dawes, comptroller 
of the currency, for the year ended Oct. 
31, 1900, shows the aggregate resources 
of the 387i national banks reporting on 
Sept. 5, 1900, to be $5,048,138,499.29. The 
most important recommendation is one 
for additional restrictions upon loans to 
directors and executive officers of banks. 
The comptroller states that the large 
percentage of bank fallures is attributed 
to excessive loans to directors and offi- 
cers, which amounted to 62 failures, or 17 
percent of the total failures of national 
banks. 


Killed Wife and Himself.” * -- 
Chicago, Noy. 26.—While crazed with 
liquor, Nels O. Peterson shot and killed 
his wife and then sent a bullet into his 


brain. Peterson died on the way to the 
hospital. A 13-year-old daughter was 


slightly injured by a stray bullet. 


Exp osion, Burns and Death. 

New Britain, Conn., Nov. 26.—Mrs, 
Lena Kossuth, aged 69, who lived with 
her niece, Mrs. Martin Holtseldter of 
Clinton street, was fatally burned by the 
explosion of an oil lamp, which set fire 
to herclothing. Death occurred an hour 
after the accident. 


Ohio Valley Floedsd. 
Cincinnati, Nov. 26.—Floods arg re- 
ported all along the Ohio valley. In al- 
most the entire valley it has been rain- 
ing since Tuesday, and almost contin- 
ually since Friday. The damage to 
property is considerable. 


Given Up For Lost. 

Halifax, Nov. 26.—The schooner Ayr, 
which sailed from New York for this, 
her home port, with a miscellaneous 
cargo, has not arrived here, and has been 
given up for lost. She probably carried 
a crew of four men, 


Shows Slight Improvement. 

St. Paul, Nov. 26.—According to re- 
ports from Senator Davis’ house, the 
patient’s delirium is a trifle less acute, 
and he is able to secure some sleep. The 
kidney trouble, however, does not yield 
to treatment.

Massachusetts With Serious Results. 
Portland, Me., Nov. 27.—Great damag 
was done i- Portland and western Maine 
yesterday by an ice storm, which was 
the worst since Jan. 2S, 1886.

CAPTURED BY DE WET, 


Four Hundred British Soldiers and 
Two Guns Are In Boers’ Hands, 


England Facing Serious Sit- 
uation In South Africa. 


Government Must Meet New Parliament at 


Very Inopportune Moment. 


London, Nov. 30.—A disaster at De- 
wetsdorp has sent a thrill of alarm 
through Great Britain. Lord Roberts 
cables from Johannesburg, under date of 
Nov. 28: 

The Dewetsdorp garrison, of two guns 
of the Sixty-eighth field battery, with 
detachments of the Gloucestershire reg- 
iment, the Highland Light infantry and 
Irish rifles, 400 in all, surrendered at 5:30 
p. m., os 23. Our losses were 15 men 
killed and 42 wounded, including Major 
H. J. Anson and Captain Digby. The 
enemy is said to be 2500 strong. Four- 
teen hundred men were dispatched from 
Edenburg, to relieve Ste wetsdorp, but 
they did not succeed in reaching there 
in time. Enox joined ‘hte force and 
found Dewetsdorp evacuated. Seventy- 
five sick and wounded had been left there. 
Knox pursued, and reported to have 
successfully engaged Steyn and Dewet 
near Vaalbank, Nov. 27 They retired 
west andsouthwest. Knox's messenger 
failed to get through, so I have 
tails." 


The censorship continues 
there is no hope of arriving at a clear 
conception of the actual position of af- 
fairs in South Africa. For instance 
independent accounts of the  subse- 
quent proceedings and the recapture of 
Dewetsdorp give ample details, not 
omitting to announce the capture of two 
Boer wagons and a quantity of loot, but 
there is not the slightest mention of the 
surrender of 400 British troops and two 
guns. 

The “ubiquitous De Wet” seems again 
to have gotten away, and so far, there 
Is no news that the captured British 
have been liberated. 

Taking into consideration the enig- 
matical military situation north of the 
Orange river, the smouldering rebellion 
in Cape ¢ ny, the rumors that France 
has promised Mr. Kruger to press arbi- 
tration on England if he is able to ob- 
tain the support of Germany, and that 
Lord Kitchener, after all, is not to be 
given the chief command in South Af- 
rica, the Brit ah government will meet 
the new parliament next week at an ex 

ceedingly inopportune moment.

The Daily Mail 


publishes an interview 
with Mr. Zidtsman, a Loyalist member 
of the Cape assembly, who now in 
England as a delegate of the vigilance 
comnnuittee Mr. Zidtsman admits the 
gravity of the situation, but says he 
does not fear a general rising, although 
he thinks it may be necessary to send 
troops to the most disaffected districts, 
where mob riots are likely to occur. He 
advocates the proclamation of martial 
law and expresses the opinion that “the 
only thing which prevents a rising is the 
lack of arms and ammunition.” 

The Morning Post, reviewing the sit- 
uation, says: “The surrender at De- 
wetsdorp looks still worse in the light 
of the suggestion that probably half the 
towns we have garrisoned in the terri- 
tories of the republics are in no better 
eituations to resist attack.” 

The Standard describes the disaster as 
“desperate, unaccountable and at the 
present juncture, doubly unfortunate.”

Lubec, Me., Nov. 30.—The residents of 
this town were treated to an unusual 
sensation when it was learned that H. 
W. Reynolds, postmaster at North Lu- 
bec, was missing from his home, and 
that an investigation of his accounts by 
Postoffice Inspector Enteman revealed 
an alleged shortage of $850. Although 
the postmaster disappeared Tuesday, his 
departure was not generally known until 
yesterday. 

The North Lubec postoffice was carried 
on by Mr. Reynolds in connec tion witha 
general store, and he’had served as 
postmaster for the past four years. 
Only a small amount of general business 
Was transacted in the office, but con- 
siderable money order business is han- 
dled. 

A peculiar feature of the case is that 
of the three signers on Reynolds’ bond, 
one, Hiram Comstock, fs dead, and the 
administrator of his estate insists that 
Co mstoch kK never signed the bond; an- 
other, Thaddeus Towse, claims that Rey- 
nolds brought him a paper, stating that 
it Was a petition for the establishment of 
a money order oftice. Later he learned 
that his signature had been affixed toa 
bond. The officers believe that Reynolds 
has committed suicide. 


Grost Sacucenents Were He'd Out.

FELL THROUGH A ROOF.) § 


Scores of People Fell Upon Red Hot 
Furnaces and Vats of Molten Glass, 


Thirteen of the Unfortunates 
Were Roasted to Death. 


Squad of Police Arrived Just Too Late to 
Prevent the Terrible Dissater. 


San Franclsco, Nov. 30,—Thirteen per- 
sons Were killed and many badly in- 
jured by the collapse of the roof of the 
Pacific Glass works on Fifteenth street 
yesterday, while it was crowded with 
men and boys watching a football game 
on the adjoining field. More than 80 
people fell through the roof upon the 
red hot furnaces and the glass vats be- 
low. All were horribly burned, and it 
is feared that, in addition to the deaths 
already reported, there will be several 
more. 

The fires in the furnaces had been 
started for the first time yesterday, and 
the vats were filled with liquid glass. 
It was upon these that the victims fell. 
Some were killed instantly, and others 
were slowly roasted todeath. The few 
who missed the furnaces rolled off and, 
together with workmen in the glass 
works, saved the lives of many by pull- 
ing them away from their horrible rest- 
ing place. 

The crash of the falling roof was 
heard a great distance away, and thou- 
sands of people hurried to the scene. 
Messages were sent to the city receiving 
hospital and the morgue, and all the 
available ambulances were called out. 

From the central receiving hospital 
a summons was sent out immediately, 
calling upon doctors In the neighborhood 
to come to render assistance. Some of 
the dead are boys, ranging in age from 
10 or 15 years, and many of them are 
badly mangled. 

More than 200 people were on the roof 
when it collapsed, and of these nearly 
100 went down with the crash. Those 
fortunate enought to be on the side sec- 
tion of the building helped to remove the 
injured. The heat around the furnaces 
Was £0 great, however, that no assist- 
ance could be rendered, and many slowly 
roasted to death. Not 200 yards away 
20,000 people were watching the football 
game, and when the news became known 
there was intense excitement. 

The living victims of the disaster were 
taken to various hospitals The South- 
ern Pacific h¢spital, within two blocks 
of the scene, was soon overcrowded and 
many had to be turned away. They 
were hurried to St. Luke’s, the receiving 
hospital and nearby drug stores. So 
scattered were they among the various 
institutions that it was first impossible 
to tell exactly how many were hurt or 
how seriously they were Injured. Pri- 
vate carriages were waiting outside the 
football grounds, and these were pressed 
into service to take away the wounded. 

The manager of the glass works real- 
ize@ the danger before sy accident oc- 
curred, and had sent for the police t 
compel the crowd to leave. Just asa 
squad of officers arrived from the city 
hall, the roof went down, 


Women Organiza to Fight Vice. 

New York, Nov. 30.—The women of the 
lower East Side have started a crusade 
against vice on their own account, and 
yesterday they held the first meeting. 
Stories w told by some of the women 
of the conduct of the police in support 
of disorderly houses, one woman saying 
that her husband, who had complained, 
was so harrassed by the police that he 
died. They will formulate a plan to 
drive all the disorderly women and others 
out of the tenement houses on the East 
Side. 


Egan Stull Under Suspension. 

Washington, Nov. 30.—Officials of the 
war department deny positively that 
Commissary General Egan, now under 
suspension froin the army, has been re- 
instated. It is understood that General 
Egan might be reinstated at any time 
upon condition that he would accept im- 
mediate retirement, but he has shown 
no disposition to accede to such an ar- 
rangement.

Phoenix, Ari, Nov. 30.—Advices from 
Tora, a small Mexican habitation, nearly 
200 miles south of Guayamas, deciare 
there was trouble recently between Mex!- 
cans and the Yaqui Indiana near that 
place.

Strikers Resort to Bioodshed. 

San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 30.—In a melee 
here yesterday between union and non 
union employes of the Southwestern Tel 
egraph and Telephone company, one man 
lost his life and four others were wound 
ed. It was the first blcodshed of th: 
telephone strike, which was inaugurated 
Nov. 3. 


End of Ashanti Up: ig. 

London, Nov. 30.—The following dis- 
patch has been received from Colonel 
Willcocks, commander of the British 
troops at Coomassie, Ashanti, dated 
Nov 21: “The campaign is ended. The 
troops in excess of the garrison will leave 
bere in a few days.” 


Fifteen Women Hurt. 

New York, Nov. 30.—A stage loaded 
with women, members of the Daughters 
of Liberty, returning from an excursion 
to Little Falls, rolled down an embank- 
ment in West Paterson, N. J. Fifteen 
of the occupants were hurt, one, at least, 
seriously.

Certainty of brisk competition has 
been brought about by the peculiar 
wording of the two appropriation acts 
authorizing these ships and by the 
delay in designing the two classes of 
cruisers and battleships, of which the 
department took advantage in stipu- 
lating thatall bids be opened on a 
single day, 

The act of March 3, 1899, provided 
for three battleships and three armored 
cruisers, and the act of June 7, 1900, 
added two more battleships and three 
armored cruisers. 

The probable distributions of the 
construction of the 11 big vessels has 
become interesting in view of an in- 
terpretation of the two acts of Congress 
by Judge Advocate General Lemly of 
the navy. He finds that the Pacific 
coast can secure three battleships and 
one cruiser, or three cruisers and one 
battleship, or two battleships and two 
cruisers, That coast is entitled to not 
move than four vessels, two under 
each act,

The remaining seven vessels must be 
built on the Atlantic. According to 
Capt. Lemly’s findings, a single bidder 
on the Atlantic may secure as a maxi- 
mum four battleships and two cruisers, 
or four cruisers and two battleships, 
making in all six vessels, but no bidder 
can secure three of one type and 
of another, or five of one type.

Terrible Gale Off Island of Guam. 


Sunk Shortly After She Was 
Abandoned by the Seamen.

COMMANDER SEATON SCHROEDER. 
According to advices received here 
from unofficial sources, the wind was 
blowing from the southeast In the early 
morning of Nov. 13, at the rate of 100 
miles an hour. The Yosemite had two 
anchors down, but both dragged a mile 
across the harbor entrance. At 11 a.m. 
she struck the reef and stove in forward, 
She drifted for an hour and at noon 
struck the rocks near Somaye, carrying 
away her rudder and damaging her pro- 
peller. 

A launch had been sent to find shelter, 
but it capsized, and the occupants were 
drowned. They were Coxwain Evansen, 
Seaman George Aubul, Engineer J. J. 
Macancfy and Firemen J. L. Davis and 
Joseph Anderson. 

The storm abated somewhat at 1 p. 
m., but was then renewed with violence 
from the southwest. A dozen of the 
crew attempted to carry a line ashore, 
but the boat capsized. All the occupants 
managed to reach the land. 

Meanwhile the Yosemite was being 
blown seaward, her head down and the 
forward compartment filling. The boil- 
er and engine room, however, were free 
of water, and the pumps were kept going 
The cruiser was kept afloat until the af- 
ternoon of Nov. 15, when the United 
States collier Justin, which also had 
suffered damage to her anchors, but had 
narrowly escaped the reef, was sighted. 
The Justin attempted to tow the Yo- 
semite with two chains and two cables, 
but these parted. 

Finally 158 of the Yosemite's crew, 26 
marines and nine officers were trans- 
ferred to the Justin, together with $68,- 
000 in Mexican money. The Yosemite 
then plunged head foremost and sank. 
The members of the crew were provided 
with temporary quarters in Agana, which 
suffered badly from the hurricane. 

The typhoon was of unprecedented vio- 
lence. Many are reported to have been 
killd or injured. At Agana three were 
killed and 10 died of exposure. 

The town of Mooajan was destroyed, 
30 of the people being killed and many 
others Injured. It is believed that there 
was considrable loss of life elsewhere in 
Guam, and all the crops were destroyed. 

Mrs. White, wife of Major White of 
the marine corps, the only white woman 
in Agana, took refuge with her husband 
and Commander Seaton Schroeder, naval 
governor of Guam, in the cellar of the 
governor’s mansion, which was already 
partly filled with water. 

The U.S. S. Solace, Commander Wins- 
low, which left San Francisco Nov. 2 for 
Manila, was expected to arrive at Guam 
Nov. 24, with supplies for the families 
of Governor Schdoeder and the other 
officers.

The Yosemite was first commissioned 
April 13, 1898. She had been station ship 
at the island of Guam since the days of 
the Spanish war. She {s a 16-knot con- 
verted crulser of 6179 tons displacement, 
and is provided with a main battery of 
10 5-inch rapid fire guns, and a secondary 
battery of six 6-pounders and two Colt 
rifles Her measurements are 391 feet 
in length by 48 feet, extreme breadth. 
She has a mean draught of 20 feet 1 inch. 

Just before the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American war the vessel was pur- 
chased by the navy department, fitted 
as an auxiliary cruiser and rendered ef- 
fective service as one of the patrol fleet, 
belng manned in part by the Michigan 
naval militia. It is said that her an- 
chorage at Guam was off the harbor of 
San Luis d’Apra, and that, owing to her 
draft, she was obliged to lie six miles 
off shore. The harbor is a particularly 
dangerous one, owing to the existence of 
a rocky shoal in the middle and a par- 
ticularly crooked channel. 

According to the naval register, the 
Yosemite was manned by 18 officers and 
267 men, but in her capacity as station 
ship not all of these were required, and 
undoubtedly a part of them were ashore 
engaged in duties at the naval station. 
This probably would be true of her com- 
mander, Seaton Schroeder, who is also 
governor cf Guam, and who probably 
left the active command of the ship to 
the ranking lieutenant, Augustus N. 
Mayer.

Harrington was before the police court 
in Manchester on the charge of drunken- 
ness, and was given a four months’ sus- 
pended sentence at the house of correr- 
tion. 


Case of Accidental Shooting. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 30.—A party of 
five boys, including Herman Soloway, 
aged 8, and Maurice Levinsky, aged 15, 
spent Thanksgiving in South Portland 
at target practice with two 32-calibre 
rifles. When returning home, the Solo- 
way boy carried the guns. Levinsky 
and another boy were walking ahead, 
and Soloway, while examining the mech- 
anism of one of the guns, discharged 
the weapon, the ball entering Levinsky’s 
right side. His condition is critical. 


Love and Suicide. 

Brockton, Mass., Nov. 30.—The body of 
Ralph Aldoes, 18 years old, was found 
in the smoking room of the armory of 
battery I yesterday. There was a bul- 
let hole in his head. Aldces was not 
quite dead when found, but he expired 
soon afterwards. The cause of the act 
is supposed to have originated in a love 
affair. A note was found in the boy’s 
pocket, reading: “She has gone back 
on me. ‘This is why I do this.”
